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Births.—[n the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the city of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the year 1904 (52 weeks) 11,164 births 
—5,627 boys and 5,537 girls—being equal to 1 in 34, or 29 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population.* The average rate for the preceding ten years was 28 per 1,000. 


Of the 11,164 births registered in 1904, 9,459, or 32 in every 1,000 of the 
population, occurred in the city, and 1,705, or only 20 in every 1,000 inhabitants, in 
the urban districts named above. 

Of the 11,164 births in the entire district, 2,815 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 2,902 in the second, 2,843 in the third, and 2,604 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 215. 


Tn London the number of births registered during the year 1904 (52 weeks) was 
129,335, being equal to a rate of 28 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in 
Glasgow the number was 24,708, equal to 31 per 1,000 ; and in Edinburgh it was 
7,760, or 23 per 1,000 of the population. 


Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the year 1904 was 9,264 (4,656 maies and 4,608 females)—equal to 1 in 41, or 24:4 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population. ‘The average death-rate for the ten years 
1894-1903 was 25:8 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Area as then 
constituted. Thus the rate for last year is 14 below the average—a decrease 
equivalent to 5-4 per cent. ! 

Omitting 418 deaths, which, being those of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, are not properly chargeable to 
it, the death-rate for last year (52 weeks) is 23-3 per 1,000 of the population, the 
rate for the city being 24°9 per 1,000 (23-7 on the North side, and 26-3 on the 
South), and for the suburbs 17:9 per 1,000. The rates for the several Registrars’ 
districts range from 16-6 for Clontarf and Howth, No. I, part of, to 30-7 for South 
City No. 2 (Castle street). } 

Of the 9,264 deaths in the entire district, 2,765 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 2,172 in the second, 2,053 in the third, and 2,274 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 178.

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In the twenty-one provincial Urban Districts, for which statistics are given in the 
Weekly Returns, the respective annual death-rates are as follow, ranging in order 
from the Jowest to the highest :—Ballymena, 15:5, per 1,000 of the population* ; 
Portadown, 15:9; Newry, 16:0 ; Dundalk, 16°7 ; Londonderry, 16-7 ; Queenstown, 
17:3; Drogheda, 17-5 ; Sligo, 17-9 ; Lurgan, 18-4; Tralee, 18°5 ; Waterford, 18°5 ; 
Newtownards, 19:8 ; Clonmel, 19:9; Lisburn, 19:9 ; Kilkenny, 20:4; Belfast, 20°8 ; 
Armagh, 21:0; Limerick, 21:3; Cork, 21:6; Wexford, 24:4; and Galway, 29-1. 

The number of deaths registered in London during the year 1904 (52 weeks) was 
77,094, or 16°6 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; in Glasgow, 15,326, equal to 19-2 
per 1,000 ; and in Edinburgh, 5,493, or 16-5 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Public Institutions.—Of the 9,264 deaths registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area last year 3,600, or 38-9 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz. :—1,968 in 
the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 746 in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse ; 859 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse; and 27 (those of persons 
admitted from the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 





Diseases.— Dublin Registration Area.—(See Tables III. and [V.)—The mortality 
last year shows that the total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area was 909. ‘This number is equal to a 
rate of 2:4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for the preceding 
ten years being 2°6 per 1,000. 


Small-pox.—Although it appears that 4 persons, suffering from small-pox were 
- treated in hospital and discharged therefrom during the year, the records do not 
contain the registration of any one death from this disease in the Dublin Registra- 
tion Area for the year 1904. 


Measles.—The deaths (191) from measles represent a rate of 5:0 per 10,000 of the 
estimated population of the Area, the average annual rate for this disease for the 10 
years, 1894 to 1903, being 4:6 per 10,000. The highest mortality recorded during 
these years was in 1899 when there were 656 deaths, equal toa rate of 18°8 per 
10,000, and the lowest was in the year 1895, when only 3 deaths were recorded. 

From Table I. it would appear that during the year, 851 persons suffering from 
measles were admitted to hospitals, 655 were discharged, 85, or about 10 per cent. 
of the number of admissions, died, and 131 patients were under treatment in hospitals 
at the close of the annual period. 

Of the total deaths from measles 68 were from North City Districts, 112 from 
South City Districts—51 of the latter appertaining to the Registrar’s District of 
South City No. 1, and 11 deaths were referred to the Urban Districts which, with 
the City, constitute the Dublin Registration Area. ; 


Scarlet Fever—In tke decennial period which ended with the year 1903, the 
mortality from scarlet fever was highest in the years 1896, 1897, and 1898, when 
148, 134, and 89 deaths were respectively registered ; and lowest-in the years 1900, 
1901, and 1895, when 22, 31, and 44 deaths from scarlet fever were respectively 
registered. In the year 1904 the deaths (26), represented an annual rate of 0-7 per 
10,000, the average rate for the preceding 10 years being 1:9 per 10,000 of the 
estimated population of the Area. It may be seen from Table I. that during the 
year 515 cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospitals, and that 19 deaths 
occurred therein in the same period. It may further be seen in Table IT. that of 
542 cases of scarlet fever notified to the Public Health Authorities, 359 were in 
the City of Dublin ; 69 in the Urban District of Rathmines and Rathgar; 48 


in the Pembroke Urban District ; 24 in Blackrock Urban District ; and 42 in the 
Urban District of Kingstown. 


T'yphus.—One death from typhus was registered in the September quarter of the 
year, the average number of deaths from this disease in the 10 years preceding being 
6. 1t appears from Table IV. that the death from typhus was assigned to North

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City No. 3 District. Table I. shows that 15 cases of this disease were treated in 
Dublin hospitals during the year, that 14 persons were discharged, and that at the 
close of the year there was no case of the disease under treatment. 


Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping-cough, 239 in number, are the 
highest from any of the principal epidemic diseases, with the exception of those 
attributed to diarrhceal diseases. They represent an annual rate of 6:3 per 10,000 
of the estimated population of the Area, which is above the average annual rate 
(4:7) for the 10 years ending with 1903, and is also higher than the death rate for 
whooping- cough in any of the 10 years preceding, with the exception of the year 
1897, in which year 392 deaths, equal to a rate of 11:2 per 10,000, were recerded. 
Of the deaths (239), 110 were registered i in March quarter, 71 in Tune quarter, 36 
in September quarter, and 22 in the December quarter of 1904. In Table IV. it 
may be seen that 16 deaths from whooping-cough were tabulated to Nerth City 
No. 1, East, District, 17 to North City, No. if West, 24 to North City No. 2, 
22 to North City Mo. 3 District ; and that 34 deaths were tabulated to South City No. 
1, 18 to South City No, 2, 30 to South City No. 3, and 36 to South City No. 4 District. 

Of 21 deaths from this disease tabulated to the Urban Districts, 13 appertained 
to the Pembroke Urban District. 

Diphtheria.—Deaths from diphtheria which in the first 3 years of the decennial 
period 1894 to 1903 were comparatively low, being respectively 17, 21, and 18, rose 
to 75 in 1897, numbered 65, 66, 54, and 54 respectively in the following 4 years, 
rose to 85 (the highest annual mortality in the decennium) in 1902, declining to 60 
in 1903, and further declining to 35 in the annual period now under novice. The 35 
deaths represent an annual rate of 0-9 per 10,000 of the estimated population, the 
annual average rate for the preceding 10 years being 1°4 per 10,000. 

From Table L. it appears that 262 cases of diphtheria were admitted for treatment 
to the principal Dul:lin hospitals, that 234 patients were discharged, and that 30 
deaths occurred therein during the year, at the close of which 20 patients remained 
under treatmeut. 

Entervc Fever.—It is worthy of notice that the deaths (74) from enteric fever 
which were registered during the year, and which represent a rate of 2°0 per 
10,000, are below the number recorded in any previous year, for the Dublin 
Registration Area, the average rate for the preceding 10 years being 3: 7 per 10,000 
of the population. Of the 74 deaths, 30 were registered i in the first quarter of the 
year, 16 in the second, and 14 in each of the third and fourth quarters of the year 
1904, 

Of the total deaths registered 13 appertain to the district of North City No. 1 E.; 
10 to the district of South City No. 1; and eight of the number registered were of 
persons admitted to institutions from without the Registration Area. Table I 
indicates that 422 persons suffering from enteric fever were admitted to Dublin 
Hospitals, and that 59 deaths occurred therein during the year. 

During the year 4 deaths were attributed to simple continued or ill-defined forms 
of Fever. 


Diarrheal Diseases.—The deaths from “ diarrheal diseases” include those returned 
under the following designations :—Epidemic diarrhea, epidemic enteritis, diarrhea, 
choleraic diarrhea and dysentery, and for the yeir 1904, amount to 339, representing 
an annual rate of 9-0 per 10,000 of the estimated population of the area ; the annual 
average rate for the 10 years preceding being 8-8 per 10,000. The deaths from 
this group of disease constitute 37 per cent of the total deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseases*:; of the 339 deaths, 243 were registered during the months 
of July, August and September, and 68 were registered in the December quarter of 
the year. 

The deaths were distributed as follows :--141 deaths appertained to North City 
Districts, 142 to South City Districts, and 53 to the Urban Districts, while 3 of the 
deaths were of persons admitted to institutions from without the Dublin Registra- 


tion Area.

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Tuberculosis.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculosis amount to 1,779, and 
include 313 from tuberculous phthisis, 859 from pAthisis, 163 from tuberculous 
meningitis (acute hydrocephalus), 60 from tuberculous peritonitis, 45 from tabes 
mesenterica, 5 from scrofula, and 334 from other forms of the disease. They 
constitute over 19 per cent. of the deaths from all causes. 


The annual death-rate for ail forms of tuberculous disease for the Dublin 
Registration Area was 46-$ per 10,000 of the estimated population. 


The death rate for the pulmonary form of the disease was 30-9 per 10,000 as 
compared with 33°3 per 10,000; the average annual rate for the preceding 10 years. 
Excluding deaths in instivutions of persons admitted from without the Dublin 
Registration Area the rate for phthisis was for Dublin North City 31:4 per 10,000, 
for Dublin South City 33-7 per 10,000, and for the Urban Districts which with the 
city constitute the Dublin Registration Area, 20°1 per 10,000. 


Cancer.—Under the general heading “cancer,” 136 deaths Were attributed to 
carcinoma, 16 to sarcoma, and 215 to cancer, or malignant disease (not otherwise 


defined). 


Diseases of the Nervous System.—The deaths (720) from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system, include those of 317 persons from convulsions; of the latter 
figure 313 deaths were of infants under the age of 5 years. 


Diseases of the heart and blood vessels.--The deaths from diseased conditions of 
the organs of blood circulation numbered 1,290. Ofthis number 225 deaths were 
caused by valvular heart disease, and 20 deaths were due to aneurysm. 


Diseases of the Respiratory System.—The number of deaths tabulated to this group 
amounts to 1,787, and represents an annual rate of 47:1 per 10,000, the average 
annual rate for the 10 years preceding being 50°4 per 10,000 of the estimated 
population. The deaths included 42 from croupous pneumonia, 248 from broncho- 
pneumonia, and 324 from pnewmonia (not defined), The total deaths include those 
of 1,054 persons from bronchitis. | 


Frolence.—The deaths of 198 persons were attributed to violence, in the course 
of the year ; 188 of these being due to accidental circumstances. Of the accidental 
deaths, 43 resulted from burns, scalds or explosions, including 21 of children under 


. D years of age. Four deaths were due to homicide, and 6 deaths by suicide were 
reported.

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Ages.—Of the 9,264 deaths registered during the year, 3,023, or 33 per cent., 
were of children under five years of age, and 2,334, or 25 per cent., were of persons 
aged 60 years aud upwards, including those of 1,065 persons aged 70 years and 
upwards, of whom 47 were stated to have been nonagenarians, and 4 females were 
stated to have been aged 100, 103, 103, and 110 years, respectively.

Occupations.—Table VII. on page xiii. exhibits the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the year, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the — 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to a 
rate of 18°4 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1901 ; 
in the “ Middle Class” the death-rate was 16:4 per 1,000; among the “ Artizan Class 
and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 19:1 ; and in the “General Service Class” and the 


“Tnmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 33:7.

Measles.—196 deaths were registered in Belfast, 8 in Cork, and 7 in Galway. 


Scarlet Fever.—Twenty-one deaths were registered in Belfast, 4 in Newtownards, 
2 deaths each in the towns of Lisburn, Wexford, and Portadown, and | in each | 
of Cork, Londonderry, Waterford, and Queenstown, 


Typhus.—Six deaths were registered in Belfast, and 1 death in each of Cork, 
Londonderry, Kilkenny, and Newtownards. 


Whooping-cough.—-The deaths registered were, 260 in Belfast, 32 in Limerick, 27 
in Cork, 18 in Lisburn, 12 in Lurgan, 8 in each of Wexford and Armagh, 7 in 
Queenstown, 5 in each of Newry and Tralee, 3 in each of Londonderry, Drogheda, 
and Portadown, and 1 in each of Ballymena, Clonmel, and Newtownards. 


Diphtheria.—Twenty-eight deaths were registered in Belfast, 12 in Londonderry, 
6 in Cork, 2 in each of Ballymena, Sligo, and Portadown, and 1 in each of Galway, 
Lurgan, Lisburn, and Tralee. 


Entcric Fever.—In Belfast i11 deaths were registered, in Cork 8, in Sligo 3. In 
each of the Urban Districts of Londonderry, Ballymena, Portadown, and Queens-.

Diarrheal Diseases.—Of 395 deaths registered, 251 appertained to Belfast, 27 
to each of Cork and Waterford, 24 to Londonderry, and 13 to Limerick. 





Phihisis (Tuberculous Phthisis).—The number of deaths from phthisis registered 
in the twenty-one Town Districts amounted to 2,211, exceeding the number regis- 
tered in 1903 by 184 deaths. The total is equal to an annual rate of 3-1 per 1,000 
of the aggregate population of the twenty-one Urban Districts. The deaths in Belfast, 
1,120, represent a rate of 3-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population. In the twenty 
other Urban Districts the deaths, 1,091, represent an annual rate of 3:1 per 1,000 
of the aggregate population of these areas. The death rate for phthisis in the Dublin 
Registration Area is equal to 3-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population,

The deaths trom certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
seventeen of the districts to 6°9 in Armagh. Among the 190 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 3 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 12 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhceal diseases ; and the 
46 deaths from all causes in Cork include 2 from whooping-cough and one from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
195—100 boys and 96 girls; and the deaths to 208—103 males and 105 females. 
DEATHS. 
The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°6 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 27'S per 1,000.

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Registration of Births and Deaths, Ireland. 


There were 2 deaths from measles, and 3 deaths from scarlet fever ; influenza and diph- 
theria each caused one death; there were 3 deaths from diarrhceal diseases, and 9 deaths 
from whooping-cough, which in the 4 weeks preceding caused 7, 4, 3, and 12 deaths 
respectively. Enteric fever caused 6 deaths. 

The deaths from tuberculous disease, 37 in number, include 5 from tuberculous phthisis, 
21 deaths attributed to phthisis, 3 deaths from tuberculous meningitis, one death from 
tuberculous peritonitis, and 7 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

Seven deaths were assigned to cancer, malignant disease, 

In the total (17) deaths from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 11 deaths (all 
being infants under one year) were attributed to convulsions. 

Twenty-six deaths from diseases of the heart and blood- vessels were registered. 

I)iseases of the respiratory organs were accountable for a total of 57 deaths, equal to 
an annual rate of 7°8 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the correspond- 
ing week in the past 10 years being 7°4 per 1,000. In the total, 35 deaths from bron— 
chitis, 2 deaths from croupous pneumonia, 6 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 9 
deaths from pneumonia are included. | 

Three deaths from accidental violence were recorded. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 


attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under one 
year old. 


Sixty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (32 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month old), 
and 59 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 91 years. 
Sixty-five of the deaths registered during the weck occurred in hospitals and other 
por institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union 


orkhouse, 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated ou 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 27°8 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 29°0 (North City Districts, 315 ; South, 263), and in the Suburbs, 233. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 3°2 per 1,000, 
inhabitants, the rate tor the City being 34 (45 in the Nortn City Districts, una 22 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 2’4 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths{(19) are equal to an annual rate 
of 35°0 per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, one from influenza, 5 from tuberculous 
disease, and t (including 2 deaths from broncho-pneumnionia) from diseases of the respiratory system. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—’ne deaths (25) are equal to an annul rate uf 333 
per 1,000. Measles and enteric fever each caused one death ; there were 6 deaths from tuberculous 
Se areas Pec 4 6 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system; one accidental death was 
registered. 

No. 4 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (19) are cquivaient to an annual rate of 32°9 
per 1,000. There were 4 deaths from whooping-cough, one death from diarrhea, 4 deaths from 
tuberculous disease, and 4 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. Measles, whooping-cough, enteric fever, tuberculous phthisis, tuberculous meningitis, caused 
severally, one death ; there were 6 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, including 2 deaths 
from pneumonia, registered. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 21'7 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 
part of, 31'2 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 235. ‘he only death from any epidemic disease 
registered was one from scarlet fever for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of. 

No. i South City District—(South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 258 per 
1,000. Scarlet fever und enteric fever each caused one death ; there were 4 deaths from tuberculous 
diseases, and the 5 deaths tabulated to diseases of the respiratory system include one death from 
broncho-pneumonia and 2 deaths from pneumonia. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 37°1 per 
1,000, There was one death from enteric fever, there were 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, and 
the 6 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system include one death from broncho-pneumonia. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 21°1 per 
1,000, There were 2 deaths from pithisis, and 5 deaths, including one death from broncho-pneumonia, 
from diseases of the respiratory system. ‘ 

No.4 South City District(Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 29°7 
per 1,000. Scarlet fever caused one death, diarrhoea also caused one death ; 2 deaths were due to 
phthisis, and 3 to alcoholism ; four deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, including 
two deaths from pneumonia. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (3) are equal to anannualrate of 176 per 1,000. There was 
one death from whooping-cough, © 

uroan Disiricts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 25:1; Pembroke, 24:0; Blackrock, 298; and Kingstown, 17°38. ‘The 
deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts comprised one from 
whooping-cough for Rathmines and Rathgar, one from enteric fever for Blackrock, one from 
diphtheria and one from diarrhea for Kingstown.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 9th January, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

‘Twenty-one cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 2 were 
discharged, there was one death, and 38 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Thirteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 14 cases were discharged, 
there were 3 deaths, and 97* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

One case of typhus fever was admitted to hospital, and 4 remained under treat - 
ment at the close of the week. 

Ten cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 4 were discharged, there was one 
death, and 27 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Fifteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 9 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 68 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
In addition to the above-named diseases, 9 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 2 patients were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 21 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. — 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 19°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°4 per 1,600 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 232 per 1,000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 24:8, and for Edinburgh 20:4.

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METEOROLOGY.

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
9th January, !904 :— 


“ Atmospheric pressure again ruled highest over Russia and Central Europe, and was relatively low 
both off the west coasts of Ireland and Scotland and in the Mediterranean Basia. Steady frost held in 
Germany and Eastern France until Saturday, when a general thaw took place. In the British Isles and 
along the shores of the Bay of Biscay and of Norway conditions were milder, the skies were clouded, and 
rain was of frequent occurrence. In Dublin a sudden chill took place at 9 a.m. of Sunday, when the ther- 
mometer fell several degrees in a few minutes consequent on a shift of wind from 8. to W. The change 
was accompanied by a formation of ‘ festooned cloud,’ or inverted cumulus, and was followed by a down- 
pour of hail, rain and sleet, amounting to over half an inch of rainfall in 3 hours. The afternoon was fair, 
and a bright full moon was seen in the evening. On Monday morning a deep depression lay off the S.W. 
of Ireland, the barometer being down +o 29'13 inches at Valentia. Thissystem moved southeastwards to 


night, By Wednesday morning a new depression reached Mayo, and S. winds were plowing with clouds 
and high temperature. Heavy rain fell along the western seaboard of Ireland, Wales, and Scotland—111 
inches being measured at Blacksod Point. Thunder and lightning were experienced in the evening in the 
S.W. and W. of Ireland. On Friday a small secondary to a large depression in the N.W. and N. passed 
northeastwards across Brittany, causing rain in the W. of France and §. of England. In Ireland the 
weather at the same time became finer and colder. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
99'725 inches, the range being from 99°371 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, S.E.) to 30081 inches at 
9am.of Wednesday (wind also §.H.). The corrected mean temperature was 423°. The mean dry bulb 
_ temperature at 9a.m. and 9p.m. was also 42'°3°. The screened thermometers fell to 31°8° on Wednesday and 
rose to 520° on Thursday. Twelve hours of bright sunshine were estimated, 44 hours falling on Friday. 
Rain fell on 5 days to the amount of 1'309 inches, *550 inch being measured on Sunday. The prevalent 
winds were S.E. and S.W.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°736 inches. The highest reading (307166) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°382) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind E.S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°0°, being 0°4° below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Thursday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 50°09, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 253°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 41:0°, 
and of the Wet Bulb 39°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 14°l 
hours. ‘Che rainfall during the week measured 1°515 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 39°8°, the maximum 47°7°, 
and the minimum 29:3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 484°, the minimum 33°8°, and 
the mean 40°-4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 47°5°, the minimum 31°69, and the 


mean 38°9°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°29 inch; at Glasgow 1:40 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 0°80 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fourteen of the districts to 5-2 in Portadown. Among the 199 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are one from measles, 9 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, and one from diarrhea; and the 18 deaths from all causes in Londonderry include 
one from typhus and one from whooping-cough. | 


. DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
202—107 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 216—117 males and 99 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 29°7 im every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 28°8 per 1,000. During the 
two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29:2, and was 1:8 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903. 

There were 2 deaths from influenza, 5 deaths from whooping—cough, 3 deaths from 
enteric fever, and 3 deaths from diarrheal diseases. In the 4 weeks preceding whoop-

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ing-cough caused 4, 3, 12, and 9 deaths, and enteric fever caused one, 2, one, and 6 
deaths, respectively. There was not one death from small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, 
or diphtheria registered during the weck. : . 

Of 43 deaths assigned to tuberculous disease, 8 deaths were attributed to tuberculous 
phthisis, 22 to phthisis, 5 to tuberculous meningitis, one to tuberculous peritonitis, and 
7 deaths to other forms of the disease. 

There was one death from carcinoma, and 6 deaths were attributed to cancer, malig- . 
nant disease, 

Of 19 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 6 were registered as convulsions ; of 
these 5 were of infants under one year in age. . 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels caused 36 deaths. 

‘The total number (45) of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system are equal to 
an annual rate of 6:2 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area, the 
average rate for the corresponding week in the last 10 years being 8'1 per 1,000. 
Included in the total are 28 deaths from bronchitis, one death from croupous pneumonia, 
10 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 5 deaths from pneumonia. 


Five accidental deaths were registered, inclusive of one death from poison. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 7 children under one 
year old and the death of one person aged 81 years. | 

Fifty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (31 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month old), 
and 61 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 8¢ persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 12 were octogenarians. 

Kighty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 


public institutions; of this number 19 took place in the North Dublin Union 
abdett 25 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 3 in the Rathdown Union 
Vorkhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 28'8 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 309 (North City Districts, 26°6 ; South, 35°5), and in the Suburbs, 213. 

_ ‘Ihe deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal anannuai rate of 14 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 18 (07 in the North City Districts, and 2°9 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs. 0°0 per 1,000. , 

No.1 North City District, East (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal toan annual rate 
of 25°8 per 1,000, There was one death each from tuberculous phthisis, phthisis and tuberculous 

eritonitis, and the 3 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system include one death each trom 

roncho-pneunionia and from pneumonia. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 33:3 
per 1,000. There was one death from enteric fever ; the 6 deaths due to tuberculous disease include 
2 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, und one death from tuberculous meningitis ; and the 8 deaths _ 
from diseases of the respiratory system include 2 from broncho -pneumonia. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivaient to an annual rate of 242 
per 1,000. There was one death from whooping-cough, tuberculous disease caused 4 deaths, and 
diseases of the respiratory system caused 3 deaths, including one death from broncho-pneunionia. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-strect).—lhe deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 23°0 ner 
1,000. There were 3 deaths from phthisis, and one death from tuberculous meningitis, and the 5 deaths 
registered from diseases of the respiratory s ystem include 2 deaths from broncho-pueumonia, 

Uther North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded lJast week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 21°7 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Diumcondra, No.1, - 
part of, 312; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 15's. 

No.1 South City District—(South Earl-street).—The deaths (30) represent an annual rate of 40°8 per 
1,000. There were 2 deaths from diarrhceal diseases, and 5 deaths from tuberculous disease, including 
one death from tuberculous phthisis and one death from tuberculous meningitis ; there were 7 deaths 
from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and 4 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—Vhe deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 45°6 per 
3,000. There were 2 deaths from whoopiig-cough, also 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, and 3 
deaths (including one from croupous pneunionia) from diseases of the respiratory system. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest).—The deaths (23) are equai to an annual rate of 286 per 
1,000. Influenza and diarrhwa each caused one death ; there were 7 deaths from tuberculous disease, 
and 5 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, including one death from broncho-pneumonia 
and two deaths from pneumonia. 

No. 4 South City District(Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual rate of 35°6 
per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, one death from enteric fever, one death from 
influenza, 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, including one death from pulmonary tuberculosis and 
one death from tuberculous meningitis, and 7 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, includ- 
Ing one death from broncho-pneumonia and one death from puewmonia. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (4) are equal to anannualrate of 235 per 1,000. 

Uroan Listricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recordea last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 188: Pembroke, 14-0 ; Blackrock, 119; and Kingstown, 41'4. There 
were no deaths from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts. Three deaths 
from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels were tabulated for Rathmines and Rathgar, 2 for Pem- 
broke, and 6 for Kingstown ; 3 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were tabulated for 
Rathmines and Rathgar, one for Pembroke, and one for Kingstown.

From this it appears that :— 

Two cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 2 were discharged, 
and 88 patients remained under treatment at its close. | . 

Highteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 13 cases were discharged, 
and 102* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Two cases of typhus fever were admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, and 4 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. : 

One case of diphtheria was admitted to hospital, 8 were discharged, and 20 cases 
remained under treatment at the close.of the week. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 18 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 60 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 8 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 5 patients were discharged, and 24 cases remained under treatment at the end 


of the week. 
ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 
The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°0 per 1,060 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°2 per 1,000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 20°2, and for Edinburgh 16:8. ;

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- METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.R.MET.Soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
16th January, 1904 :— 


“Cyclonic, rough and unsettled weather prevailed all through this week. On Sunday morning a deep 
atmospheric depression, in which the barometer was below 29 inches, was near the Shetlands, while a 
V-shaped secondary was moving eastwards across the Bristol Channel and 8.W. of England. The ther- 
mometer had been up to 49°7° in Dublin during the previous night, but about 4 a.m. the wind veered 
sharply from 8. to W. with rain, hail and lightning, and temperature fell quickly to 37:1° at 9a.m. On 
Monday another depression swept eastwards across the southern portion of the British Islands but at 
night it dispersed, the weather improving fora time. Tuesday was dull, mild, and damp—in the evening 


the barometer fell fast as an immense depression approached the N.W. coasts of the British Islands from ° 


the Atlantic. By 8 a.m. of Wednesday the mercury had fallen below 288 inches in Mayo and Donegal and 
over the N.W. and N. of Scotland. Temperature became generally high and a thaw occurred throughout 
Central Europe. Fresh to strong S.W. gales prevailed. In Ireland temperature gave way and vivid 
flashes of lightning illumined the sky at intervals in the evening, thunder and lightning being reported 
- from Scilly and Portland Bill. About 1.30 a.m. of Thursday the barometer touched its lowest point in 
Dublin —28°757 inches, but at 8 a.m. the low reading of 28°33 inches was recorded at Sumburgh Head in the 
Shetlands. The-vast cyclone moved slowly east-south-eastwards and low temperatures and snow and 
hail squalls followed in its wake. In Dublin the ground was white with snow for the first time in the 
present winter on Saturday. In this city the mean height of the barometer was 29497 inches, the range 
being from 28757 inches about 1.30 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W.) to 30°241 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 411°, highest reading being 52°1° on Wednesday, lowest 
31°52 on Saturday. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 395°. Westerly winds prevailed. 
Bright sunshine was estimated at 162 hours, 44 falling on Sunday and 4 on Friday. The rainfall was 389 
_ inch on six days, ‘171 inch being recorded on Tuesday. Hail fell on 4 days, snow on2days. Lightning was 
seen on 2 nights.” 
ERRATUM in the Report for the week ended January 9, 1904. 

The highest reading of the barometer was 307148 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind calm,). 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-512 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°253) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (28'871) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 


The mean temperature for the week was 49°4° being 0°3 above the average for the corres- 


ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903, The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 50°9°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 288°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 38°59, 
and of the Wet Bulb 37:1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 17°53 
hours. ‘Che rainfall during the week measured ‘546 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°1°, the maximum 54°8°, 
and the minimum 33:0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 47:1°, the minimum 30°8°, and 
the mean 39°3%; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 460°, the minimum 29°29, and the 

- mean 36°79, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°69 inch; at Glasgow 1°62 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 1°33 inches.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases [registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
thirteen of the districts to 9:1 in Lisburn, the 5 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district including one from whooping-cough and one from diphtheria. Among the 
140 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 5 from whooping-cough, 2 from 

- diphtheria, and one from enteric fever ; and the 41 deaths from all causes in Cork include 
one from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, and one from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
203—109 boys and 94 girls; and the deaths to 195—102 males and 93 females. 


DEATHS. 
The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 26:8 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 26°0 per 1,000. During the 
three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°4, and was 2°7 below 
_ the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903. :

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Whooping-cough caused 5 deaths, enteric fever 3, influenza 3, and scarlet fever one. 
In the 4 weeks preceding, whooping-cough caused 3, 12, 9, and 5 deaths, and enteric 
fever 2, one, 6, and 3 deaths, respectively. There was no death trom small-pox, measles, 
or diphtheria registered during the week. 4 

Tuberculous disease caused 37 deaths, of which 10 were attributed to tuberculous 
phthisis, 17 to phthisis, one to tuberculous meningitis, and 9 to other forms of the 
disease. 

There were 2 deaths from carcinoma and 5 from cancer, malignant disease. 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 15 deaths, including 7 from convulsions ; 6 of 
the latter were of children under one year old. 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels caused 26 deaths. 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were 44 in number, equal to an 
annual rate of 6°1 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the corresponding 
week of the previous 10 years being 7°6 per 1,009. The 44 deaths include 27 from 
bronchitis, 10 from broncho-pneumonia, and 6 from pneumonia. 

Four accidental deaths were registered, including 2 from drowning. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under 5 
years of age (including 4 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (40 being infants under one year, of whom 17 were under one month old), 
and 52 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 1€ were octogenarians, and 3 (females) were stated to have been aged 93, 96, 
and 97 years respectively. 

Seventy-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 29 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 260 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 291 (North City Districts, 27°0 ; South, 31'4), and in the Suburbs, 15°2. 

‘ne deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 11 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 1°4 (1'4 in the North City Districts, and 1°5 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 0°0. 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal toan annual rate 
of 29°4 per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, one from phthisis, and 5 from diseases 
of the respiratory system, including one trom broncho-pneumonia,. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).-—Lhe deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 200 
per 1,000. Tuberculous phthisis caused 2 deaths, phthisis one, and diseases of the respiratory system 
5, including 2 from broncho-pneumonia. 

‘No. 2 North City District Lisburn-street).—The deaths (21) are equivaient to an annual rate of 364 
per 1,000. One death was caused by whooping-cougch, 4 by phthisis, and 6 by diseases of the respira- 
tory system, including one from broncho-pneunonia. 

No. 38 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 263 per 
1,000. Diseases of the nervous system caused 2 deaths, diseases of the heart and blood-vessels 2, and — 
diseases of the respiratory system 4, including one from broncho-pneumonia, and one from pneumonia. 

Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :— Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 43°4 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 
part of, 15°6 ;.and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 23°35. There was one death fronia enteric fever 
registered for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of. | 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 38°0 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 2 deaths, tuberculous disease 9, and diseases of the respiratory system 2. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 48°5 per 
1,000. Seven deaths were caused by tuberculous disease,.4 by diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, 
and 8 by diseases of the respiratory system, including one from broncho-pneumonia, and one from 
PNEUMONIA « 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 32°3 per 
1,000. They include 4 from tuberculous disease, 4 from diseases of the nervous system, 3 from diseases 
of the heart and blood-vessels, and 9 from diseases of the respiratory system, including one from 
broncho-pneumonia, and one fram pneumonia. 

No.4 South City District(Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 19°3 
per 1,000. Amongst them are 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from tuberculous disease, and 2 from diseases 
of the heart and blood~-vessels. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (2) are equal to anannual rate of 117 per 1,000. 

Uroan Disiricts—'The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded iast week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 110; Pembroke, 12:0; Blackrock, 119; and Kingstown, 29°6. There 
were no deaths from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts. There were 
3 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, including one from pneumonia, and one from 
broncho-pneumonia, tabulated for Rathmines and Rathgar. There were 3 deaths from phthisis and 
2 from pneumonia tabulated for Kingstown.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 23rd January, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

Thirteen cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 11 were dis- 
charged, and 40 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Sixteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 10 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 107* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Four cases of typhus fever remained under treatment at the close of the week.” 

Three cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 9 were discharged, and 14 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Sixteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 12 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 63 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 9 patients were discharged, and 19 cases remained under treatment at the end 


of the week. 
ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 
The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°1 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°8 per 1,000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 20°7, and for Edinburgh 17:4.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.Soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
23rd January, 1904 :— . 


“Clouds, gloom, dampness and fog—these features made up the weather of this week, which was 
especially noticeable for a remarkably high atmospheric pressure in the British Islands and over Central 
Europe. In the Mediterranean Basin and also over the extreme North of Europe, on the other hand, 
atmospheric depressions were in evidence throughout the period. At the beginning, the anticyclone, 
which ultimately sent the barometer up to 30°76 inches on Friday morning, was central off the N.W. of 
Spain. It threw a warm, moist Atlantic air on the British coasts, so that the thermometer rose many 
degrees on Sunday after a frosty morning in Central England. The evening of this day was very dull and 
rainy in Dublin owing to the formation of a shallow V-shaped depression within the confines of the anti- 
cyclone. On Tuesday the highest pressure was over Ireland, the barometer ranging from 30°55 inches at 
Valentia to 29°63 inches at Haparanda on the Gulf of Bothnia in a northeasterly direction and to 29°90 
inches or less over Italy and Sicily. On Wednesday another depression approached Scotland and Norway, 
a shallow secondary of the V-shaped type. subsequently forming over the North Sea. As these systems 
passed away the barometer rose again, and on Friday the isobar of 30°7 inches embraced nearly the whole 
of Ireland, England and Wales. Frost again occurred in Central England, but elsewhere there was merely 
eold.and damp weather as wellas fog, without frost. Saturday was fine but dull. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30°522 inches, the range of pressure being from 30°274 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday 
Cwind, W.S.W.) to 30°757 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, N.W.). This was the highest pressure recorded 
in Dublin since February 1,1902. The mean height of the barometer was 1'025 inches above that of the 
previous week. The corrected mean temperature was 447°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. being 43°6°. Thescreened thermometers rose to 52°0* on Monday and fell to 349° on Friday. Only 
3? hours of bright sunshine were observed. Westerly winds prevailed. Rain fell on 3 days to the amount 
of ‘113 inch, ‘088 inch being recorded on Sunday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°537 inches. ‘Che highest reading (30°775) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (30°286) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°4° being 0°5 above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 50°4°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29°49. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°19, 
and of the Wet Bulb 41:29. The mean humidity of the air was -94, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 2:4 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 0'135 inch. e 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 35°7°, the maximum 48:99, 
and the minimum 26:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 526°, the minimum 31:'7°, and 
the mean 43°8%; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 50:2°, the minimum 30'2°, and the 
mean 42°7°, The rainfallat Greenwich measured 0°18 inch; at Glasgow 0°15 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0:01 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
sixteen of the districts to 6°6 in Queenstown. Among the 149 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are one from measles, 10. from whooping-cough, and one from

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
190—95 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 196—103 males and 93 females. 


DEATHS. ; 

The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 27‘0 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 25°6 per 1,000. During the 
four weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°0, and was 2°6 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903.

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There was one death from measles ; there were 3 deaths from influenza, and 11 deaths 
from whooping-cough ; in the 4 weeks preceding, the latter caused 12, 9, 5, and 5 deaths 
respectively. There was one death from enteric fever, which, in the 4 weeks preceding, 
caused one, 6, 3, and 2 deaths respectively ; diarrhea caused one death. 

Of 35 deaths due to tuberculous disease, 4 were attributed to tuberculous phthisis, 22 
to phthisis, 4 to tuberculous meningitis, and 5 deaths to other forms of the disease. 

Two deaths were registered as being due to carcinoma, 2 to sarcoma, and 4 to cancer, 
malignant disease, 

The 18 deaths from diseases of the brain and nervous system include the deaths of 
7 children (under 5 years of age) from convulsions. 

Thirty deaths were attributed to diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, 

The total (41) deaths from diseases of the respiratory system is equal to an annual rate 
of 5°6 per 1,000 of the population, the annual rate for the corresponding week in the 
previous 10 years being 6°83 per 1,000. ‘Twenty-nine deaths from bronchitis, 4 deaths 
from broncho-pneumonia, and 4 deaths from pneumonia are included in the total. 

Seven deaths from accidental violence were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 7 children under 5 
years of age (including 4 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (30 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month old), 
and 52 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 3 were octogenarians, and one (a female) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Eighty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 25'6 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 267 (North City Districts, 28°0 ; South, 25:2), and in the Suburbs, 21°9. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 19 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City béing 2°1 (34 in the North City Districts, and 0°7 in the South), 
anu for the Suburbs, 1'2. 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (21) are equal toan annual rate 
of 386 per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, and one death each from enteric fever 
and diarrhea, also one death from influenza, 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, 5 deaths from 
diseases of the respiratory system, and one accidental death. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—'l'ne deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 253 
per 1,000. There were 3 deaths from pithisis ; the 8 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system 
include 2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia and 1 death from pneumonia. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to un annual rate of 398 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused 4 deaths, influenza caused one death ; there were 3 deaths from 
phthisis, and one death from tuberculous meningitis, and there were 4 deaths from diseases of the 
respiratory system 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (7) represent an annual rate of 11°5 per 
1,000. There was one death from measles, there was one death each from phthisis and tuberculous 
meningitis, and 2 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. 

Other North City Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of, 364 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 
part of, v'0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 313. The only death from any of the principah 
Reidomie cispases tabulated for these districts was from whooping-cough for Coolock and Drumcondra

No.1 South City District (South Harl-street).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 14°9 per 
1,000. There were 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, und the 3 deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
system include one death trom pnewmonia. One death from accidental violence was registered. , 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street),—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28°5 per 
1,000. There were 3 deaths from phthisis. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 261 per 
1,000. There were 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, 4 deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
system (including one from broncho-pneumonia), and 2 deaths from accidental violence, 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to 4n annual rate of 341 
per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, 6 deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
system, and one death from accidental violence registered. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (4) are equal to anannual rate of 23'5 per 1,000. 

Uroan Disiricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recordea last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 15°7 ; Pembroke, 30:1; Blackrock, 23°8; and Kingstown, 207. The deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts comprise one from whooping-cough 
for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one for Pembroke. Amongst the 10 deaths tabulated for Rathmines 
and Rathga: were 3 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the respiratory system. The 15 deaths 
tabulated for Pembroke include 3 from phthisis, one from influenza, and ene from bronchitis.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 30th January, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

Seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, i0 were dis— 
charged, there was one death, and 36 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Seventeen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 23 cases were discharged, 
and 101* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Four cases of typhus fever remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Kight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 6 were discharged, and 16 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Twelve cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 8 cases were discharged, 
and 67 cases remained under treatment at. the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 2 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 7 patients were discharged, and 14 cases remained under treatment at the end 


of the week. 
ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 
The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
_ the rate was 19°5), was equal to an uverage annua) death-rate of 19°4 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 184 per 1,000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 17°8, and for Edinburgh 16°8.

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METEOROLOGY. : 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.B.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
20th January, 1904 :— . 

“The week opened with anticyclonic conditions, but from Tuesday (inclusive) onwards large and dee 
atmospheric depressions kept travelling northwards or northeastwards past the western shores of Ireland, 
Scotland, and Norway. OnSunday morning the anticyclone was central over North Germany and Holland. 
Frost prevailed in England, and in Ireland the S.E. and S. winds became very keen in the afternoon. The 
sky was densely clouded, and only in North Wales and the North East of Scotland did the duration of bright 
sunshine reach or exceed 4 hours. On Monday a general decrease of pressure was in progress. It was 
most marked in the W. of Ireland, to which district Atlantic depressions were fast approaching. By 
Tuesday a warm southerly wicd current was fully established over the British Isles, but the cold became 
more intense on the Continent, Munich reporting 1 minimum of 12° F. on the day named and one of 72 F. 
on Wednesday. In thecourse of Tuesday night the thermometer rose to 54°82 in Dublin. At 8 a.m. of 
Thursday the barometer varied from 28'84 inches at Malin Head, Co. Donegal, to 3032 inches at Munich, 
where the thermometer stood at 7°, having been down to5° F. Thunder and lightning had occurred in 
the W. and N. of Ireland on Wednesday, and fresh or strong 8.W. gales were reported from the Irish and 
Welsh stations. Scarcely had the disturbance passed off when another deep depression passed north- 
eastwards across lreland on Friday afternoon, causing gales and showers. Even witha very low barometer 
Saturday proved five in Ireland, a secondary depression in the S. equalising atmospheric pressure in this 
country. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'596 inches, the range being from 30°245 inches 
at 9 am. of Sunday (wind, S.S.E.) to 29208 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, 8.W.). T'he corrected mean 
temperature was 44'2°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m.and9 p.m. being 43'2°, The screened ther- 
mometers rose to 548° (in the night) on Wednesday and fell to 360° on Friday. Bright sunshine was 
estimated at 123 hours, of which 6 tellon Thursday. The rainfall was ‘292 inch on four days, ‘163 inch 
falling on Friday. S.and8S.W. winds prevailed.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°605 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°248) was cn 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S., and the lowest (29°217) on Friday-at 9 p.m., wind S8.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 41°9° being 0°9 above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 52°8°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29°99. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42-49, 
and of the Wet Bulb 39°59, ‘The mean humidity of the air was 79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 13 3 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 0°280 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 409°, the maximum 50:9°, 
and the minimum 28°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 51'0°, the minimum 33:0°, and 
the mean 42°6%; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 50°3°, the minimum 31°7°, and the 
mean 41°09, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°92 inch; at Glasgow 0°60 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0:26 inch.*

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-one priacipal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 26°1 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,093,289. ‘The deaths registered in eachof the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases { registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1:5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
sixteen of the districts to 5°2 in Portadown. Among the 150 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 11 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 3 from 
enteric fever; and the 43 deaths from all causes registered in Cork include one 
from whooping-cough and one from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
255—138 boys and 117 girls; and the deaths to 233—117 males and 116 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 32°1 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
Institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 30°6 per 1,000, During the 
five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°8, and was 1:7 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903. 

Three deaths from influenza, 9 deaths from whooping-cough, one death from enteric 
fever, one death trom diarrhwa, and one death from diphtheria were registered during

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the week. In the 4 weeks preceding, 9, 5, 5, and 11 deaths were ascribed to whooping- 
cough, and in the same weekly periods 6, 3,2, and one were the respective numbers 
of deaths due to enteric fever. There was not one death registered from small-pox, 
measles, scarlet fever, or typhus. 

The number of deaths attributed to tuberculosis was 34, namely, 7 deaths from tuber- 
culous phthisis, 16 deaths from phthisis, 4 deaths from tuberculous meningitis, one death 
from tuberculous peritonitis, 2 deaths from tabes mesenterica, and 4 deaths from other 
forms of the disease. 

Four deaths were due to carcinoma, and 7 to cancer, malignant disease, 

Of 24 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 15 (all of children under 5 years 
of age) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Twenty-three deaths were due to diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 51 deaths, corresponding to an annual rate 
of 7:0 per 1,000 of the population of the Area, the annual average rate in the corre- 
sponding week of the past 10 years being 7°8 per 1,000. Of the total deaths 32 were 
from bronchitis, 4 from broncho-pneumonia, and 12 from pneumonia, 

Eight deaths from accidental causes were registered, 3 of this number being deaths 
of children under 5 years of age from burns or sealds. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 9 children under 5 
years of age (including 7 infants under one year old) and the deaths cf 3 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Seventy-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (45 being infants under one year, of whom 24 were under one month old), 
and 76 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 41 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and 3 (one male and 2 females) were stated to have been 
aged 96, 93, and 90 years respectively. 

Eighty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
eau Institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union 

orkhouse, and 21 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 306 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 33'1 (North City Districts, 291 ; South, 373), and in the Suburbs, 21°9. 

‘The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an aunual rate cf 17 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 271 (1'4 in the North City Districts, und 2°9 in the South), 
ana for the Suburbs, 0°0. 

No.1 North City District, East (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal toan annual rate 
of 294 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough, one death from phihisis, and two deaths from 
accidental violence were registered. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).-The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 346 
per 1,000. There were 5 deaths from tuberculous disease, and diseases of the respiratory system 
caused 9 deaths (including 2 deaths from pneumonia). 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to in annual rate of 29°4 
per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough aiid 7 deaths from tuberculous disease were registered. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 21°4 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough and diphtheria each caused one death; there were 3 deaths from phthisis, 
2 deaths fron broncho-pneumonia, and one death from pneumonia. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 21'7 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1, 
part of, 31'2; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 31:3. The 2 deuths tabulated for Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, were from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. There was one death from 
pneumonia tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of, and one from bronchitis for Finglas 
and Glasnevin (part of). i 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (35) represent an annual rate of 47°5 per 
1,000. There was one death from whcoping-cough, also one death from enteric fever ; 3 deaths were 
due to influenza, 4 to phthisis, one to tuberculous phthisis, and one to tuberculous meningitis ; the 
8 deaths assigned to diseases of the respiratory system include 4 from pneumonia. One death from 
accidental violence was registered. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°9 per 
1,000. There were 3 deaths from whooping-cough, and 2 deaths from tuberculous disease ; there was 
one death from broncho-pneumonia and one death from pneumonia. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 32°3 per 
1,000. One death was due to diarrhaa, and tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths ; there were 4 deaths 
from diseases of the respiratory system, and 3 deaths from accidental violence. 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)—Lhe deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 31°2 
per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, and 6 deaths (including one death from 
broncho-pneumonia) from diseases of the respiratory system. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 35°2 per 1,000. Four of the 
deaths were from diseases of the respiratory system. 

uroan Jisiricts.-'The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recordea last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 22°); Pembroke, 22:0; Blackrock, 298; and Kingstown, 17°8. Of the 14 
deaths tabulated for Rathmines and Rathgar, 6 were from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, 
one was from phthisis, and one from tuberculous phthisis. The 11 deaths tabulated for Pembroke 
include 2 from pneumonia. There were 3 deaths from bronchitis tabulated for Blackrock and 2 deaths 
from bronchitis for Kingstown.

From this it appears that :— 

Ten cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 6 were dis- 
charged, and 40 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Eighteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 16 cases were discharged, 
and 103* cases remained under treatment at the close,of the week. 

One case of typhus fever was discharged, and 3 remained under treatment at the 
close of the week. 

Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, one was discharged, there was 
one death, and 18 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Five cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 8 cases were discharged, and 
64 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 8 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 6 patients were discharged, and 16 cases remained under treatment at the end 


of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. — 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R-MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
6th February, 1904 :— 


“Fair at the beginning and end, the weather was excessively gloomy, wet and cold during the greater 
part of this week. After Monday the sun never re-appeared until the approach of noon on Saturday. 
Sunday was at first fair and frosty in Treland, but rain fellin the course of the day over Great Britain. 
The fine weather in Ireland and the wet weather in Great Britain were both caused by an atmospheric 
depression which travelled from the mouth of the English Channel across England—at first towards N.E., 
afterwards in a northerly direction. Its presence caused the wind to fall light in Ireland, and (as the sky 
was clear) temperature fell fast—to 27° at Birr, King’s Co., early on Monday morning. By that time, 
however, a new disturbance had reached Kerry, advancing eastwards so that it was central over the 
Scilly Isles on Tuesday morning (barometer reading 28°96 inches atSt. Mary’s). It brought easterly winds 
and cold, dull, wet weather to most districts, and was accompanied by a tidal wave of great magnitude, 
which broke upon the shores of Brittany, Cornwall, and the Scilly Islands on Tuesday morning. The 
record of the four following days is one of gloom and wet—hail and sleet falling at times, so that the Dublin 
and Wicklow Mountains re-appeared from their cloud-veilideeply covered with snow on Saturday forenoon. 
On Friday severe frost set in throughout Scandinavia, where this winter had hitherto been tolerably open— 
at 8 a.m. the thermometer marked —10° F. ai Haparanda, +12° at Bodé in Norway and Hernésand in 


Sweden. and 19° at Stockholm. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29°335 inches, the barometer - 


falling to 29°143 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, E. by S.) and rising to 29477 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday 
(wind, N.N.E.). The mean temperature was 39°0°, the screened thermometers rising to 43°1 on Saturday, 
having fallen to 30°l° on Monday. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 382°. The 
estimated duration of bright sunshine was 11 hours, of which 43 fell on Sunday. The sun was not seen 
from Monday to Saturday. W.and E.N.E. winds were the most prevalent. The rainfall was 1°469 inches 
on five days, ‘417 inch being measured on Wednesday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°343 inches. The highest reading (29-482) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind N., and the lowest (29°126) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 37:0°, being 1°6 below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-19083. The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 43°6°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 25°99. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 36°79, 
and of the Wet Bulb 35°99. The mean humidity of the air was -93, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15°8 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 1°360 inches. aT 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°6°, the maximum 49°5°, 
and the minimum 31:7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 46°4°, the minimum 27°8°, and 
the mean 37°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 44°4°, the minimum 31°69, and the 
mean 36°22.

- The deaths from certain epidemic diseases {registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
seventeen of the districts to 6°8 in Limerick, the 25 deaths from all causes registered 
in that district including 5 from whooping-cough.

The deaths from tuberculosis comprised 4 from tuberculous phthisis, 15 from phthisis, — 
8 from tuberculous meningitis, 2 from tuberculous peritonitis, one from tabes mesen- — 


terica, and 7 deaths from other forms of the disease, making a total of 37 deaths regis- 
tered during the week. 

There was one death from carcinoma, also one death from sarcoma, and 9 deaths 
were attributed to cancer, malignant disease. 

Of 18 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 10 were caused by convulsions ; all 
these latter were infants under one year old. 

There were 28 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 







The total number (57) of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system is equal — 


to an annual rate of 7°8 per 1,000 of the population of the Area, the average annual 


rate for the corresponding week of the preceding 10 years being 7°7 per 1,000. Included — 


in the above total are 34 deaths from bronchitis, 4 deaths from croupous-pneumonia, 5 
deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 12 deaths from pneumonia, 
Five deaths were registered from accidental violence, of these 2 were caused by burns. 
In 5 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 


attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 3 children under one ~

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 33:3 
per 1,000. There was one death from enteric fever, tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths, and diseases 
of the respiratory system caused 7 deaths, including one from lobar pneumonia, one from broncho- 
pneumonia, and one death from pneumonia. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivaient to an annual rate of 27°7 . 


per 1,000. Whooping-cough, diarrhwa, and tabes mesenterica each caused one death ; there were 4 
deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, and one death from accidental violence. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 24:7 per

From this it appears that :— 

Six cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 10 were dis- 
charged, and 36 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Thirteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 10 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 105* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

One case of typhus fever was admitted to hospital, and 4 remained under treat- 
ment at the close of the week. 

Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 5 were discharged, there was 
one death, and 16 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. _ 

Fifteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 7 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 71 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 5 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 2 patients were discharged, there was one death, and 18 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. | : 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°4 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°2 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19°9, and for Edinburgh 15:9.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasuE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
13th February, 1904 :— 


“The most striking feature in this week’s Report is the very low mean atmospheric pressure over the 
British Isles. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer for the whole period was only 29:035 inches, 
and from an early hour on Monday until an early hour on Thursday—that is, during some 72 hours—the 
mereury remained below 29 inches. At 4 am. of Saturday, also, the minimal reading of the week in 
Dublin was recorded—namely, 28°620 inches. Another notable incident was the fine display of lightning 
before, during, and after a thunderstorm which passed over Dublin on Friday evening between 8 and 9 
oclock. Sunday was at first fair, but a rapid fall of the barometer in the afternoon ushered in rain and a 
southeasterly gale. By 8 a.m. of Monday the centre of a well-defined and deep cyclonic system had 
reached St. George’s Channel from the Atlantic, the barometer reading only 28°76 inches at Pembroke. In 
Dublin the wind backed during the day named from N.E. to N.W.,and at 6 p.m. a heavy fall of sleet and 
snow occurred. .Tuesday was fine, but foggy at times and cold, owing to aslight baric gradient, the 
. barometer being at the same time remarkably low—in Dublin at1p.m.the mercury stood at 28°755 inches, 
Thick vapour fogs prevailed on Wednesday and Thursday, as baric gradients remained slight in Ireland. 
Over the S. of England and France they were, on the contrary, steep, so that strong S.W. winds, rain, and 
Se temperatures prevailed in these districts. A ridge of relatively high pressure passed over the British 
Isles on Thursday night. It was quickly followed by a large and very deep and complex depression on 
Friday and Saturday, the weather becoming rough, stormy, and open. In Dublin the barometer rose to 
29°557 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W,) and fell to 28°620 inches at 4 a.m. of Saturday (wind, S.W.). 
The mean temperature was 40°0°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 390% The 
sereened thermometers fell to 32°9° on Thursday and rose to 52°2° on Friday. Bright sunshine was 
estimated at 12 hours, 4 falling on both Sunday and Tuesday. The rainfall was ‘836 inch on 4 days, 
*458 inch being recorded on Friday. Winds were variable, chiefly westerly.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-048 inches. ‘The highest reading (29°588) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (28°719) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

‘The mean temperature for the week was 38°3°, being 2°3 below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Friday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 51'8°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 28°99. ke mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 37°72, 
' and of the Wet Bulb 36°2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12:2 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured °565 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°1°, the maximum 49-92, 
and the minimum 324°; at Glasgow the maximum was 48°8°, the minimum 26:7°, and 
the mean 38°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was ,46°3°, the minimum 290°, and the 
mean 36 8°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°27 inches; at Glasgow 0°36 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0°43 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases {registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fifteen of the districts to 5°2 in Portadown. Among the 185 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are one from measles, 8 from whooping—cough, and 2 from enteric 
fever ; and the 17 deaths from all causes registered in Limerick include 3 from whoop- 


ing-cough, 
DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 4 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
290—168 boys and 122 girls; and the deaths to 223—102 males and 121 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 30:7 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
stitutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 29°7 per 1,000. During the 
Seven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°1, and was 1:2 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903. 

_A death trom measles was registered ; in the two weeks preceding, no death from this 
disease was recorded, Influenza caused 5 deaths, whooping-cough (which in the 4 
weeks preceding had caused 6, 11,9, and 6 deaths) caused 9 deaths; there was one 
death from diphtheria, as in each of the 2 weeks preceding. Enteric fever caused 3 deaths; 
in the 4 weeks preceding this disease caused 2, one, one and 2 deaths respectively. There

Tuberculous disease caused a total mortality of 34 during the week, consisting of 


12 deaths from tuberculous phthisis, 15 deaths from pAthisis, 2 deaths from tuberculous 
peritonitis, one death from tabes mesenterica, and 4 deaths from other varieties of the 
disease. 

Two deaths were attributed to carcinoma, and 3 to cancer, malignant disease. 

Of 26 deaths from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 8 were registered as being 
caused by convulsions, 5 of the latter figure being infants under one year of age. 

The 22 deaths allocated to diseases of the heart and blood-vessels include 2 deaths 
from aneurysm. 


The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during the week are 


equal to an annual rate of 81 per 1,000 of the population of the Area, the average 
annual rate for the corresponding period of the past 10 years being 7°3 per 1,000. 
The total number of deaths (59) includes 38 from bronchitis, one from croupous- 
pneumonia, 7 from broncho-pneumonia, and 8 from pneumonia, 

Three deaths were registered from accidental violence. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 3 children under 5 
years of age (including 2 infants under one year old) and the death of one person aged 
65 years. 

Seventy of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (44 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month old), 
and 68 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 35 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 16 were octogenarians, and 3 (one male and 2 females) were stated to have been 
aged 92, 90, and 90 years respectively. 

One hundred and one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals 
and other public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin 
Union Workhouse, and 42 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII. ] 

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 29°77 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 31°83 (North City Districts, 24°9 ; South, 391), and in the Suburbs, 22°65. 
‘Tne deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000 


inhabitants, the rate for the City being 23 (2'4 in the North City Districts, and 2°2 in the South) 
anu for the Suburbs, 1'8 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal toan annual rate 
of 221 per 1,000. Whooping-cough, enteric fever, and influenza each caused one death, tuberculous 
phthisis caused 2 deaths, and diseases of the respiratory system caused 4 deaths, including one from 
pneumonia. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual.rate of 253 
per 1,000. There was one death from enteric fever, there were 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, 
and 7 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, including one death each from broncho- 
pneumonia, and pneumonia. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 29°4 
per 1,000. There was one death from whooping-cough, also one death from pulmonary tuberculosis ; 
the 8 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system include 2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia and 
one death from pneumonia ; there was one accidental death. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 263 per 
1,000. Measles and whooping-cough each caused one death, influenza caused 2 deaths, tuberculous 
disease caused 3 deaths, and diseases of the respiratory system caused 5 deaths, 
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Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week — 


are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 10°38 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, part of, 15°6; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part oi, 31°3. One death from whooping-cough and 
one from influenza were. amongst the deaths tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, part of. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 32°6 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 5 deaths, and diseases of the 
respiratory system caused 7 deaths, including one death from croupous pneumonia, and one death 
from pneumonia. 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 57°0 per — | 


1,000. There was one death from whooping-cough, there were 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, 
and 6 deaths (including one from pneunonia) from diseases of the respiratory system. 
No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest)._The deaths (35) are equal to an annual rate of 435 per 


1,000. There was one death from diphtheria, tuberculous disease caused 7 deaths, and diseases of the © 


respiratory system caused 7 deaths (2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia included) ; there was one 
death from accidental violence registered. 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 32°6 
per 1,000, Whooping-cough and diarrhea, each caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 4 


deaths, and diseases of the respiratory system caused 5 deaths, including one from broncho- ~ 


pneumonia, and one from pneumonia. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 35°2 per 1,000. There was 
one death from enteric fever and one from pneumonia. 

Uroan Disiricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 22°0; Pembroke, 30:1; Blackrock, 119; and Kingstown, 17'8. The deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts consist of one from diarrhea for 
Rathmines and Rathgar, and 2 from whooping-cough for Pembroke. Amongst the other deaths 
tabulated for Rathmines and Rathgar are one each from influenza, phthisis, pneumonia, broncho= 


pneumonia, and pleurisy. The 15 deaths tabulated for Pembroke include 3 from tuberculous phthisis, - 


one from bronchitis, and one from accidental violence.

Caszs or Inrectious Diszasres Unper Treatment 1n Dusuin Hosritars. 

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 20th February, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

Seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 14 were dis~ 
charged, there was one death, and 28 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Hight cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 11 cases were discharged, 
and 102* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Two case of typhus fever were discharged from hospital, and 2 remained under 
treatment at the close of the week. 

Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, and 18 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Sixteen cases of enteric fever weré admitted to hospital, 13 cases were discharged, 
there were 2 deaths, and 72 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted te 
hospital, 6 patients were discharged, there was one death, and 15 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°5 per 1,6C0 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°2 per 1,000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 23°5, and for Edinburgh 18:1.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
20th February, 1904 :— 

“Changeable and cyclonic in type throughout, the weather was cold until Friday when a rapid rise 
of temperature took place, amounting to 19° F. in a few hours. On Sunday morning the centre of a 
very deep depression which had skirted the N.W. shores of the British Isles during the previous two 
days, lay between the Shetlands and the Norwegian coast. The barometer at 8 a.m. read 28°46 inches at 
Sumburgh Head, South Shetland. A secondary low-pressure system at the same time covered Scotland 
and Ulster. In Dublin the weather became fine after a dull morning, and at 9 a.m. a faint aurora borealis 
was seen. Monday was very cold—the thermometer in Dublin ranged from 32'1° to 38°9% only, and at 
1 p.m. cold rain, sleet and snow fell. On Tuesday a new depression arrived off the West and South of 
Ireland, travelling later on across the South of England to Holland and Denmark. In Dublin it caused 
afall of wet snow after midnight and frost on Wednesday morning. At that time a sharp frost held in 
Scotland, Nairn reporting a minimum of 23°, In the afternoon of this day a subsidiary depression 
travelled rapidly southeastwards from Donegal, reaching Paris on Thursday morning. This disturbance 
brought renewed falls of cold rain, sleet and hail, accompanied by thunder and lightning in the S.W. of 
Ireland, a man being killed by lightning at Newcastle West, Co. Limerick, On Friday the barometer 
gave way in the N.W.and a warm and very humid S.W. wind spread in from the Atlantic. Clouds, rain and 
warmth held sway on the last 2 days of the week. The mean temperature of Wednesday was 35°02, of 
Saturday it was 51'5°. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29'428 inches, the barometer ranging 
from 28'703 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 29976 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, S.S.W.). The 
mean temperature was 39°7°, the mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. being 38°99. In the screen 
the thermometers fell to 30'°0° on Wednesday and rose to 54°8°on Saturday. The dominant wind direction 
was W.N.W. Bright sunshine was estimated at 123 hours, 6 hours falling on Thursday. Rain fell on 5 
days to the amount of ‘691 inch, ‘280 inch being measured on Tuesday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:442 inches. The highest reading (30:002) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (28°730) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 37'7°. being 1°7 below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. ‘The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 50°8°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury ‘having fallen to 27:89. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 37°72, 
and of the Wet Bulb 36°7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘90, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 11-9 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured ‘743 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 38°8°, the maximum 53:79, 
and the minimum 29°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 49°8°, the minimum 26:0°, and 
the mean 38:0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 48:1°, the minimum 27°89, and the 
mean 360°. The rainfallat Greenwich measured 0°45 inch; at Glasgow 0°38 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0°28 inch.*

The deaths trom certain epidemic diseases {registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equai to an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
fifteen of the districts to 5-2 in Portadown. Among the 186 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 5 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
one from simple continued fever, one from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrheal diseases ; 
the 39 deaths in Cork include one from whooping-cough and one from simple continued 
fever ; and the 21 deaths in Limerick include 2 from whooping-cough, 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
224—128 boys and 96 girls; and the deaths to 206—105 males and 101 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 28-3 in every 1,000 
of the popuiation; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 27:2 per 1,000. During the 
eight weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°0, and was 1-5 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903. 

Two deaths from measles and one death each from scarlet fever and varicella were 
registered, also 2 deaths from influenza, ‘The fatalities from whooping-cough, which in 
the 4 weeks preceding had been 11, 9, 6, and 9, rose again to 11, ‘Two deaths from

The total number of deaths due to tuberculosis was 34. This figure includes 5 death 
from tuberculous phthisis, 15 deaths from pfhthisis, one death from tuberculous menin- 
gitis, 2 deaths from tuberculous peritonitis, 2 deaths from tabes mesenterica, and 9 
deaths from other forms of the disease. : 

Five deaths were attributed to carcinoma, and 6 to cancer, malignant disease, 

Of 15 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 6 (of infants under one year) were 
ascribed to convulsions. 

There were 28 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

The annual rate for deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during 
the week was 7:4 per 1,000 of the population of the Area, the average rate for the cor=_ 
responding week of the last 10 years being 8°6 per 1,000. The total (54) includes 38 
deaths from bronchitis, 2 from croupous-pneumonia, 9 from broncho-pneumonia, and 8~ 


from pneumonia, : 
Of 4 deaths registered as being due to accidental violence, 2 of children under 5 


years of age were caused by burns. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 4 children under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 60 years. 

Sixty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (38 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), 
and 61 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 10 were octogenarians, and 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 90 and 91 
years respectively. 

Seventy-three of the deaths registered durmg the week occurred in hospitals and_ 
other public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 24 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principai features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 27'2 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 28°l (North City Districts, 25°3 ; South, 311), and in the Suburbs, 24°4. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 21 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 2°5 (2’4 in the North City Districts, and 2°6 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs. 0°6 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, Hast (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate 
of 11:0 per 1,000. There were two deaths from pulmonary forms of tuberculosis, and 3 deaths from 
diseases of the respiratory system, includingjone death from broncho-pneumonia and one death from 

neumonia, 
33 No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 186 
per 1,000. There were two deaths from whooping-cough, and one death from pulmonary tuberculosis 
was registered ; there were 4 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivaient to an annual rate of 277 
per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough and 6 deaths from tuberculosis were registered ; the two > 
deaths assigned to diseases of the respiratory system include one from pneumonia ; one death was due 
to accidental violence. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 37°9 per 
1,000. Two deaths from measlés, one death from whooping-cough, one death from enteric fever, 4 
deaths from tuberculosis, and 7 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, the 
latter figure includes one death from broncho-pneumonia and one death from pneumonia. 

Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are:—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 21°7 per 1,00U inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, part-of. 468; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 23°5. Amongst the 9 deaths tabulated for | 
Coolock and Drumeondra, No.1, part of, was one from pneumonia. | 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 34°0 per | 
1,000. One death from whooping- cough and 4 deaths from tuberculous disease were registered, the | 
5 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system include one death from pneumonia ; there was one | 
death attributed to accidental violence. ! 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 20°0 per | 
Uo. There was one death from tuberculous disease, and 3 deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
system. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—_The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 32°3 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough and enteric fever each caused one death ; there were 7 deaths from tuber- | 
culous diseases, and the 6 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system include one death from | 
broncho-pneumonia. 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 312 } 
per 1,000. There were 3 deaths from whooping-cough, one death from varicella, and 4 deaths from | 
tuberculous disease ; the 5 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system include one death from 
broncho-pneumonia. 

New. Kilmainham District—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 35°2 per 1,000. 

Uroan Districts.-The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recordea iast week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 251: Pembroke. 34:1; Blackrock, 119; and Kingstown, 148. The only 
death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts was one from 
whooping-cough for Pembroke. Of the 16 deaths tabulated for Rathmines and Rathgar 4 were from 
diseases of the respiratory system, including one from pnewmonia and one from croupous pneumonia. 
The 17 deaths tabulated for Pembroke include 2 trom influenza, one from phthisis, one from tuberculous 
phthisis, one from croupous pneumonia, one from pneumonia, and 2from broncho-pneumonia. The 
5 deaths tabulated for Kingstown include one from phthisis and one from broncho-pneumonia,

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 27th February, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

Four cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 6 were dis- 
charged, there was one death, and 26 patients remained under treatment at its close, 

Seven cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 14 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 94* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
_ Two cases of typhus fever were under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 

Four cases ot diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, and 19 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seven cases of enteric fever were admitted_to hospital, 7 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 71 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 7 cases of pneuni nia were acmitted to 
hospital, 5 patients were discharged, and 17 cases remained under treatment at the end 


of the week. |

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TAsuE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.R.MET.Soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
27th February, 1904 :— 

“The week opened with a strong S.W. to W. gale, caused by an atmospher‘e depression which sped 
quickly eastwards across the northern parts of the United Kingdom in the course of Sunday and #re 
following night. Its centre was to the westward of Donegal at 8 am. o Surday, but had reached 
Pomerania 24 hours later. The §.W. wind of this cyclonic system was very warm, so that the ther- 
mometer rose to 865° in Dublin on Sunday and to 54° at both Bath and Oxford. A fine, cool peasant 
day followed this disturbance on Monday. Next day (Tuesday) an important char ze in the distribution 
of barometric pressure over North-Western Europe began. An anticyclone developed over Scandinavia, 
where depressions had previously existed, and the high barometer spread south westwards to Creat Britain 
and France. Off the west coast of Ireland, on the contrary, an area ofrelatively low atmospheric pressure 
persisted, causing southerly winds and rain in this country. The precipitation was great in the S.W. and 
W. of Ireland, but it did not reach the east coast until Wednesday evening. To Great Br’ ain the anti- 
cyclonic and Continental air brought cold, drv, cloudy weather. Early on Friday a nar-ow V-shaped 
depression passed eastward across Ireland and the Irish Sea, the wind shifting abruptly from S. to N. as 
the trough of low pressure passed by. Curiously enough, the southerly winds in front of the trough were 
colder than the northerly winds in its rear, because they carried Continental air from Cen*ral Eurone. 
Saturday was dull in Ireland. The mean height of the barometer in Dublin was 30°01 inches, pressure 
ranging between 29°380 inches at 3 p.m. of Sunday (wind, S.W.) and 30261 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday 
(wind, W.). The mean temperature was 445°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 43°49. 
On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 565°, on Saturday they fell to 341°. On the latter date the 
_ grass minimum was 309°. Rain fell on 3 days to the amount of *416 inch, ‘202 inch being measured on 
Thursday. The dommant wind was S.S.E. Bright sunshine was estimated at 114 hours, 34 hours falling 
on Sunday and 3 on Monday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 20:020 inches. The highest reading (30°295) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29-550) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°6° being 2‘7 above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 54°0°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 30°59. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°49, 
and of the Wet Bulb 40°89. The mean humidity of the air was -88, complete saturation 
being by a by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12°4 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 628 inch. 

* At Greenwich the mean temperature for*the week was 38°3°, the maximum 54:29, 
and the minimum 29°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°8°, the minimum 33'8°, and 
the mean 39:99; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 48°4°, the minimum 31°69, and the 
_ mean 37°5°. The rainfallat Greenwich measured 0°03 inch; at Glasgow 0°67 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0:53 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases {registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0. in 
sixteen of the districts to 9:1 in Lisburn, the § deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 2 from whooping- cough. Among the 161 deathgfrom all causes regis- 
tered in Belfast are one from measles, 5 from whooping-cough, one from simple continued 
fever, and one from enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
241—120 boys and 121 girls; and the deaths to 201—96 males and 105 females. 


_. DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 27:7 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 26:4 per 1,000, During the 
nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°8, and was 1:9 below 
the mean rate for the cor responding portions of the ten years 1894-1 903. 

There were 10 deaths trom whooping-cough, 5 from influenza, 3 from enteric fever,

. one from diarrhea, and-one from cerebro-spinal meningitis. In the 4 weeks preceding 
there were 9, 6,9, and 11 deaths, respectively, from whooping-cough, and one, 2, 3, and 
2 from enteric fever. There were no deaths from small-pox, typhus, or diphtheria 
registered during the week. ; 

Tuberculous disease caused 35 deaths, including 6 from tuberculous phthisis, 21 from 
phthisis, 3 from tuberculous meningitis, and 5 from other forms of the disease. 

There were 4 deaths from cancer, malignant disease, and one from sarcoma, 

The 16 deaths from diseases of the nervous system include 5 (all of children under 
one year old) from convulsions. 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels caused 28 deaths. 

Forty-two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, equal to an 
annual rate of 5°8 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area, the 
average rate for the corresponding week of the previous 10 years being 8°2 per 1,000. 
The 42 deaths include 30 from bronchitis, 6 from broncho-pneumonia, and 5 from 

neumonia, 

Two of the 6 accidental deaths registered were from burns. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under 
5 years of age (including 4 infants under one year old) and the death of one person 
aged 80 years. | . 

Fifty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (30 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), 
and 56 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 7 were octogenarians, 

Seventy-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 3 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse, 

- The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 26°4 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 28°38 (North City Districts, 28°4 ; South, 292), and in the Suburbs, 183. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 2°1 (1'7 in the North City Districts, and 2°6 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs. 0'6 per 1,000. 

No, 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal toan annual rate 
of 22°1 per 1,000. Amongst them are 6 from diseases of the respiratory system, including 2 from 
broncho-pneumonia, and one trom pneumonia. 

- No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 21:3 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused one death, tuberculous disease 4, and diseases of the respiratory 
system 2, including one from broncho-pneumonia. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 36°4 
per 1,000. One death each were caused by whooping-cough and enteric fever, 3 by tuberculous 
disease, 3 by diseases of the nervous system, and 2 by diseases of the respiratory system. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 34°6 per 
1,000. Among them are one from whooping-cough, 5 from tuberculous disease, one from cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, 3 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and 6 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, including one from broncho-pneumonia, and one from pneumonia. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 21°7 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, part of, 26°0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 39:1. There was one death from whooping- 
cough tabulated for the district of Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, part of. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 27°2 per 
1,000. They include one from whooping-cough, 3 from tuberculous disease, and 7 from diseases of the 
respiratory system. « - A 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are ‘equal to an annual rate of 28°5 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough caused one death, phthisis one, and diseases of the respiratory system 5, 
including one from broncho-pneumonia, and one from pneumonia. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest).—_Thejdeaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 298 per 
1,000. One death was caused by enteric fever, one by diarrhwa, 7 by tuberculous disease, 3 by 
diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and 4 by diseases of the respiratory system. 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rateof 31°2 
per 1,000. Among them are 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from tuberculous disease, 4 from diseases of 
the heart and blood-vessels, and 3 from diseases of the respiratory system. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 293 per 1,000. They 
include one from whooping-cough and one from tuberculous meningitis. 

Uroan Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 204; Pembroke, 12:0; Blackrock, 179; and Kingstown, 23'7. The only 
death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts was one from 
whooping-cough for Rathmines and Rathgar. Of the 13 deaths from all causes tabulated for that 
district, 2 were from phthisis, and 6 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels ; the 6 deaths for 
Pembroke include 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, and the 8 deaths tabulated for Kingstown 
- include one from influenza, 2 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and one from pneumonia.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended Sth March, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

Thirteen cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 7 were 
discharged, and 32 patients remained under treatment at its close. | 

Eight cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 24 cases were discharged, 
and 78* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. | 

One case of typhus fever was discharged from hospital during the week, and one 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 4 were discharged, and 19 
‘cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 16 cases were discharged, 
there were 2 deaths, and 59 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
_ In addition to the above-named diseases, 3 cases of pneumcnia were admitted to 
hospital, 2 patients were discharged, and 18 cases remained under treatment at the end 


of the week. 
ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 
The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17:9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°6 per 1,000 per sons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°2 per | 000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 22°5, and for Edinburgh 16:8.

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METEOROLOGY. 

(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
5th March, 1904 :— 


“Much drier than of late, the weather of this week was cold, cloudy, and cheerless. The wind was 
almost constantly from easterly points and its keenness was suggestive of melting snow. Throughout 
the period a large anticyclone hung over Northern Russia and Scandinavia. This system reached its 
fullest development on Thursday morning when the barometer stood above 31 inches over Lapland: at 
8 a.m. the reading was 3103 inches at Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia, The influence of the northern 


anticyclone extended to Central Europe and the Britlsh Isles, which were swept by cold easterly to south- — 


easterly winds. At 8 a.m. of Monday, February 29, the trough of a V-shaped depression lay over the 
West of Ireland, where temperature was rather high (44° F.) although the wind was northerly. The 
southerly winds of the depression in the East of Ireland were several degrees colder, being anticyclonic in 
their origin. The western depression moved southwards and disappeared over the Bay of Biscay on 
Tuesday. On that day March set in ‘like a lion, wi h bitter easterly winds and heavy showers of snow 
and hail—at 3 p.m. a small ‘blizzard’ swept over Dublin. A keen frost followed inland at night, the 
sheltered thermometer falling to 23° at Birr, King’s County. The weather moderated on Wednesday and 
Thursday was fine and dry with some 2 hours of bright sanshine. In the evening the wind fell calm for 
a while and some smoke fog formed over the city. Afterwards freshening EH. to N.E. winds, clouds, and 
cold showers were experienced to the end of the week. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
30'074 inches, pressure ranging between 29°775 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, S$ S.E.) and 30:295 inches 
at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, N.E). The corrected mean temperature was 332°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m. was 381°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 446° (wind, S.E.), 
on Tuesday they fell to 32°8° (wind. E.). The estimated duration of bright sunshine was only 55 hours, 2 
hours falling on Thursday. The prevailing winds were S.E. and E.N.E. Rain fell on three days to the 
amount of ‘241 inch, ‘140 inch being measured on Saturday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 20-084 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°324) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m,, wind N.E., and the lowest (29°784) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind S.E. — 

The mean temperature for the week was 36°19, being 5°2 under the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 43°6°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 30°99. Tke mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 86-929, 
and of the Wet Bulb 34:69. The mean humidity of the air was -80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 9:2 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured ‘220 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 33°3°, the maximum 41:29, 
and the minimum 27:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 43:4°, the minimum 24°5°, and 
- the mean 350°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 39°3°, the minimum 22°19, and the 
mean 33:1°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°52. inch; at Glasgow 0°02 inch; and 


at Edinburgh 0:04 inch.*

The deaths trom certain epidemic diseases J registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an anntal rate of 1°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
sixteen of the districts to 9:1 in Lisburn, the § deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 154 deaths from all causes in 
Belfast are 3 from measles, 9 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, and 2 from 
enteric fever; and the 22 deaths from all causes in Londonderry include one from 
scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, and one from enteric fever, 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
201—113 boys and 88 girls; and the deaths to 213—117 males and 96 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 29°3 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 28°3 per 1,000. During the 
ten weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°9, and was 2:0 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903.

Forty-eight deaths were caused by tuberculous disease, including 5 caused by tuber- 
culous phthisis, 25 by phthisis, 6 by tuberculous meningitis, one by tabes mesenterica, 
and 11 by other forms of the disease. ; 

Carcinoma caused 3 deaths, and cancer, malignant disease, 4. 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 14 deaths, including 9 (all of children under 5 
years of age) from convulsions. 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels caused 41 deaths. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 44 deaths, being equal to an annual rate of 
6:1 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area, the average rate for 
the corresponding week of the previous 10 years being 8°8 per 1,000. The 44 deaths 
include 28 from bronchitis,,10 from broncho-pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia, 

There were 3 accidental deaths registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 4 children under 
one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (39 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month old), 
and 64. were aged 60 years and upwards, including 29 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 10 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Seventy-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VITI.]} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 283 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 307 (North City Districts, 27°77 ; South, 34'0), and in the Suburbs, 20°1. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°5 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 1°8 (2:1 in the North City Districts, and 1°5 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 06 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal toan annual rate 
of 18°4 per 1,000. They include 2 from tuberculous disease, 3 from influenza, and 2 from diseases of the 
heart and blocd-vessels. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—_The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 22°6 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused one death, enteric fever one, tuberculous disease 5, diseases of 
the nervous system 3, and diseases of the respiratory system 4. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent) to an annual rate of 381 

per 1,000. Among them are one from whooping-cough, 6 from tuberculous disease, 6 from diseases of 
the heart and blood-vessels, and 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, including one from 
pneumonia. 
“ No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 296 per 
1,000. Scarlet fever and whooping-cough each caused one death, diseases of the heart and blood- 
vessels 6, and diseases of the respiratory system 3, including 2 from broncho-pneumonia, and one from 
pneumonia. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 21°7 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, part of, 41°6 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 23°5. The only death from any of the 
principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts was one from whooping-cough for Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 312 per 
1,000. There was one death from diarrhwa, 5 from tuberculous disease, 3 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system, 2 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and 5 from diseases of the 
respiratory system. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 42°8 per 
1,000. They include 4 from tuberculous disease, 2 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and 4 
from diseases of the respiratory system, including one from preumonia. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—Theideaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 298 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, tuberculous disease 7, diseases of the heart and blood-vessels 
2, and diseases of the respiratory system 5, including one from broncho-pneumonia. 

No.4 South City District(Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (26) are equivalent to an annual rate of 38°6 
per 1,000. One death each were caused by whooping-cough and enteric fever, 6 by tuberculous 
disease, 5 by diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and 5 by diseases of the respiratory system, 
including 2 from broncho-pneumonia. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 293 per 1,000. Three 
of the 5 deaths were from diseases of the respiratory system. 

Uroan Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 18°38; Pembroke, 20:0; Blackrock, 179; and Kingstown, 23'7. The only 
death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts was one from 
whooping-cough for Pembroke. Of the 12 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines and 
Rathgar. one was from phthisis, 3 were from diseases of the nervous system, 6 from diseases of the 
heart and blood-vessels, and 2 from diseases of the respiratory system (including one from broncho- 
pneumonia, and one from pneumonia). Amongst the 10 deaths from all causes tabulated for Pembroke 
were 2 from tuberculous disease, and 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, including one from 
broncho-pneumonia. The 8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Kingstown include 3 from diseases 
of the respiratory system, of which 2 were from broncho-pneumonia.

From this it appears that :— 

Ten cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 6 were discharged, 
and 36 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Thirteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 18 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 72* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

One case of typhus fever remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week 

Five cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 5 were discharged, and 19 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 7 cases were discharged, 
there were 2 deaths, and 56 cases'remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

dn addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 10 patients were discharged, and 12 cases remained under treatment at the end 


of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations sce TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1., F.B.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
12th March, 1904 :— 


“ Qold weather was prevalent throughout this week inIreland. At first it was squally, dull and snowy, 
then rainy ; but from Wednesday inclusive the weather was fine and dry. Sunday was avery severe 
day, an easterly gale bringing up squalls of hail, sleet and snow at short intervals. These inclement 
conditions were brought about by a steep barometric gradient between an anticyclone over Scandinavia, 
where atmospheric pressure exceeded_30°6 inches, and a depression central off the N.W. of Spain and 
Portugal—the barometer at 8 a.m. of Sunday reading only 2948 inches at Corunna. The latter system 
moved slowly northwards, reaching the South of Ireland and St. George’s Channel on Monday evening 
whenthe barometer read 29°16 inches at St. Mary’s, Scilly Islands. As the disturbance approached, rain 
fell heavily in the 8.W. of England, Wales, and along the east coast of Ireland. At Plymouth the rainfall 
recorded on Tuesday morning was ‘60 inch, at Pembroke it was ‘62 inch, in Dublin it was ‘52 inch. The 
depression subsequently retreated in a S.E. direction across France and filled_up as a new anticyclone 
spread over the British Isles from the N.W. This system caused moderate N.H. winds, clear skies and 
bright sunny weather by day ; calms, fog and sharp frost by night. On Saturday much cirrus cloud 
overspread the sky from the westward, and the weather became less fair, though remaining dry. In 
the middle of the week mild days were enjoyed at inland stations in England—on Tuesday the ther- 
mometer rose to 58° in London, on Wednesday to 60° in London and at Oxford and to 59° at Nottingham. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°997 inches, the range of pressure being from 29°468 
inches at 9 pm. of Monday (wind, E.N E.) to 30420 inches at 9p.m. of Thursday (wind, calm). The 
corrected mean temperature was 40'1°, the dry bulb readings at 9a.m.and 9p.m. being 386°. On Friday 
the sereened thermometers fell to 28°9°—the minimum of the week—and rose to 49'4*—the maximum of 
the week, a range of 205° ina few hours. Bright sunshine was estimated at 30% hours, 11 hours being 
observed on Thursday. The dominant wind was N.E. Rain fell on 3 days to the amount of '673 inch, 
518 inch being measured on Monday.” ; 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 20°012 inches. The highest reading (30°444) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°439) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind HE. 

The mean temperature for the week was 38-0°, being 4:4 under the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. Both extremes of temperature—highest, 50°8 ; 
lowest, 22 4—were recorded on Friday. ‘The mean ofthe Dry Bulb for the week was 37-29, 
and of the Wet Bulb 36:0°. The mean humidity of the air was -89, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 29:3 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured °745 inch. 

‘At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°5°, the maximum 59:19, 
and the minimum 27:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 49°2°, the minimum 24'2°, and 
the mean 36°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 45-4°, the minimum 28°99, and the 
mean 365°. The rainfallat Greenwich measured 0°24 inch; at Glasgow 0°13 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0°23 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
fourteen of the districts to 9°1 in Lisburn, the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 212 deaths from all causes in 
Belfast are 2 from measles, 10 from whooping-cough, one {rom simple continued fever, 
2 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrheal diseases; and the 47 deaths from all causes 
in Cork include 3 from whooping-cough and one from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
214—115 boys and 99 girls; and the deaths to 213—114 males and 99 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 29:3 in every 1,000 
of the popuiation; omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 27-7 per 1,000. During the 
eleven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°9, and was 2:0 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903. 

Thirteen deaths were caused by whooping-cough, 5 by influenza, 4 by measles, and

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one each by diphtheria, enteric fever, and diarrhea. In the 4 weeks preceding theré 
were 9, 11, 10, and 6 deaths from whooping cough, and 3, 2, 3, and 3 deaths from enteric 
fever, respectively. There were no deaths from small-pox, scarlet fever, or typhus regis- 
tered during the week. 

Tuberculous disease caused 37 deaths, including 3: from tuberculous phthisis, 23 from _ 
phthisis, 5 from tuberculous meningitis, one from tuberculous peritonitis, one from tabes 
mesenterica, and 4 from other forms of the disease. 

Carcinoma caused 3 deaths, and cancer, malignant disease, 2. : 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 16 deaths, including 4 (all of children under 
one year old) from convulsions. 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels caused 23 deaths. 

Fifty-one deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, being equal to an 
annual rate of 7:0 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area, the — 
average rate for the corresponding week of the previous 10 years being 7°! per 1,000. 
The 51 deaths include 36 from bronchitis, one from croupous pneumonia, 4. from 
broncho-pneumonia, and 8 from pneumonia, 

There were 5 accidental deaths registered, including 3 from burns. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 7 children under 5 
years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. | 

Seventy-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (42 being infants under one year, of whom 19 were under one month old), 
and 54 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 33 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 13 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Eighty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 277 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 283 (North City Districts, 291 ; South, 274), and in the Suburbs, 25°6. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2’°8 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 3°4 (8'4 in the North City Districts, and 3°3 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 0°6 per 1,000. 

N»2,1 North City District, Hast (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal toan annual rate 
of 25°8 per 1,000. They include one from whooping-cough, one from diarrhwa, 2 from influenza, 2 
from tuberculous disease, and 4 from diseases of the respiratory system. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—‘lhe deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 293 
per 1,000. Six deaths were caused, by phthisis, 3 by diseases of the nervous system, 3 by diseases of the 
heart and blood-vessels, and 6 by diseases of the respiratory system, including one by broncho- 
pneumonia and one by pneumonia. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 294 
per 1,000. Tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths, diseases of the nervous system 2, and diseases of the 
respiratory system 5. , : 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 34°6 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from tuberculous disease, 4 from 
diseases of the nervous system, and 3 from diseases of the respiratory system. : 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 542 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, part of, 156 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part orf, 15°6. The only death from any of the 
principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts was one from whooping-cough for Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, : 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 21'7 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough caused 2 deaths, tuberculous disease 3, and diseases of the respiratory system 
6, including one from croupous pneumonia, and one from broncho-pneumonia. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 37°1 per 
1,000. One death was caused by enteric fever, 5 by tuberculous disease, and 3 by diseases of the 
respiratory system, 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 27'4 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough and diphtheria each caused one death, tuberculous disease 3, diseases of the 
heart and blood-vessels 2, and diseases of the respiratory system 6, including one from broncho- 
pneumonia. 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 26°7 
per 1,000. Three deaths were caused by whooping-cough, 2 by tuberculous disease, 3 by diseases of 
ube Derygys system, 3 by diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and 2 by diseases of the respiratory 
system. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 35°2 per 1,000. 

Uroan Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recordea last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 236; Pembroke, 26:0; Blackrock, 23°38; and Kingstown, 296. The only 
death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts was one from 
whooping-cough for Rathmines and Rathgar. The 15 deaths trom all causes tabulated for Rathmines 
and Rathgar include one from influenza and 3 from diseases of the respiratory system (comprising 
one from broncho-pneumonia and 2 from pneumonia). The 13 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
Pembroke include 3 from phthisis, 5 from diseases of the respiratory system (including 2 from 
pneumonia), and 2 from burns accidentally received. Amongst the 10 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Kingstown were 5 from diseases of the respiratory organs (including 2 from pneumonia).

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 19th March, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

Eleven cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 7 were dis- 
charged, there were 4 deaths, and 36 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Twelve cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 21 cases were discharged, 
and 63* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week.- 

One case of typhus fever was discharged from hospital during the week, and no 
“patient remained under treatment at its close. 

Five cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, there were 4 
deaths, and 17 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 13 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 48 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week, 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 8 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 3. patients were discharged, and 17 cases remained under treatment at the end

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasuE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
19th March, 1904 :— 

“In Ireland the weather was very changeable as regards both rainfall and temperature ; in England 
it was generally dry and more steadily cold, but with a wide diurnal range of the thermometer. Sunday 
was milder than of late, but squally W.S.W. winds brought up showers, and in the evening continuous 
rain setin. By Monday morpving the thermometer had again fallen to 368° and there was a downpour 
of sleet and rain, the whole range of the Dublin and Wicklow Mountains afterwards appearing covered 
with snow. A foggy frosty night followed, the thermometer falling to 30° in the screen even in the city. 
Tuesday was fine and sunny asthe result of an anticyclonic formation over Ireland. This high-pressure 
system drifted eastwards to England and finally to North Germany, gradients for S.W. winds meantime 
developing over Ireland, Scotland and Norway. With this distribution of pressure came ‘visibility,’ or 
atmospheric clearness, and high temperature on Wednesday. In Dublin the thermometer rose to 58°5°. 
Thursday was squally at first, then dull and rainy, finally clear. At night a brisk fall of temperature 
took place and a dense vapour fog developed. This lasted until 10 a.m. on Friday, when the S.W. wind 
again asserted itself, blowing to the close of the period and raising the temperature to 60'8° on Saturday, 
the highest reading of the thermometer recorded in Dublin since October 12, 1903. In Dublin the mean 
atmospheric pressure was 29°849 inches, the barometer falling to 29°610 inches about 5 a.m. of Monday 
(wind, N.N.E.) and rising to 29°940 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, calm). The corrected mean 
temperature was 447°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 438°. The screened ther- 
mometers fell to 30°0° on Tuesday and rose to 60°8° on Saturday. S.W. winds were predominant. The © 
duration of bright sunshine was estimated at 17 hours, of which 74 hours occurred on Tuesday. The 
rainfall was ‘644 inch on six days, ‘393 inch being measured on Sunday.” : 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:863 inches. The highest reading (30-018) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°661) on Sunday at 9 p.m., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°6°, being 1°2 under the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903, The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 58°2°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 25°99 ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°62, 
and of the Wet Bulb 40:9°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being rept gree by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 16°7 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured ‘625 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°8°, the maximum 55:5°, 
and the minimum 26:4°; and at Glasgow the maximum was 552°, the minimum 29-09, 
and the mean 42°2°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:06 inch; and at Glasgow 0°21 
inch.

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Measles and whooping-cough each caused 5 deaths, influenza caused 4 deaths, 
diphtheria 2, and diarrhea one death. In the 4 weeks preceding there were 11, 10, 6 
and 13 deaths from whooping cough, respectively. There were no deaths from small-pox, 
scarlet fever, typhus, or enteric fever registered during the week. § 

Tuberculous disease caused 45 deaths, including 15 from tuberculous phthisis, 21 from” 
phthisis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, one from tabes mesenterica, and 4 from other 
forms of the disease. 

Carcinoma caused 5 deaths, and 5 deaths were assigned to cancer, malignant disease, — 

Of 12 deaths attributed to diseases of the brain and nervous system 6 (of infants 
under one year) were registered as being due to convulsions. 

There were 35 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. : 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (43) include 29 deaths from bron- 
chitis, one death from croupous pneumonia, 6 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 
from pneumonia, The total is equal to an annual rate of 5:9 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion of the Area, the annual average rate for the corresponding week of the preceding” 
10 years being 7°3 per 1,000. 

Of 6 deaths due to violence, 2 were due to drowning. 

In 14 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 7 children under one 
year old and the deaths of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (43 being infants under one year, of whom 18 were under one month old), 
and 62 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 29 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 1! 1 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 97 years. 

One hundred and five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals 
and other public institutions; of this number 21 took place in the North Dublin 
Union Workhouse and 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 30'4 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 31°8 (North City Districts, 35°3 ; South, 281), and in the Suburbs, 25°6.

Diphtheria, fever, and influenza each caused one death; there were 5 deaths from 
tuberculous disease, and 6 deaths (including. one death from broncho-pneumonia), from diseases of 
the respiratory system ; one death was due to accidental violence. : 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 433 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough, influenza, and diarrhewa each caused one death; there were 5 deaths 
from phthisis, and 3 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, including one death from 
pneumonia ; one death was due to accidental violence. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 362 per | 
1,000. Measles caused 4 deaths; phthisis caused 2 deaths, and tuberculous meningitis caused one 
death ; there were 4 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. ; 

Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week | 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 434 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, part of, 31°2; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 23°5.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 26th March, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

Twelve cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 15 were dis- 
charged, there were 4 deaths, and 29 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Thirteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 15 cases were discharged, 
and 61* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 5 were discharged, and 16 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Five cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 13 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 39 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 8 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 8 patients were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 15 cases remained under 
treatment at the ene of the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°4),:was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°7 per 1,060 persons

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METHOROLOGY. . 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish. Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
26th March, 1904 :— 


“Much. drier than for many weeks past, the weather presented two very different types at the beginning 
and at the close of this period. Until Wednesday the type was westerly or oceanic: from Wednesday 
onwards, it was easterly or Continental. On Sunday long and almost parallel isobars ran from S.W. to 
N.E. across the British Isles, the North Sea, and Seandinavia ; 8.W, winds prevailed, and the weather 
was damp, dull and foggy or ‘dirty. Dense fogs in the Irish Sea, St. George’s Channel, and the English 
Channel led to several serious shipping disasters. By Monday morning a well-formed V-shaped 
depression had developed over Great Britain: in Ireland the barometer had risen fast and the wind had 
veered to N.W. with clearer and colder weather. The improvement was only temporary, for on Tuesday 
morning squally S.W. winds were blowing, accompanied by clouds and showers in connection with a 
primary depression (29°2 inches) over the N.W. of Norway and a secondary (29°6 inches) off the N. of 
Seotland. The latter disturbance travelled southeastwards down the North Sea to North Germany, its 
place being taken by an anticyclone, central over Ireland at first and over Scandinavia later. This high- 
pressure system brought cold easterly winds and generally dry weather, cold showers however falling 
in the east and south of England on Friday. Saturday was very dull and cold in Dublin, but much 
bright sunshine prevailed on Monday (9 hours), Thursday (84 hours), and Friday (64 hours). In this city 
the mean atmospheric pressure was 30°176 inches, the barometer falling to 29691 inches at.9 p.m. of Sunday 
(wind, 8.) and rising to 30446 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, E.S.E.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 45°9°, The mean dry bulb temperature at 9.a.m.and 9 p.m. was 44°8°. On Sunday the 
screened thermometers rose to 56°09, on Friday they sank to 379%. The prevalent winds were first, 
W.S.W., afterwards E.N.E. The duration of bright sunshine was estimated at 30 hours. The rainfall 
was ‘154 inch on 2 days, ‘143 inch being measured on Sunday.” 


ERRATUM in-Report for the week ended March 19,1904. - 
The highest reading of the barometer was 30005 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.). 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Oifice, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:189 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°465) was on 
Wednesday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°694) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°6°, being 0°8 over the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 55°6°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 40°12 ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°59, 
and of the Wet Bulb 41:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 30°5 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured ‘268 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43:3°, the maximum 49°89, 
and the minimum 37°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 53:2°, the minimum 29°5°, 
and the mean 42°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°9°, the minimum 31°29, 
and the mean 40°6°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:13 inch; at Glasgow 0°66 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0°21 inch.*

TWENTY-TWO TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-one priacipal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 25°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes © 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,093,289.

Of 13 deaths from diseases of the nervous system 5 (of children under 5 years of — 
age) were due to convulsions. . . 3 

Twenty-five deaths were assigned to diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, including — 
9 deaths from apoplexy, hemiplegia. 

The deaths registered during the week from diseases of the respiratory system are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 7°6 per 1,000 of the population, and equal to that for 
the corresponding period of the previous 10 years. ‘The total deaths (55) include 31 
from bronchitis, one from croupous pneumonia, 9 from broncho-pneumonia, and 11 
deaths from pneumonia, 

Of 5 deaths caused by violence, one was due to homicide, one to the action of poison- 
ous vapours, and 2 were caused by drowning. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,’’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 8 children under 5 
years of age (including 5 infants under one year old) and the death of one person aged 
79 years. 

ae of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (36 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old), 
and 64 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 37 persons aged 70 and upwards, of — 
whom 10 were octogenarians, and 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 91 and 95 
years respectively. 

Ninety-six of the deaths registered durmg the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 25 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 28'5 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 81'l (North City Districts, 294 ; South, 32°9), and in the Suburbs, 19%. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2'8 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 3°6 (55 in the North City Districts, and 1°5 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 00 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarenee-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal toan annual rate 
of 27°6 per 1,000. Influenza, whooping-cough, enteric fever, and diarrhea, each caused one death; 
there were 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, there were 4 deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
syeerc. including one death from broncho-pneumonia and there was one death from accidental 
violence, ‘ 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 25:3 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough and diarrhwa each caused one death ; there were 3 deaths from tubers 
culous disease, and 7 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, including 2 deaths from broncho-= 
pneumonia, and one death from pneumonia. | 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 346 
per 1,000. Scarlet fever and enteric fever each caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 5 deaths 
and diseases of the respiratory system caused 8 deaths, including 3 from broncho-pneumonia, and 3 
from pneumonia. ) 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 31°3 per 
1,000. There were 4 deaths from measles, 3 deaths from whooping=cough, 4 deaths from tuberculous | 
disease, and one death from pnewmonia. : 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 434 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, © 
No. 1, part of, 260; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 23°5. The deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts include one from whooping-cough in each of Clontarf 
and Howth, No. 1, part of, and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of. Of the 4 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, one was from influenza and one from bronchitis, 
The 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of, include one from — 
pneumonia. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street),—The deaths (31) represent an annual rate of 42°1 per 
1,000. There was one death from whooping-cough, 9 deaths were due to tuberculous disease; of 
9 deaths attributed to diseases of the respiratory system, one was due to lobar-pneumonia and 
one was due to pnewmonia. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 257 per 
1,000. Two deaths from tuberculous disease, and one death from pneumonia were registered. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 336 per 
1,000. There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough and 5 deaths from tuberculous disease ; diseases of 
the respiratory system caused 8 deaths, including one death from broncho-pneumonia, and one death 
from pneumonia. One death from homicide was registered. 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 252 
per 1,000. There was one death from whooping-cough, there were 2 deaths from phthisis, and one 
death from pneumonia ; one death was accidentally caused by inhalation of poisonous vapours. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 35'2 per 1,000. 

Uroan Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— | 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 251; Pembroke, 160 ; Blackrock, 60; and Kingstown, 20'7. There wer@ | 
no deaths from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts. Of the 16 deaths 
from all causes tabulated for Rathmines and Rathgar, 3 were from tuberculous disease, 2 from 
diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and 2 from diseases of the Sdimbraed & system (including one 
from broncho-pneumonia), Of the 8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Pembroke 2 were from | 
diseases of the respiratory system, lincluding one from pnewmonia.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 2nd April, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

Seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 7 were dis- 
charged, there were 4 deaths, and 25 patients remamed under treatment at its close. 

Seven cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 11 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 56* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 4 were discharged, and 19 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. ; 

Two cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 11 cases were discharged, 

there was one death, and 29 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 11 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 4 patients were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 20 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. 

, ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. : 

The mortality 1ast week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°7 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°6 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 21°5, and for Edinburgh 21:1.

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METEOROLOGY. , 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
2nd April, 1904 :— 


“A very changeable, squally and showery week, with frequent and extreme variations in temperature, 
During Sunday and Monday a large atmospheric depression was steadily spreading in from the Atlantic, 
gradients were rather steep for S.W. winds and temperature became high, the thermometer rising to 
56°02 on Monday, the forenoon of which day was bright and springlike. By 8a.m.of Tuesday a very 
large und deep depression had become central over the Hebrides, the barometer marking 29°09 inches at 
Stornoway. In Ireland the wind had veered to W. and temperature was falling fast. Showers of hail 
and sleet fellin Dublin during the afternoon and at 9 p.m. temperature was as low as 34'4°%. In the course 
of the three following days very inclement conditions prevailed. Strong squalls or gales from westerly 
points were felt, and bitterly cold showers of hail and sleet passed over from time to time, being separated 
from one another by intervals of bright sunshine. In many districts of both Ireland and England 
thunder and lightning occurred on Wednesday and Thursday. On Good Friday, April 1, the wind blew 
a moderate to fresh gale from W., the usual hail and sleet showers falling in the course of the afternoon. 
Saturday was dull, mild, stormy, and at first rainy, owing to the arrival of a new barometric depression 
from the Atlantic. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°639 inches, the range being from 
80°197 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S. by E.) to 29'264 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.N.W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 43'9°, the mean dry bulb temperature at9a.m and 9 p.m. being 44°02. 
The screened thermometers rose to 56°0° on Monday and fell to 33°0° on Wednesday. Bright sunshine 
was estimated at 272 hours, 8? hours falling on Friday and 74 hours on Tuesday. The week opened and 
closed with sunless days. W. and S8.W. winds prevailed. Rain (chiefly in the form of hail and sleet) fell 
daily to the amount of ‘601 inch, ‘106 inch being measured on Wednesday and *190 inch on Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°645 inches. The highest reading (30°200) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind §.S.E., and the lowest (29-284) on Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°1°, being 0-3 under the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 537°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 


mercury having fallen to 29°82 The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43:09, — 


and of the Wet Bulb 40°5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0.° The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 27:1 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured ‘755 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42:0°, the maximum 50°59, 
and the minimum 35°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°0°, the minimum 29:09, 
and the mean 41°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 47°9°, the minimum 31°19, 
and the mean 40°4°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°45 inch; at Glasgow 1:26 
inches ; and at Edinburgh 0°57 inch.*

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Births.—In the Dublin Registration Area, 
which consists of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, 
Pembroke, Blackrock and Kingstown, the total area thereof being 13,757 
statute acres, and the population estimated to the middle of 1904, 378,994, 
there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 2nd 
April, 1904, 2,815 births—1,482 boys and 1,333 girls—being equal to an annual 
ratio of 1 in 33-7, or 29-7 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,378, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 32:4 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the urban districts named 
above, 437, equal to an annual rate of 20°4 in every 1,000 of the population. 


There were registered in London during the same period 33,294 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 28-6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 6,269, being equal to 31'4 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,853 
—a number affording an annual birth-rate of 22:3 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, 


Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter was 2,765—1,400 males and 1,365 females—affording an annual ratio 
of 1 in 34:3, or 29-2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; omitting the deaths 
(118) of persons admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Area, 
the rate was 27-9 per 1,000. The annual mortality represented by the deaths 
registered during the first quarter of the ten years 1894-1903 in the Dublin 
Registration Area as then constituted, was 30-9 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 


population of those years,

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The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last — 
quarter was 1,067, representing an annual mortality of 28:3 in every 1,000 of the — 
population ; and the number in the South City districts was 1,123, equivalent to a 
rate of 31'5 per 1,000. In the urban districts the number of deaths registered was 
457, being equal to an annual death-rate of 21:4 in every 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered in London during the same period was 21,262—a_ 
number equal to an annual rate of mortality of 18°3 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; 
in Glasgow the number was 4,281, equal to 21:4 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 
1,517, affording an annual death-rate of 18°3 in every 1,000 of the estimated ~ 
population, .

Diseases.__The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases} registered 
in the Dublin Registration Area during last quarter was 193, being 62 above the 
number for the preceding quarter ; and the annual rate per 1,000 of the population 
represented by the deaths from these diseases was 2:0, being 0°6 above the rate for 
the preceding three months. 


Small-pox.—Not one death from small-pox was registered during the quarter, In 
the June and September quarters of 1903, 28 and 4 deaths were respectively re- 
gistered. There was no death from the disease in the December quarter of 1903. 
From Table I. it appears that no case of small-pox was admitted for treatment in 
Dublin Hospitals during the past quarter. 


Measles.—The deaths from measles rose from 3 in the preceding quarter to 19, 
which is below the average number of deaths (50) from this disease, for the cor- 
responding quarter of the past 10 years. Of the 19 deaths, 17 appertained to the 
Registrar’s District of North City, No. 3. From Table I. it would appear that 
123 cases were admitted to Dublin Hospitals for treatment, 102 patients were 
discharged, there were 16 fatalities, and 25 cases remained under treatment at 
the close of the period. 7 | 


Scarlet fever—There were 8 deaths registered from scarlet fever, as compared 
with 10 in the preceding quarter, the average number of deaths from this 
disease for the March quarter of the previous ten years being 20. Of the 8 deaths, 
3 appertained to North City Districts, 2 to South City Districts, and 3 were of 
persons admitted to Institutions from without the Area. It appears from Table I. 
that 163 cases were admitted to Hospitals for treatment, 200 patients were dis- 
charged, there were 8 deaths, and 56{ persons remained under treatment on the 
2nd April, 1904. At the close of the previous quarter (December, 1903) 101 cases 
of scarlet fever were reported under treatment in the Dublin Hospitals. 


- Typhus.—Not one death from typhus fever was registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area. 


Influenza.—The deaths from influenza (48) although in excess of those registered 
in the quarter preceding (25), are only a little over 50 per cent. of the average 
number of deaths (86) from this disease for the corresponding quarterly period 
of the past 10 years. 


Whooping Cough.—Deaths registered from whooping cough rose from 45 in the ~ 
quarter preceding to 110 in the period now the subject of review, the average 
number of deaths for the corresponding period of the past 10 years being 67. — 
Deaths from whooping cough constitute nearly 60 per cent. of the total (193)

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deaths from the so-called principal epidemic diseases. Of the total (110) there 
-appertained to North City Districts 53, to South City Districts 48 deaths, and to 
the Urban Districts 9 deaths were assigned. 


Diphtheria.—The 7 deaths which were attributed to diphtheria were 2 under 
the number recorded in the quarter preceding, and 8 under the average for the 
corresponding period of the past 10 years. Of the deaths, 2 appertained to North 
City Districts, 4 to South City Districts, and 1 to Kingstown Urban District. 
From Table I. it appears that 63 cases were admitted to hospital, 59 patients were 
discharged, there were 7 deaths, and 19 cases remained under treatment at the close, 

“as compared with 22 at the end of the quarter preceding. 


Cerebro Spinal Fever—One death is recorded as being due to this disease ; in 
the quarter preceding 3 deaths were registered. 


Enteric Fever.—The deaths (30) show an increase of 2 over the quarterly period 
‘preceding, but are 5 below the average for the corresponding period of the 10 
years preceding. Of the total (30) deaths registered, 25 appertained to the City 
(13 to Northern Districts, and 12 to Southern Districts), one was tabulated 
to Blackrock Urban District, and 4 of the deaths registered were of persons ad- 
mitted to institutions from without the Area. The number of patients under 
treatment in Hospitals at the close of the quarterly period was 29, as compared 
with 63 patients under treatment at the end of the December quarter of 1903 ; 
122 cases were admitted during the quarter, 142 were discharged, and 14 deaths 
occurred. 


Diarrheal Diseases.—Highteen deaths were attributed to.these complaints, which 
include epidemic diarrhoea, epidemic enteritis, dysentery, and diarrhea. The 
average number of deaths from these diseases for the corresponding quarterly 
period of the past 10 years is 30. 


Erysipelas.—There were 6 deaths from erysipelas registered during the quarterly 
_ period. 


Tetanus.—One death from tetanus was recorded. 
Epidemic Pneumoma.—Three deaths were attributed to this disease. 


' Tuberculosis—The aggregate deaths from the named varieties of this disease 

is 500, or 18 per cent. of all deaths registered during the quarter in the Dublin 

Registration Area, and equal to a rate of 5:3 per 1,000 of its estimated population ;

Cancer, Malignant Disease.—Of a total of 97 deaths, 29 were due to carcinoma, 
4 to sarcoma, and 64 were attributed to cancer, malignant disease. 


Diseases of the Nervous System.—The total deaths from diseases of the brain and 
-hervous system is 223, Of these 99 were caused by convulsions, and of this num- 
ber 88 were of infants under 1 year old. ‘ 


Diseases of the Heart and Blood Vessels.—A total of 371 deaths were attributed 
to the various diseases of these structures. 
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Diseases of the Respiratory System.—The total deaths (643) assigned to diseases of — 
the respiratory system form 23 per cent. of all the deaths registered during the quarter _ 
and are equal to an annual rate of 6°8 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Regis- — 
tration Area. The total includes 408 deaths from bronchitis, equal to an annual 
rate of 4°3 per 1,000. The 197 deaths from the various forms of pneumonia in- | 
clude 13 from croupous pneumonia, 90 from broncho-pneumonia, and 94 from | 
pneumonia, equal to a rate of 2:1 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Regis-

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 9th April, 1904. ~ 
From this it appears that :— 
Fifteen cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 10 were dis- 
charged, there were 2 deaths, and 28 patients remained under treatment at its close. 
Nine cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 7 cases were discharged, and 
58* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Five cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, one was discharged, there were 2 
deaths, and 21 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 4 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 28 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
In addition to the above-named diseases, 8 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 6 patients were discharged, and 22 cases remained under treatment at the end 


of the week. 
| ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°4 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20:3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°4, and for Edinburgh 17:9.

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METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasuE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1., F.R.MET.SoC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
9th April, 1904 :— . 

“Rough, showery and generally unsettled weather held throughout this week, steep barometric 
gradients for westerly winds prevailing over Western and North-Western Europe. On the morning of 
Haster Day, April 3, the barometer was below 29 inches off the N. of Scotland (28°95 inches at Sumburgh 
Head, in the Shetlands); whereas it stood above 3030 inches over Spain, the S.H. of France and S. of 
Germany. There were frequent squalls of cold rain, sleet and hail during the day. Monday showed a 
similar distribution of pressure, and the same unsettled weather. A series of depressions subsequently 
passed eastwards or northeastwards along the northern shores of the British Isles to Scandinavia, while 
the barometer remained steadily high over the Peninsula and the Bay of Biscay. Hencé the ‘brave 
west winds’ of the period. On Wednesday and Thursday much bright sunshine prevailed, but rain fell 
heavily after 6 p.m. of the latter day. Friday was squally, but mild and dry until evening, when showers 
felland temperature gave way quickly having been up to 60°0° inthe daytime. Saturday was stormy 
and much colder, with severe hail showers at times and again intervals of bright sunshine. The mean 
height of the barometer was 29°857 inches, the range being from 29330 inches at midnight of Sunday 
(wind, S.8.W.) to 30°067 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 
47°72, The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 463°. On Sunday the screened thermometers 
fell to 37'0°, on Friday they rose to 600°. Bright sunshine was estimated at 403 hours, 94 hours occurring 
on Wednesday. Westerly winds prevailed throughout. The rainfall was ‘614 inch on six days, *164 inch 
being measured on Thursday and ‘161 inch on Sunday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29'870 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°079) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°646) on Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 459°, being 1:1 over the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Friday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 58°2°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:29 ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45:49, 
and of the Wet Bulb 42°5°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 38°6 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured ‘788 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48:7°, the maximum 64:09, 
and the minimum. 37:3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 57:2°, the minimum 34°59, 
and the mean 45°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56:°7°, the minimum 33°39, 
and the mean 43:0°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°37 inch; at Glasgow 1°79 
inches ; and at Edinburgh 1°04 inches.*

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week in » 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-one priacipal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 24°4 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,093,289.¢ ‘The deaths registered in eachof the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha-

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 2°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
sixteen of the districts to 6°6 in Queenstown. Among the 185 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 7 from measles, 10 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 
one from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
294—127 boys and 127 girls; and the deaths to 186—88 males and 98 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 25°6 in every 1,000 
of the estimated population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted 
to pubiic institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 24°4 per 1,000. 
During the fifteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°1, and 
was 1°6 beiow the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903. 

As in the week preceding, 4 deaths from measles were registered ; in the previous 3 
weeks 4, 5, and 4 deaths were respectively registered. There were 4 deaths from influ-

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enza and 11 deaths from whooping cough; the latter disease, in the 4 weeks preceding, 
caused 13, 5, 1!, and 8 deaths. Diphtheria and ill-defined fever each caused one death. 
No death was recorded from small pox, scarlet fever, typhus, enteric fever, or from 
diarrheeal disease during the week. Three deaths from broncho-pneumonia and 5 
deaths from pneumonia were registered. a . -— 

Of the 39 deaths due to tuberculous disease 9 were assigned to tuberculous phthisis, 
10 to phthisis, 4 to tuberculous meningitis, one to tuberculous peritonitis, 4 to tabes — 
mesenterica, and 11 deaths to other forms of the disease. 

Three deaths were attributed to carcinoma, and an equal number to cancer, malig- 
nant disease, 

There were 12 deaths from diseases of the nervous system. Of this number 3 deaths 
were ascribed to convulsions, these latter being of children under one year of age. 

There were 25 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

There were 23 deaths from bronchitis. ity 

Four deaths were due to accidental violence, and one death by suicide was registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,”’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 4 children under one 
year old and the death of one person aged 82 years. 


Fifty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (39 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month old), 
and 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 7 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Sixty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. . 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 24'4 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 251 (North City Districts, 21°38 ; South, 285), and in the Suburbs, 21°9. 

Tne deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal anannual rate of 23 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 2°7 (2:8 in the North City Districts, and 2°6 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 1'2 per 1,000. : 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate 
- aay Aad hes The 7 deaths include one death from phthisis, one death from Pneumonia, and one

No, 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 20:0 
per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough,3 deaths from tubereulous disease, 5 deaths 
from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and one death from bronchitis registered. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (10) are equivaient to an annual rate of 173 
per 1,000. The deaths include one death from tuberculous meningitis, also one death from tabes 
mesenterica, and two deaths from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 296 per 
1,000. Three deaths from measles, 2 deaths from whooping-cough, one death from influenza, 2 deaths 
from tuberculous disease, and one death from bronchitis are included in the above total. ‘ 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 65°1 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, part of, 260; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part or, 156. The only death from any of the 
principal epidemic diseases registered for these districts was one from whooping-cough for Finglas 
and Glasnevin (part of). Of the 6 deaths from all causes registered for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 
(part of), one was from influenza, 2 were from tuberculous disease (including one from tuberculous

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MBETBHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TaBuE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
16th April, 1904 :— 


“Spring made rapid advance in the course of this week—in Dublin the rainfall was slight and the 
amount of bright sunshine was large, while temperature rose after the first two days, which were cold. 
At the beginning the centre of a large atmospheric depression lay off the N. of Scotland, the barometer 
being as low as 23°94 inches at Sumburgh Head in the Shetlands on Sunday morning. During that day 
strong and squally westerly winds blew all over the United Kingdom, and showers of hail and sleet fell 
in Scotland. By Monday morning gradients had become much less steep, and the rough winds moderated. 
In the course of the following night a large area of low pressure spread in over Ireland from the Atlantic. 
The wind backed to S. or S.H. and freshened. At8a.m. of Wednesday the barometer was down to 28°77 
inches at Valentia, Co. Kerry, where u rainfall of ‘6t inch was recorded. Thunder and lightning were 
reported from the S.E. of England in connection with a shallow secondary depression which passed 
northwards over that country. During the next two days the primary depression slowly retreated, 
passing out over the Atlantic in a northwesterly direction. Some beautiful springlike weather set in 
owing to the equalisation of baric pressure, so that on Thursday the thermometer rose to 69° in London, 
64° at Oxford, and 60° in Dublin—at Holyhead. however, the highest temperature on the same day was 
only 50°, and at Pembroke it was but 49%. In the course of Friday night the wind became N.W. in 
[reland, but generally favourable weather persisted. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 
29°596 inches, the barometer rising to 30°071 inches at9 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.) and falling to 29°103 inches 
at 9a.m. of Wednesdav (wind,S. by E.). The corrected mean temperature was 491°, the mean dry bulb 
reading at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. being 47°9°. The screened thermometers rose to 601° on Thursday, having 
fallen to 378° on Monday. The dominant wind was S.8.E. Bright sunshine was estimated at 46 hours, 
84 falling on Wednesday and 8 on Thursday, Rain fell on 3 days to the amount of ‘069 inch, ‘026 inch 
being measured on Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°608 inches. The highest reading (30°077) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind §. W., and the lowest (29:101) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47°3°, being 2:4 over the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 57°8°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:99 Tke mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46:99, 
and of the Wet Bulb 43°69. The mean humidity of the air was -78, complete saturation 
being Pepe at by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 42:9 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured ‘035 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°6°, the maximum 66:99, 
and the minimum 36°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 582°, the minimum 37°89, 
and the mean 47:0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 55°49, the minimum 32°69, 
and the mean 45°6°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°32 inch; at Glasgow 0°24 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0°11 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases ft registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
seventeen of the districts to 9°1 in Lisburn, the 9 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district including 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 143 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are one from measles, one from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, and one from enteric fever; and the 19 deaths from all causes 
in Limerick include 2 from whooping-cough.

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
204—107 boys and 97 girls; and the deaths to 178—80 males and 98 females.

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There were 3 deaths from measles as against 5, 4, 4 and 4 in the 4 weeks preceding 
the deaths registered from whooping: cough numbered 5, as compared with 5, 11, 8, and — 
11, respectively, in the four weeks preceding. As in the previous week one death _ 
from diphtheria was registered; dearrhea caused one death. There was not one 
death registered from any of the following diseases—small pox, scarlet fever, typhus, 
influenza, or enteric fever. q 

One death from croupous pneumonia, 7 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 12 deaths — 
from pneumonia were registered. 

Of 37 deaths from tuberculosis 8 were assigned to tuberculous phthisis, 18 to phthisis, 
3 to tuberculous meningitis, and 8 to other forms of the disease. - 

Three deaths were due to carcinoma, and 4 to cancer, malignant disease, 

Of 14 deaths from diseases of the brain and nervous system, four (of children under 
5 years of age) were attributed to convulsions. 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels accounted for 24 deaths. 

The deaths from bronchitis were 24 in number. 

Four deaths from accidental violence, were registered. ; 

In 7 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 4 children under five 
years of age (including 3 infants under one year old) and the death of one person aged 
88 years. 

Fifty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 year® of age (29 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month old), 
and 48 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, of - 
whom 4 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 94 years. — 

Seventy-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work-— 
house and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. . 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 233 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 266 (North City Districts, 26°6 ; South, 245), and in the Suburbs, 152.

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METEOROLOGY. 
'(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABuE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
23rd April, 1904 :— * 


“The weather was again for the most part favourable, although the nights werecold asarule. The 
earlier part of Sunday was fair, bright and warm. In the afternoon the sky became overcast and 
showers fell, owing to the formation of a small depression which passed eastwards to Wales and Cornwall 
and then dispersed. The next two days were fair and sunny, giving 21 hours of bright sunshine in 
Dublin between them—owing to the clearness of the sky the diurnal range of temperature was large. 
This spell of exceptionally fine weather was associatéd with a moderately high but very uniform — 
atmospheric pressure—at 8 a.m. of Monday the extreme readings of the barometer in the British Isles 
were, highest, 30°28 inches at Valentia, lowest, 30°04 inches at Stornoway; at 8 a.m. of Tuesday, the 
highest pressure was 30°32 inches at North Shields, the lowest was 30°10 inches at Dungeness, in Kent, 
This last reading was related to a large depression at the time central over the Mediterranean, which 
spread northwards to the S.H. of England. Wednesday was cloudy, with a sharp N. wind, the following ~ 
night proving clear and very cold. On Thursday a depression appeared off the N.W. of Scotland—this 
system spread southeastwards over the whole kingdom, causing clouds and showers of cold rain and 
hail in many districts. Saturday was again very fine—-cloudy at first, afterwards bright with unclouded — 
sunshine from 11.45 a.m. to 6.15 pm. The evening was overcast. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 30'097 inches, the barometer ranging between 30°313 inches at 9a.m. of Thursday (wind, 
N.W.) and 29°720 inches at noon of Friday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 48°6°, 
the mean dry bulb reading at9 a.m. and 9pm. being 480°. On Sunday the screened thermiometers rose 
to 59°8°, on Thursday they fell to 35'7°. Bright sunshine was estimated at 47 hours, 11 falling on Monday 
and 10o0n Tuesday. N.W. winds predominated. Rain fell on four days to the amount of °092 inch, °035. 
inch being measured on Thursday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°113 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°323) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°778) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 46°0°, being equal to the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 56°7°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 32:19 ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°39, 
and of the Wet Bulb 43°69. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 48'0 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured ‘068 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49:1°, the maximum 64:09, 
and the minimum 33°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 66°5°, the minimum 34°'0°, 
and the mean 48°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 62°5°, the minimum 37:09, 
and the mean 47°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:24 inch; at Glasgow 0°34 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0°09 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
seventeen of the districts to 5°1 in Clonmel. Among the 141 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 13 from whooping- 
cough, one from diphtheria, and 3 from diarrheal diseases.

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to

DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 21°7 in every 
1,000 of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted 
Into pubiic institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 20°8 per 1,000. 
During the seventeen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°4, and 
was 1°8 beiow the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903.

In 2 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; both these cases were children under one year old. | 
Forty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under : 
5 years of age (27 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), 
and 42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 5 were octogenarians. | 


Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other | 


public institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- | 
house and 8 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 316 
per 1,000. There was one death from diarrhea, and there were 7 deaths from tuberculous disease ; 
peste Peewee caused one death, and pneumonia caused 4 deaths ; there were two deaths from 

ronchitis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 312 
per 1,000. There were 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, one death from broncho-pneumonia, 2 
deaths from pneumonia, and one death from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)——The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 181 per 
1,000. Measles caused 2 deaths, diphtheria caused one death, and tabes mesenterica caused one 
death ; there was one death from pneumonia, and one death from bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 108 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No.1. part of, 20°8 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 78. The 4 deaths from all causes in Coolock 
and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of, include one from tuberculous phthisis, one from pneumonia, and one 
from accidental violence. ; 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 25°8 per 
1,000. Two deaths were caused by whooping-cough, and 4 deaths were due to tuberculous disease ; 
spa was one death from broncho-pneumonia, one death from pneumonia, and bronchitis caused 5 

eaths. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 11°4 per 
1,000. One death was due to phthisis, and one death was due to accidental causes. : 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 249 per 
1,000. Five deaths were due to tuberculous disease, and 4 deaths were caused by bronchitis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 193 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough and enteric fever each. caused one death ; there was one death from 
phthisis, there was one death from broncho-pneumonia, and there were 3 deaths from bronchitis. 

New Kilmainham District—The one death is equal to an annual rate of 5°9 per 1,000. 

Uroan Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 126; Pembroke, 12°0 ; Blackrock, 60; and Kingstown, 14'8. The 8 deaths 
from all causes tabulated to Rathmines and Rathgar include one death each from broncho- 
pneumonia, pneumonia, and phthisis ; the 6 deaths trom all causes tabulated to Pembroke include one 
from pneumonia and one from bronchitis ; and the 5 deaths in Kingstown include 2 from bronchitis.

Six cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 8 cases were discharged, and 
54* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Five cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 5 were discharged, there was one 
death, and 20 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Bight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, one case was discharged, 
there were 2 deaths, and 28 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 3 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 9 patients were discharged, and 16 cases remained under treatment at the 


end of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. ; 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
30th April, 1904 :— = 

“Somewhat changeable, but generally favourable weather prevailed during this week, in the course 
of which spring advanced quickly and vegetation went on apace. The distribution of atmospheric 
pressure was for the most part cyclonic both in the far North and over the Mediterranean Sea, whereas 
the barometer stood highest over the Bay of Biscay and high. over Central Europe. On Sunday a deep 
baric depression passed eastwards along the north coast of Scotland, producing strong and squally S.W. 
to N.W. winds, showers in several districts, and a considerable fall of temperature as its centre passed 
the meridian. Monday was particularly cold in Scotland—hail, sleet_or snow falling at several Scottish 
stations, at which also the thermometer feil to 342 by night. In Dublin the air was very dry and 
searching on the same day, the relative humidity at 9 a.m. being only 538 per cent. Some showers fell 
on Tuesday, when also temperature remained low. Wednesday brought warmer weather, so that the 
thermometer rose to 620° in the screen. On Thursday a depression arrived off the N.W. of Ireland, but 
it passed away towards Scotland afterwards causing clouded skies and a slight rainfall. It was followed 
by another disturbance on Friday evening, when rain fell heavily for a short time. But the week closed 
with brilliant weather on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30026 inches, the 
range being from 30'276 inches at 9 am.of Monday (wind, N.N.W.) to 29720 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday 
(wind, §.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 51°19. The mean dry bulb reading at 9am. and 
9 p.m. was 498°, On Monday the sereened thermometers fell to 398%, on Wednesday they rose to 62'0° 
and on Friday to 619°. The duration of bright sunshine was estimated at 33} hours,10 of which fell on 
Saturday. N.W. and W.S.W. winds predominated. The rainfall was ‘121 inch on four days, ‘070 inch 
falling on Friday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°027 inches. The highest reading (30°292) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29°737) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°9°, being 0°3 over the average for the corres- © 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903, The temperature was highest on Friday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 60°7°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 36:09 ‘he mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48°19, © 
and of the Wet Bulb 45°3°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshiné for the week was 30:7 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured ‘150 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°6%, the maximum 60:99, 
and the minimum 33°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 55'7°, the minimum 37:0°, 
and the mean 47°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 554°, the minimum 36-09, 
and the mean 46°9°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:05 inch; at Glasgow 0°47 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0°06 inch.*

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
251—125 boys and 126 girls; and the deaths to 178—87 males and 91 females. 


DEATHS. | 
The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 24:5 in every 
1,000 of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted 
nto public institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 23°] per 1,000. 
During the eighteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28'2, and 
was 1°7 beiow the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903. 
The total deaths (178) registered include 4 {rom measles, one from influenza, 11 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and one death from diarrhea; in the 3 weeks

The deaths attributed to tuberculous disease numbered 34, namely——5 from tuberculous | 
phthisis, 17 from phthisis,2 from tuberculous meningitis, 3 from tuberculous peritonitis, 
and 7 deaths from other forms of the disease. ' : 

Lobar pneumonia caused one death, and 8 deaths were due to broncho-pneumonia, 
an equal number being caused by pneumonia, 

One death from carcinoma and 3 deaths from cancer, malignant disease, were recorded. 

Of 14 deaths due to diseases of the brain and nervous system, 7 (all of infants under | 
one year) were ascribed to convulsions. | 

Thirty-one deaths, including 9 deaths from apoplexy, hemiplegia, were referred to 
diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

Bronchitis caused 15 deaths. 3 

Five deaths were due to accidental causes ; one of these, that of a child 3 years of age, 
was caused by accidental burns. fe 

In 5 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 3 children under 5 
years of age (of whom 2 were infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (38 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old), 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 4 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 100 years. 

Sixty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District caleulated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VIT.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 23'1 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 243 (North City Districts, 273 ; South, 21°2}, and in the Suburbs, 18°99. 

Ine deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 2°5 (31 in the North City Districts, wand 1°8 in the South), | 
and for the Suburbs, 2°4 per 1,000. 

No 1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate 
of 27°6 per 1,000. ‘The deaths include one from measles, 3 from tuberculous disease, one from broncho- 
pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and one death from accidental violence. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—Ihe deaths (24) are equal to an annuai rate of 320 
per 1,000. There was one death from enteric fever, phthisis caused 2 deaths, there were 3 deaths 
from broncho-pneumonia, one death from pneumonia, and one death was due to burns.

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
7th May, 1904:— © . ie 

“The first week of May, 1904, proved unsettled, windy, and at times rainy. On Sunday, the Ist, a large 
and deep atmospheric depression advanced eastwards over the British Isles, its centre crossing Scotland 
in the course of the following night. In Dublin the disturbance caused a fresh S.W. gale at midday of 
Sunday, the strong wind raising clouds of dust. After 2 p.m. rain fell heavily to the amount of ‘400 inch, 
and the wind moderated without veering much. At night a westerly gale sprang up. The weather 
improved in the course of Monday as a secondary depression moved eastward over the S. of Ireland and 
St. George’s Channel. Temperature now fell very low at night, but many hours of sunshine on Monday 
(12) and on Tuesday (13) raised the day temperatures. In the course of Wednesday the sky remained 
cloudy in Dublin and the wind backed to S.E. in front of a new depression, which brought a downpour 
of rain to this city on Thursday morning (‘591 inch to 9 am.) After 3 p.m. of that day, cirrus cloud 
cleared off from S.W., but a secondary depression caused a brief galeat night. On Friday morning the 
primary was central off the N.W. of Ireland, in which region the barometer was slightly under 29'5 inches 
at8am. As the day advanced N.E. winds sprang up, as the centre of lowest pressure travelled south- 
eastwards. This led to a considerable reduction of temperature and Saturday was very cold, with fresh 
N.E. to N. winds and, in the afternoon, showers of cold rain and hail. In Dublin the mean atmospheria 
pressure was 29°784 inches, the barometer ranging from 29'502 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, S.W.), to 
30°'143 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, E.S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 49°0°, the 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 481°. The screened thermometer rose to 613° on 
Sunday, but fell to 396° on Wednesday. The duration of bright sunshine was estimated at 41'5 hours, of 
which 13 fell on Tuesday and 120n Monday. Winds were variable, W. predominating. Rain fell on five 
days to the amount of 1°089 inches, “400 inch being measured on Sunday and ‘591 inch on Wednesday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°806 inches. ‘The highest reading (30-158) was cn 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°505) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind S.S. W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 46°7°, being 0°35 under the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 57°5°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:99 The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°69, 
and of the Wet Bulb 43°4°. The mean humidity of the air was +79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 42:0 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured ‘713 inch. A 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49:0%, the maximum 63°99, 
and the minimum 39°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 60°3°, the minimum 35:'0°, 
and the mean 46°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 55:7°, the minimum 36°69, 
and the mean 452°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°55 inch; at (ilasgow 1°66 
inches ; and at Edinburgh 0°96 inch,*

One death each from croupous pneumonia and broncho-pneumonia occurred, and 6 
deaths were registered from pneumonia, 

The total deaths (32) from tuberculous disease include 6 deaths from tuberculous 
phthisis, 13 from phthisis, 3 from tuberculous meningitis, 2 from tuberculous peritonitis, 
one from tabes mesenterica, and 7 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

Five deaths from carcinoma, one death from sarcoma, and 6 deaths from cancer, 
malignant disease, were registered. J 

Of 15 deaths assigned to diseases of the brain and nervous system, 8 (all of infants 

under one year old) were due to convulsions. ; } 

Of 17 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, 4 were attributed to 
valvular disease, ‘* endocarditis.” 4 

Bronchitis caused the deaths of 20 persons. 

Two deaths from accidental circumstances were registered. 

In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under one 
year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. .- 

Fifty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (27 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month old), 
and 52 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 5 were octogenarians, and 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 92 and 99 
years respectively. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and Vile} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 21°6 per 1,900, the rate in 
the City was 245 (North City Districts, 25°6 ; South, 23'4), and in the Suburbs, 11°6. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area egual anannualrate of 2°3 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 2°7 (38 in the North City Districts, and 1°5 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 1'2 per 1,000. 

N9,1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—Tnhe deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate 
of 22°1 per 1,000. Whooping-cough, influenza, and enteric fever, each caused one death; phthisis 
caused 2 deaths, tuberculous phthisis caused one death, pneumonia caused one death, and bronchitis 
caused 2 deaths. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 266 
per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, tuberculous disease caused 2 deaths, and 
bronchitis caused five deaths. P 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 242 
per 1,000. Measles, whooping-cough, and influenza, each caused one deuth, and there was one death 
from pneumonia. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 346 per 
1,000. Measles, whooping-cough and diphtheria, each caused one death ; there were 4 deaths from 
phthisis ; there was one death from tuberculous meningitis, there were 2 deaths from pneumonia, 2 
deaths from bronchitis, and one death from accidental violence. : 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 10°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, part of, 52; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 391.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 14th May, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

Seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 3 were discharged, 
‘and 17 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Seven cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 14 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 51* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

One case of typhus remained in hospital at the end of the week. 

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, there was one 
death, and 24 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

One case of enteric fever was admitted to hospital, 4 cases were discharged, there 
was one death, and 28 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 8 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 5 patients were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 22 cases remained 
under treatment at the end of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General _ 


with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
14th May, 1904 :— 


“Tn the course of this week the season passed from winter to summer, Sunday was very cold for the 
time of year, the mean temperature being only 43°8°, and the range being from 57°5° to 510°. Showers 
of hail and ‘graupel’ fell at frequent intervals ; there was a bitter N. wind, and the afterncon closed in 
gloomy and wet. This unseasonable weather was related to the presence of a baric depression over Great 
Britain and the North Sea. This system governed the-weather till Tuesday, when it drifted away to 
the Baltic and partially filled up. On Wednesday a ridge of high atmospheric pressure spread north- 
wards over Great Britain, while gradients for southerly winds became established over Ireland. With 
a S.W. wind on Thursiay a sudden and marked rise of temperature took place—at 9 a.m. the reading 
was 696° in Dublin, during the day the thermometer rose to 688°, the highest shade temperature 
recorded in this city since August 30,1903. Friday was also warm, though not so warm as Thursday, 
but asteep thermometric gradient between the Welsh and Irish eoasts of St. George’s Channel caused 
much foggy cloud on the Dublin Mountains and a dull, leaden sky until midday. At Holyhead and 
Pembroke the thermometer did not rise above 52° on Thursday owing to fog, whereas 67° was reached 
at Birr and 69°0° (68°83) in Dublin. Saturday, at first blustering and showery, proved brilliantly fine after- 
wards, a clear cool evening closing the week. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°910 
inches, pressure ranging between 29°634 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.), and 30°072 inches at 9 p.m. 
of Thursday (wind, §.W.). The corrected mean temperarure was 520°, the mean dry bulb reading at 
9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 510°. The screened thermometers fell to 37°52 on Sunday and rose to 68°8% on 
Thursday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 48 hours, 93 falling on Monday and 124 on Saturday. The 
prevailing winds were—at first, N. afterwards §8.W. Rain fell on four days but only toe the amount of 
‘107 inch, ‘081 inch being measured on Sunday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 


the barometer during the week was 29°915 inches. ‘The highest reading (30-095) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°642) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N. 

The mean temperature for the week was 49°7°, being 2°1 above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. ‘The temperature was highest on Thursday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 67°0°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 35:42 ‘ke mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49-09, 
and of the Wet Bulb 464°. The mean humidity of the air was -83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 48°6 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured ‘145 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°7°, the maximum 69-99, 
and the minimum 34°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°4°, the minimum 35°'8°, 
and the mean 48°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56°5°, the minimum 32°89, 
and the mean 45°7°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°29 inch; at Glasgow 0°63 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 1:09 inches,*

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METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., ¥.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
2ist May, 1904 :— 


“Generally seasonable and favourable weather was enjoyed this week. The most remarkable feature 
of the period was an extraordinary heat-wave which passed rapidly northeastwards from the Peninsula 
to Belgium and Germany in the courseof Monday and Tuesday. OnSunday morning a baric depression 
(29°37 inches) was central in the Shetlands, and gradients for westerly winds were steep over the British 
Isles. Fine, cool weather prevailed. Towards evening the wind fell light and shifted to S.E. with a clear 
sky. These changes depended on the approach of a new depression from low southern latitudes. With 
it came a heat-wave, which on Monday sent the thermometer up to 99° at Biarritz (where the 8 a.m, — 
reading was 82°), 91° at Rochefort, 87° at Lyons, 80° in Paris, 73° in London, and 70° evenin Dublin. On 
Tuesday the chief maxima were 86° at Frankfurt, 83° at Belfort, 81° in Berlin, and 80° in Paris. Mean- 
while fresh W. and N.W, winds brought a sudden fall of temperature to the British Isles and afterwards 
to the Continent. Hail showers fell in Dublin on Tuesday, and the next two days were decidedly cool 
and breezy, but with much bright sunshine—Dublin had 21 hours between the two days, London had 24 
hours and Bath had 27. On Thursday and Friday a large depression passed eastwards across Northern 
Europe, while an area of high barometer moved northeastward across the British Isles. As its centre 
passed, the barometer fell steadily, the wind shifted to EH. and the weather became cool, cloudy and 
generally unsettled on Saturday owing to the approach of a shallow depression from France and the Bay — 
of Biscay. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'934 inches, the range of pressure being 
from 29°684 inches at 4p.m. of Monday (wind, 8.W..) to 30°233 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, S.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 52°3°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 51°32. 
Temperature in the screen ranged from 69°62 on Monday to 41'9° on ae The duration of bright 
sunshine was estimated at 51 hours, of which 11} fell on Wednesday. Rain fell on 4 days to the amount 
of °143 inch, ‘017 inch being measured on Friday.’ 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:994 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°239) was on 
- Thursday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°724) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 493°, being 0:4 under the average for the corres« 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 65°5°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33°12 The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49-9 
and of the Wet Bulb 45:°9°, The mean humidity of the air was °75, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 56°7. 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured ‘136 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54:0°, the maximum 72°69 
and. the minimum 39°2°; at Glasgow* the maximum was 59°8°, the minimum 40:29 
and the mean 50°2°;.and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68:79, the minimum 39:79, 
and the mean 49°5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°35 inch; at Glasgow 0°38 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0:04 inch.f

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METEOROLOGY. a 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TaBvE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.B.MET.SOCc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
28th May, 1904 :— ; 


“ At first changeable, the weather became very fine in Ireland on Tuesday and so continued with but 
slight interruption on Thursday. In the South of England, on the contrary, if was chiefly dull and 
unsettled—particularly in the London district and valley of the Thames, where thunderstorms occurred — 
on Friday, Oxford peuting 1:39 inches of rain. Sunday broke gloomy and damp in Dublin, and some 
distant thunder was heard shortly after midday. By Monday morning a large, but not deep, atmospheric 
depression had arrived off the N.W. of Ireland and W, of Scotland. This system caused fresh 8.W. winds 
me) showers or (in places) heavy rain. In Dublin about one-fifth of an inch‘ of rain fell on 
Tuesday morning, but the weather became fair and bright as the day advanced and the evening 
was summerlike. On Wednesday a depression formed over the Bay of Biscay, and it was this 
disturbance which afterwards brought dull close thundery weather to southern England in the second 
half of the week. In Irelund light northerly winds or calms were accompanied by clearer skies and — 
finer weather. Friday was fine and warm in Dublin, with much bright sunshine, and on Saturday also — 
there was continuous sunshine from 9 a.m. till5 p.m. The evening of that day proved cloudy, and at 
10 p.m. there was some fog. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°884 inches, pressure 
ranging between 29690 inches at 9 am. of Tuesday (wind, S.W.) to 30°092 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 540°, a figure which also represents the mean dry 
bulb temperature of the week at 9 a.m.and9p.m. The screened thermometers rose to 65'7° on Tuesday 
and fell to 43°5° on Wednesday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 34} hours, 10; hours falling on Tuesday. — 
Rain fell in measurable quantity on 3 rainy days to the amount of ‘245 inch, ‘210 inch being recorded one 
Monday. S.W. and afterwards N.E. winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°882 inches. ‘The highest reading (30-096) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°685) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.\V. 

The mean temperature for the week was 50:5°, being 0°5 above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. Both extremes of temperature—highest, 62:7 ; 
lowest, 34°9—-were recorded on Wednesday. ‘ke mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 
52°1° and of the Wet Bulb 49°9°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1°0.' The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 36°6— 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured ‘195 inch. > 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 57:3°, the maximum 75:19 
and -the minimum 46°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 74°'6°, the minimum 37:5? 
and the mean 52°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 67:9°, the minimum 40°59, 
and the mean 49°9°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°30 inch; at Glasgow 0°69 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0°45 inch.*

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasuE II.) : 


_ Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.¢.P.1., F.B.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
4th June, 1904 :— : 


“With the exception of a violent rainstorm in the early morning hours of Wednesday, June 1, the 
weather was beautifully fine and seasonably warmintTreland. Less favourable conditions prevailed in 
the south-east of England, where the skies were clouded after Sunday until Friday. On Sunday 
atmospheric pressure was uniform and tolerably high over the British Isles, the barometer at & a.m. 
ranging only from 30°20 inches at Aberdeen to 3)'00 inches at Valentia, Co. Kerry. Consequently, quiet: 
fine weather was general, Dublin getting some 12? hours of bright sunshine. By Monday morning a. 
large but shallow depression had formed over the Bay of Biscay and ‘was.spreading northward and 
eastward. This system brought clouds, thunderstorms and rain to the greater part of England ; and 
Ireland also suffered from a temporary break in the weather. At 8 a.m. of Tuesday the lowest reading 
of the barometer was 29°69 inches at Scilly, and there were three secondary areas of low pressure central 
respectively near Holyhead, over the Thames valley, and over Alsace-Lorraine. In the following 24 hours 
a considerable change took place, and at 8 a.m. of Wednesday a large V.-shsped depression stretched: 
_ from 'N.N.W. to &.S.E. across Great Britain. With the coming of a N.W. wind to Jreland a downpour of 

rain occurred on the E. coast of this country—falls of an inch or upwards being recorded at Donaghadee, 
in and near Dublin, and in the County Wicklow, ‘The sky soon cleared after this rainstorm, and almost 
continuous sunshine held during the last 3 days of the week, in connection with an anticyclone of 
-considerable size and staying power. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30'109 inches, 
pressure ranging from 29°807 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.N.E.) to 30327 inches at 9 a.m. of 
‘Saturday (wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 57°9°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 

and 9 p.m. was 56°6°. The screened thermometers fell to 48°12 on Thursday and rose to 710° on Saturday. 
Bright sunshine was estimated at 69? hours, 164 hours falling on Saturday. N.E. winds were dominant.

Rain fell on 2 days to the amount of 1:102 inches, 1092 inches being recorded on Tuesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°117 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°325) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind E.,, and the lowest (29°812) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind E.N.E, — 

The mean temperature for the week was 56:2°, being 35° above the average for the corres= 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. Both extremes of temperature—highest, 68°79 ; 
lowest,. 41°8°--were recorded on Saturday. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 
55°1° and of the Wet Bulb 52°4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. |The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 67°9 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured 1'150 inches. i 

At Greenwich the’ mean temperature for the week was 56:0°, the maximum 68°89 
and the minimum 43:9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum. was 69°4°, the minimum 41°72, 
and the mean 53°4°. ‘The rainfall. at Edinburgh measured 107 inches,*

‘The deaths from certain epidemic diseases [registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1'1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fifteen of the districts to 69 in Armagh. Among the 130 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 4 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, 
one from simple continued fever, 2 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhoeal diseases. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
202—106 boys and 96 girls; and the deaths to 143—77 males and 66 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 19°7 in every 
1,000 of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted 
into pubic institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 18°3 per 1,000. 
During the twenty-three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26°9, 


and was 16 beiow the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 
1894-1903.

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One death was registered from each of the following diseases—measles, scarlet fever, 
influenza, whooping-cough, cerebro-spinal fever, and enteric fever. Not one death was 
registered from small-pox, typhus, or from diarrheal diseases. ‘The deatbs registered 
in the 8 weeks preceding from whooping-cough were 5, 4, and 9, and from enteric fever 
were 3, one, and 2, respectively. 

One death from broncho-pneumonia and 12 deaths from pneumonia were recorded, — 

The deaths due to tuberculous disease include 8 from tuberculous phthisis, 22 from 
phthisis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, 4 from tuberculous peritonitis, 3 from tabes| 
mesenterica, and 5 from other forms of the disease. . 

Two deaths were ascribed to carcinoma, and 7 to cancer, malignant disease. 

Prematurity caused the deaths of 5 infants. | 

Of 8 deaths assigned to diseases of the brain and nervous system, 3 were caused by 
meningitis. 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels accounted for 21 of the deaths registered 
during the week. 

There were 14 deaths from bronchitis. | 

Of 2 deaths attributed to accidental causes, one was of a child, under 5 years of age, 
from burns. 

In 5 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,’’ there having been no medical 

attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 4 children under 5 
years of age (including 3 infants under one year old) and the death of one person aged 
80 years. 
' Thirty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (18 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old),, 
and 31 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 12 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 4 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other) 
public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. - 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VII.] , 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 18°3 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 192 (North City Districts, 176 ; South, 208), and in the Suburbs, 15°2. 

‘The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal anannualrate of 0°6 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 0°7 (0'3 in the North City Districts, and 1°l in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 0'0 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate 
of 18°4 per 1,000. One death from enteric fev>r and 2 deaths from tuberculous disease of the lungs 
‘were registered, also 3 deaths from bronchitis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 266 
per 1,000. There were 5 deaths from tuberculous disease and 2 deaths from pneumonia ; also one 
accidental death was registered, ‘ 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (8) are equivalent to an annual rate of 139 
per 1,000. Of 8 deaths which occurred 4 are stated to have been due to phthisis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (7) represent an annual rate of 116 per 
1,000. There were 2 deaths from pneumonia registered. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :— Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of, 31:2 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 
1, part of, 00; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 17°7 per 
1,000. The total (13) includes one death from whooping-cough, 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, 
and 4 deaths from bronchitis. 5 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°7 per 
1,000, One death from scarlet fever, 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, and one death from pneumonia, 
are included in the total. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest)—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 24°9 per 
1,000. Influenza caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths, pneumonia caused 2 deaths, 
and bronchitis 4 deaths ; one death from accident was also registered. 

No.4 South City District(Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 178 
per 1,000. There was one death from measles, tuberculous disease caused 4 deaths, there was one 
death from broncho-pneumonia, and there were 2 deaths from bronchitis. 

New Kilmainham VDistrict—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 17'6 per 1,000. 

Uroan Disiricis.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 157 ; Pembroke, 16:0 ; Blackrock, 179; and Kingstown, 11'8. There were 
no deaths from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts. Of the 10 deaths 
from all causes tabulated to Rathmines and Rathgar,3 were from tuberculous disease of the lungs, 
one from cerebro-spinal fever, and 3 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. The 8 deaths 
from all causes tabulated to Pembroke include 2 from phthisis and 2 from pneumonia. The 3 deaths 
tabulated to Blackrock were all from tuberculous disease of the lungs.

From this it appears that :— 

Six cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 12 were discharged, 
and 32 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Six cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 9 cases were discharged, there 
was one death, and 35* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, and 15 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 4 cases were discharged, and 
94 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 10 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 6 patients were discharged, there, was one death, and 22 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. ;

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations sce TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.B.MET.80C., has favoured the Registrar-General _ 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
18th June, 1904 :—. 

This was an unsettled period, characterised by strong and squally S.and S.W. winds, clouds, and con-= 
siderable falls of rain from time to time. Already on Sunday morning an Atlantic atmospheric depression — 
was spreading northward and eastward over Irelard, in which country the sky became clouded and the 
weather showery and squally as the day advanced. By 8am. of Monday the barometer was down to 
29°69 inches at Blacksod Point and Malin Head and rain had fallen generally in Ireland and Wales, as 
well as at some Scottish stations. Near Dublin this day proved fine, bright and warm—the thermometer 
rising to 701° in the screen—in London a maximum of 73° was recorded. A second larger and deeper | 
depression arrived off the West of Ireland on Tuesday morning, travelling ina north-easterly direction. - 
This system caused rain in all parts of the British Isles, but the measurements were largest in the S. & W. 
of Ireland, Roche's Point recording 58 inch, Valentia ‘87 inch, and Blacksod Point ‘95 inch on Wednesday 
morning. At 6 p.m. of Tuesday the barometer was down to 29:05 inches at the last named station, — 
Scareely had this disturbance passed off, when a third depression reached the N.W. of Ireland causing 
fresh to strong gales from S.W. in many parts. The barometer sank to 2901 inches at 6 p.m. of Thursday — 
in the Shetlands. It was not till Friday evening that the wind veered in Ireland towards N.W. in the 
rear of a small secondary disturbance which caused a considerable rainfall on the afternoon of the day 
named. The barometer stood high on Saturday, but the sky continued to wear an unsettled appearance ~ 
and temperature was low for the season. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°807 inches, 
the range being from 30°089 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, SS.E.) to 29°292 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday — 
(wind, S.). The corrected mean temperature was 582°, the mean dry bulb reading at$am.and 9 p.m, 
being 575°. On Monday the screened thermometers rose to 701°, on Saturday they fell to 481°, Bright 
sunshine was estimated at 43 hours, |13 falling on Thursday. Southerly to Westerly winds prevailed. — 
Rain fell on four days to the amount of ‘400 inch, ‘160 inch being registered on Friday. 5 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of — 
the barometer during the week was 29°812 inches. ‘he highest reading (30-092) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29:291) on Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind S, 

The mean temperature for the week was 56:3°, being 25° above the average for the corres- _ 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. ‘The temperature was highest on Monday, on ~ 
which day the thermometer registered 67°7° and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury — 
having fallen to 43-7°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°3° and of the Wet 
Bulb 52:7°. The mean humidity of the air was 78, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 40°4 hours. The rainfall _ 
during the week measured “725 inch. | ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59°6¥, the maximum 74:09, — 
and the minimum 47°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 67°8°, the minimum 45°0°, and” 
the mean 55°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 62°7°, the minimum 41°89, — 
and the mean 53°6°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°27 inch; at Glasgow 0.63 


inch; and at Edinburgh 0°53 inch*

The deaths include one from measles, one from influenza, 3 from diphtheria, and one 
from cerebro-spinal fever. There was not one death from small-pox, chicken-pox, 
scarlet fever, typhus, whooping-cough, enteric fever, or diarrhoea. In the 3 weeks pre- 
ceding, deaths from measles were &, one, and 2, respectively. One death from tetanus 
was recorded, 

Croupous pneumonia caused 2 deaths, broncho-pneumonia caused 6 deaths, and 6 
deaths were attributed to pneumonia. 

The deaths due to tuberculosis were as follow :—-4 from tuberculous phthisis, 19 from 
phthisis, 7 from tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of the disease. 

Four deaths were attributed to carcinoma, 2 to sarcoma, and 4 to cancer, malignant 
disease. 

One infant prematurely born, died. 

Five deaths of infants under one year from convulsions are included in the 12 deaths 
attributed to diseases of the brain and nervous system.

Of 3 deaths due to accidental causes 2 were caused by vehicles and horses. 

In 3 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 2 children under 
one year old. | 

Thirty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (18 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), 
and 41 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 9 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) each of whom were stated to 
have been aged 90 years. . 

Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the weck occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. s

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METEOROLOGY. . 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasuE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
25th June, 1904 :— 

“Although often cloudy and chiefly cool, the weather was fine and dry until Friday afternoon, from 
which time to the end of the week it was showery. Up to Thursday baric gradients were steep for | 
westerly to north-westerly winds owing to the presence of atmospheric depressions over the Norwegian > 
Sea and Scandinavia, together with a tendency to antieyclonic conditions over the Bay of Biscay and 
France. On Tuesday afternoon the sky cleared for the time being and there were several hours of 
sunshine. Next day there was scarcely any sunshine except from 8to9a.m. Thursday was very fine, 
bright and summerlike, the strong sunshine sending the thermometer ay to 66'8° in the screen. On the 
morning of that day an anticyclone was central over Ireland, Wales, the 8.W. of England, Normandy and 
Brittany, and the clearing of the sky appeared to be brought about by a warm S.W. current along the 
western face of the anticyclone.: A large area of low barometric pressure arrived off the West of Ireland 
on Friday morning. It gradually deepened and travelled eastward. Showers fell both with the southerly 
winds in front of the centre and with the northerly winds in its rear and thunderstorms occurred in the 
North of Ireland and of England. The afternoons of both Friday and Saturday were dull and rainy at 
intervals. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°063 inches, the range being from 30'393 
inches at 9a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.N.W.) and 29°680 inches at midnight of Friday (wind, W.N.W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 57°2°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m.and 9 p.m, was 55'8°, 
The screened thermometers rose to 66'8° on Thursday, having fallen to 50°9° on Tuesday. Bright sunshine 
was estimated at 293 hours, 11 having fallen on Thursday. Rain fell on 3 days to the amount of ‘179 inch, 
101 inch being recorded on Saturday. W.N.W. winds were the most prevalent.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:074 inches. The highest reading (30°408) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°623) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

_. The mean temperature for the week was 554°, being 0-7° below the average for the corres- 
‘ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Sunday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 64°3° and was lowest on Friday, the mercury 
having fallen to 46-8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 54:2° and of the Wet 
Bulb 51:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation being represented 

by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 24°6 hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured ‘180 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58°6°, the maximum 76:19, 
and the minimum 44°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 62:0°, the minimum 46°5°, and 
the mean 548°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61°3°, the minimum 45°49, 
and the mean 53°0°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°17 inch; at Glasgow 0.62 

~ inch; and at Edinburgh 0°75 inch*

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.S80C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 


2nd July, 1904 :— 


“ Pleasant, bright, summerlike weathey characterised the closing week of the first half of the year 1904. 
At the beginning a cool N.W. wind prevailed as part of the circulation round a low pressure area central 
over the South of Sweden and the Baltic Sea. The cold culminated on Monday night, in the course of 
which the sheltered thermometer sank to 34° at Wick and Nairn in the North of Scotland, to 35° at 
Nottingham, 38° at Aberdeen, 43° at Leith, and 44° at Oxford. Even in Dublin, where the minimum ~ 
occurred early on Monday morning so low a temperature as 451° was recorded in the screen. Oa 
Wednesday a gradual fall of the barometer in tlie West brought gradients for southerly winds, so that — 
a very decided rise of the thermometer took place—first in Ireland, afterwards throughout Great Britain. 
The atmosphere at the same time became hazy and thick. On the day named the thermometer rose to 
71°4° in Dublin and 77° in London and at Nottingham. Thursday was still warmer—72'0® being reached in 
Dublin and 78° in London, and as far north as Leith and Nairn, in Scotland. The decrease of aime 
pressure soon became brisker and at 8am. of Friday a depression, in which the barometer was as low as 
29:40 inches, lay off the N.W. of Ireland. This system caused showers and squalls from 8.W. or W. to the © 
end of the week, but there were still long intervals of bright, dry weather. In Dublin the mean 
atmospheric pressure was 29'925 inches, the highest recorded reading of the barometer at 9 a.m. or 9 p.m, 
being 30164 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, calm), the lowest being 29'635 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday 
(wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 58'1°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 582°. The screened thermometer fell to 45°12 on Monday, but rose to 720° on Thursday. Bright 
sunshine was estimated at 76} hours, of which 13 fell on Monday and 12on Wednesday. The rainfall was 
068 inch on three days, 032 inch being measured on Thursday. The prevalent winds were N.W. and §.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during’the week was 29°937 inches. The highest reading (30°174) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°640) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. ; 

The mean temperature for the week was 548°, being 43° below the average for the correse 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on W ednesday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 70°1° and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 36-4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57-0° and of the Wet 
Bulb 520°. Themean humidity of the air was ‘73, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 74°2 hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured ‘140 inch. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59:7°, the maximum 73:99, 
and the minimum 44°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 75°5°, the minimum 38'9°, and 
the mean 57:2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 72°8°, the minimum 41:39, 
and the mean 54°19. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°15 inch; at Glasgow 0°46 
inch; and at Edinburgh 0:23 inch*

there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 2nd 
July, 1904, 2,902 births—1,418 boys and 1,484 girls—being equal to an annual 
‘ratio of 1 in 32:6, or 30-6 in every 1,000 of the population.

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last 
quarter was 845, representing an annual mortality of 22:4 in every 1,000 of the 
population; and the number in the South City districts was 834, equivalent to a 
rate of 23:4 per 1,000. In the urban districts the number of deaths registered was 
369; being equal to an annual death-rate of 17-2 in every 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered in London during the same period was 17,171—a 
number equal to an annual rate of mortality of 14:8 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants : 
in Glasgow the number was 3,721, equal to 18-6 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh, | 


1,421, affording an annual death-rate of 17-1 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population. 


Diseases._The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases} registered 
in the Dublin Registration Area during last quarter was 150, being 43 under the 
number for the preceding quarter; and the annual rate per 1,000 of the population 


represented by the deaths from these diseases was 1:6, being 0:4 below the rate for 
the preceding three months. 


Small-pox.—There is no report of death from small-pox from the Registrars of 
the Dublin Registration Area for the June quarter of 1904; the last fatality from 
small-pox was registered in the September Quarter of 1903. 


Measles.—The deaths from measles, whlch number 32, are 12 above the average 
for the corresponding quarterly period of the preceding ten years ; they are also in 
excess of the deaths (19) registered from this disease in the quarter preceding. 

From Table I. it appears that 25 cases of measles were under. treatment in 
hospitals at the close of March quarter ; that 144 patients were admitted, 95 were 
discharged, 13 died, and 61 were under treatment in hospitals at the close of the 
‘June quarter of 1904. Of the 32 deaths registered from measles, 12 appertained to 
‘North City No. 3 District; and-9 to North City No. 2. : : 


Scarlet Fever.-The deaths from scarlet fever registered in the period under 
‘notice were 7 in number ; in the three quarterly periods preceding the deaths regis- 
tered were 6, 10, and 8 respectively.

.., Influenza.—The deaths directly attributed to “influenza,” in number 24, are less 
‘than 50-per cent. of the average for the corresponding period of the last ten years.

‘Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping-cough constitute nearly 50 per cent.

_ Diphtheria.—The deaths registered from diphtheria (including membranous 
croup), which present an average of 11 for the corresponding quarter of the past 
10 years, numbered 12 in the period now the subject of review. Reference to 
Table I. gives the following information as regards the Hospital statistics. for this 
disease. Of 84 cases under treatment, 65 were admitted during the June quarter, 
10 deaths occurred, 60 patients were discharged, and 14 cases remained under 
treatment at the close of the quarter. 


Enteric Fever.—The deaths which were registered from enteric fever were 16 in 
number. In the three quarterly periods preceding, deaths from this cause were 
15, 28, and 380 respectively, and the average for the corresponding quarterly period 
of the years 1894 to 1903 was 24. From Table I, it may be seen that 29 cases 
of enteric fever were in the Dublin hospitals under treatment at the beginning of 
the quarter, 86 cases were admitted for treatment, 57 cases were discharged, 8 
fatalities occurred, and 50 cases remained under treatment at the close of the 
quarter. Of the 16 deaths 9 were assigned to North City Districts, 4 to South 
City Districts, 2 to the Urban Districts, and one death of a person admitted to 
hospital from without the Dublin Registration Area occurred. 


Diarrheal Diseases.—Two deaths were tabulated to epidemic diarrhoea, epidemic 
enteritis, and 8 to diarrhea, «lysentery. 


There were registered during the quarter 2 deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
2 deaths from simple, continued, or ill-defined fever, 7 deaths from erysipelas, 2 deaths 
from septicemia (not puerperal), and 2 deaths from pyemia (not puerperal.) 
_ Pnewmonia.—Deaths from epidemic pneumonia, pneumonic fever (1), croupous 
pneumonia (8), broncho-pneumonia (56), and pnewmonia, not otherwise defined (105), 
have been registered during the quarter. 


Tuberculosis.—The deaths attributed to the various forms of tuberculous affections 
amounted to 470, representing a rate of 5-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population of 
the Dublin Registration Area, and form 21-6 per cent of the aggregate deaths which 

were registered during the period. In other words, it may be said that for every 
5 deaths registered one was from tuberculous disease. The deaths included 84 
registered as tuberculous phthisis, 220 as phthisis, 43 from tuberculous meningitis, 
17 from tuberculous peritonitis, 14 from tabes mesenterica, and 92 from déther forms 
of the disease. 

Excluding deaths in institutions of those admitted from outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the rate for the pulmonary form of the disease (tuberculous 
phthisis and phthisis) is 3-0 per 1,000 for the whole area; 3-1 per 1,000 for North — 
Dublin City, 3-5 per 1,000 for South Dublin City, and 2:1 per 1,000 for the 
Urban Districts. ! 


Cancer, Malignant Disease.—Of 98 deaths, 35 were attributed to carcinoma, 7 to 
sarcoma, and 56 to cancer, malignant disease. 


Diseases of the Nervous System.—Of the 171 deaths from diseases of the nervous 
system, 59 were due to convulsions, 58 being of children under 5 years of age, of 
which number 49 were infants under 1 year old ; there were 41 deaths from meningitis 
(not tuberculous), 15 deaths from. insanity, or general paralysis of the insane, and 
13 deaths from epilepsy. te Oo 


Diseases of the Heart and Blood Vessels.—The deaths which were registered as 
having been caused by diseases of the heart or blood vessels numbered 305; these 
include 56 deaths from valvular heart disease, endocarditis, and 3 deaths from 
aneurysin. 
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Resprratory System.—There were 235 deaths from bronchitis registered amongst 
the deaths from respiratory diseases. | ‘ 


Accidental Deaths.—The deaths attributed to accidental violence numbered 31, 
__ and included 11 (8 of children under 5 years) from burns, scalds, or explosions, and

In 71 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 71 cases, 48, or 67°6 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 48 deaths form 8-0 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 116 infants under one 


month old registered, there were 23 (or 19°8 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 


From Table II, on. 4. 4280, it will be seen that, excluding 124 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration

Ages —Of the 2,172 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Regis- 
ation Area during the quarter, 603 were under 5 years of age, this number being 
squal to an annual mortality of 63:2 in every 1,000 childremat that age (according 
40 the Census of 1901); 207 were between the ages of 5 and 20, representing an 
annual rate of 7°8 per 1,000 persons of that age period ; the total number under 20 
years being equal to an annual mortality of 22°4 per 1,000 of the population at that

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.0.P.I., F.R.MET.S0c., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
9th July, 1904 :— 


“At first cloudy, showery and somewhat squally, the weather improved in the middle of the week, 
becoming bright, warm and summerlike, and so continued to the end. On Sunday morning an 
atmospheric depression was central to the northward of the Hebrides, and in the course of the day some 
local secondaries passed eastward across the British Isles, causing heavy showers in many places and 
thunder in parts of England and Scotland. On Monday another depression approached Scotland from 
the Atlantic, causing the wind to back to 8.W. and freshen, with clouds and a renewal of showers. This 
disturbance had reached the Shetlands by Tuesday morning, and an improvement in the weather took 
place as it travelled away. Yet a third depression arrived off the N.W. of Scotland on Wednesday 
morning, but its unsettled weather. affected only the North of Ireland and the greater part of Scotland. 
An anticyclone now spread over Ireland, England and France, so that the weather became bright and 
warm in these countries on-Wednesday. Thursday, however, was dull in the midland counties and south 
of England, whereas Dublin enjoyed some 15 hours of bright sunshine on both Thursday and Friday. 
The latter day was fair and hotin England also. Saturday was cloudy in the morning, but afterwards 
brilliant—in the course of the day electrical clouds appeared in the northern sky and a light easterly sea- 
breeze came in along the coast. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30033 inches—the 
extremes being lowest, 29°862 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.S.W.) ; highest, 30°276 inches at 9 a,m, 
of Saturday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 59°6°,the mean dry bulb reading at 
9a.m. and 9 p.m, being 58°7°. The screened thermometers rose to 738° on Friday, having fallen to 48°0° on 
Thursday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 553 hours, 154 hours falling on Friday and 15 on Thursday. 
age SR two days to the amount of ‘114 inch, ‘059 inch being measured on Monday. The prevalent wind 
was W.N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 307102 inches. The highest reading (30°294) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°88!) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 
_ The mean temperature for the week was 57°2°, being 1°3° below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Saturday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 71:29 and was lowest on ‘Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 42°4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°4° and of the Wet 
Bulb 53°69. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 53°5 hours. ‘The rainfall 
during the week measured ‘120 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 63°2°, the maximum 82:29, 
and the minimum 49°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 63°2°, the minimum 48°0°, and 
the mean 55°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68°5°, the minimum 46:89, 
and the mean 55°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°22 inch; at Glasgow 0:48 
inch; and at Edinburgh 0:15 inche*

Twenty-two cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 24 were 
discharged, 4 died, and 77 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Nine cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 10 cases were discharged, 
and 5(* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 4 were discharged, and 19 cares 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Five cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 4 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 50 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week.

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F-R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 


with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
16th July, 1904 :— 


“Although somewhat changeable from Tuesday, the weather was summerlike and seasonable. On 
Sunday the barometer was uniformly high all over the British Isles—the extreme readings at 8 a.m. 
being 30°29 inches at Donaghadee and 30°11 inches at St. Mary’s, Scilly Islands. In the course of the day 
the thermometer rose to 84° in the Thames Valley, but much lower readings were recorded at coast 
stations—in Dublin the highest was 68°. During the ensuing night lightning was seen from Roche’s Point 
and Portland Bill. The barometer soon began to give way in the S. and S.W,, and by Tuesday morning 


a primary depression was found off the Kerry coast while a shallow subsidiary lay over France. Under ~ 


these pressure conditions thunderstorms oecurred—first, over the S.W. of England and W. of Ireland, 
afterwards over nearly the whole of England and Wales—at Bettws-y-Coed ‘76 inch of rain fellin 14 hours 


on Tuesday evening. In Dublin a: heavy electrical shower fell at 2 p.m. of that same day and the clouds 


were seen to change their form rapidly, indicating high electrical tension. A beautiful summer’s day 


followed on Wednesd ay, but on Thursday a ‘new and deeper atmospheric depression appeared off the ~ 


W. of Ireland, travelling northwards and spreading eastwards. This caused squalls or gales on the Irish 
coasts, and an gbundant rainfall followed. A brisk rise of the barometer took place on Friday night, 
which proved clear and cool in Ireland—Saturday was at first fair, then cloudy. In Dublin the mean 


height of the barometer was 29°986 inches, the observed range being from 30°263 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 


(wind, H.N.E.) to 29°666 inches at 9 a,m. of F riday (wind, S.8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 


614°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 60°4%. On Wednesday the screened ther- 


mometers rose to 72° 5°, on Saturday they fell to 50°3°. Bright sunshine was estimated at 45}? hours, of 


which 13 fell on Monday and {14 on Wednesday. EH. and 8.8.W. winds predominated. The rainfall was 


‘377 inch on three days, 319 inch being measured on Friday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of — 
the barometer during the week was 30:002 inches. The highest reading (30°283) was on 


Sunday at 9 a.m., wind E,, and the lowest (29°682) on Friday at 9 a.m,, wind S.W. 
The mean temperature for the week was 58°8°, being 0-1° below the average for the corres- 


ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1908. The temperature was highest on Monday, on ~ 


which day the thermometer registered 71-8° and was lowest also on that day, the mercury 
having fallen to 46:2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58: 8° and of the Wet 
Bulb 56°5°. The mean humidity of the air was -87,, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 46°5 hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured *400 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 68:1", the maximum 85-29, 


and the minimum 53°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 79°3°, the minimum 47:0°, and — 


the mean 61°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 70:2°, the minimum 49-99, 
and the mean 59°79, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:01 inch; at Glasgow 0°49 
inch; and at Edinburgh 0:58 inch,*

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Amongst the deaths registered were 5 from measles, one from influenza, 3 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 4 from epidemic diarrhea, epidemic 
enteritis, and one from diarrhaa. Not one death was registered from small-pox, scarlet 
fever, typhus, or diphtheria, In the 3 weeks preceding, the deatbs registered from 
measles were 2, 2, and 10; from whooping-cough were one, 3, and 3; and from diar- 
rheeal diseases were one, 5, and 2, respectively. 

Three deaths from broncho-pnenmonia and & ceaths from pneumonia were registered, 

The deaths from tuberculous disease (24) comprise 4 from tuberculous phthisis, 10 
from phthisis, 3 from tuberculous meningitis, 2 from tuberculous peritonitis, one from 
tabes mesenterica, one from scrofula, and 3 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

Two deaths were attributed to cancer, malignant disease. 

Premature birth was assigned as the cause of 3 deaths. 

Of 10 deaths classified to diseases of the brain and nervous system, 8 (all of infants 
under one year old) were due to convulstons. 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels caused 26 deaths. 

There were 8 deaths from bronchitis, 

Of 6 deaths from accidental circumstances, one was on a railway and one was caused 
by an accident in the docks. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was ‘“ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under 
5 years of age (including 4 infants under one year old). n 


Forty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were unde: 
5 years of age (24 being infants under one year, of whom 4 were under one month old), 
and 32 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 13 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations sce Tasix II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General — 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, — 
23rd July, 1904 :— ; 

“Over the greater part of England high summer reigned throughout this week, but in Ireland the 
weather was dull and rainy from Tuesday till Friday inclusive, this unsettled period being ushered in by 
thunder and lightning in many parts of the country on Tuesday. At the beginning of the week an antj- 
cyclone of moderate intensity (302 inches) was central over the British Isles, while a large depression wag 
passing eastwards across the extreme north of Europe. The weather at this time was cold and rainy in 
Norway ; calm, warm and bright in the British Isles and over Franceand Germany. By Tuesday morning 
a large area of relatively low atmospheric pressure reached the 8.W. of Ireland, Cornwall and Brittany, 
and electrical disturbances broke out all over Ireland, Wales and the Cornwall Peninsula. During the 
following 3 days, an area of low barometer hovered cff the West Coast of Ireland, causing variable 
southerly winds, clouds and frequent showers in this country. In England, on the contrary, clear skies 
and hot sunshine prevailed day after day. On Friday night dense fogs formed in the east of Ireland and 
over the Irish Sea and St. George’s Channel. In the course of Saturday the sunshine returned to Ireland, 
but in England the weather became less fair. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30011 
inches, pressure ranging from 30°290 inches at 9 p.m.of Sunday (wind.! N.E.) to 29'858 inches at 9 a.m, of 
Wednesday (wind, 8.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 62°0°. The mean dry bulb reading at 
9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 604°. The screened thermometers rose to 74°0° on Wednesday, having fallen 
to 54°3° on Monday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 49? hours, of which 134 fell on Monday and 12 on 
Sunday. Rain fell on 4 days to the amount of ‘270 inch, ‘142 inch being recorded on Thursday. The 
prevalent wind was E.N.E. Thunder and lightning occurred on Tuesday. Fog was observed on Friday 
and Saturday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-023 inches.. The highest reading (30°315) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°859) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind EK. 

The mean temperature for the week was 59°3°, being 1-0° below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. ‘The temperature was highest on \V ednesday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 72:0° and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 47°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59°5° and of the Wet 
Bulb 56°1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 50°] hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured °430 inch. ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 67:1%, the maximum 85:09, 
and the minimum 54:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 75°4°, the minimum 43°0°, and 
the mean 59°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 664°, the minimum 47:09, 
and the mean 56°6%. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:04 inch; at Glasgow 0°91 
inch; and at Edinburgh 0:19 inch,*

Carcinoma caused one death, and cancer, malignant disease, 9 deaths.

Of 5 deaths due to accidental circumstances, 2 were caused by drowning. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having veen no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these were all deaths of children under one year old. 

Fifty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (35 being infants under one year, of whom 12.were under one month old), 
and 19 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 9 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 3 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 91 years, 

fifty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 


house, 15 in the-South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse,

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—ne deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 186 
per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, one exch from diarrhoea, 
broncho-pneumonia, and tubercular meningitis ; 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 
and 2 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. ’ 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 277 
per 1,000. Among these are one from diarrhea, one each from broncho-pneumonia and pneumonia, 2 
from tuberculous disease, and 3 from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 214 per

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasuE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
30th July, 1904 :— 


“Warm and summerlike, if somewhat changeable and showery, weather was experienced in Dublin; 
whereas England was visited by an almost tropical downpour of rain, ushered in—after a long period of | 
drought and torrid heat—by severe tliunderstorms on Monday, July 25. Already on Sunday the 24th ult, 
& shallow and complex atmospheric depression was spreading northwards and eastwards over the British 
Isles from the Atlantic. By Monday morning the barometer had fallen below 297 inches over the English 
Channel, Brittany and the 8S. aniS.W. of England. Thunderstorms and heavy rains were becoming — 
prevalent in the districts named, but in Scotland and many parts of Ireland and the North of Englan 
the weather was finer. As the depression, in which were several shallow minima, drifted slowly east- 
wards and north-eastwards, the weather became still finer in Ireland and Scotland, with light N.E. winds. 
But by Thursday morning a new area of low atmospheric pressure had appeared off the West of Ireland, 
throwing the weather again into an unsettled state and leading to a renewal of gloom and rain in 
England. Oxford seemed to bear the brunt of the bad weather, 2:78 inches of rain being Measured in the 
5 days ending with 8a.m.of Saturday. In London Monday’s thunderstorm was felt severely, an inch and 
three-quarters of rain being recorded in the N.W. district of the metropolis. A lunar rainbow was seen 
at Greystones, Co. Wicklow, on Saturday night. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29853 
inches, pressure ranging between 29°688 inches at 3 p.m. of Monday (wind, E.N.E.) and 29978 inches at 
9a,.m. of Thursday (windagain E.N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 62°2°, the mean dry bulb 
reading at § am. and 9 p.m. being 60°7°. The screened thermometers fell to 54°0° on Sunday and rose 
to 74°7° on Saturday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 28 hours, of which about 9 hours fell on Saturday 
and 7} on Thursday. The dominant wind was E.N.E. Rain fellon 4 days to the amount of ‘292 inch, 
*257 inch being measured on Monday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°864 inches. The highest reading (29-988) was on 
‘Thursday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29-692) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60-2°, being 1°6° above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. ‘The temperature was highest on Saturday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 71°3° and was lowest on Sunday, the mercu 
having fallen to 500°. ‘ke mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59-89, and of the Wet 
Bulb 569°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 27:3 hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured ‘375 inch. : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 65:4°, the maximum 83°99, 
and the minimum 522°; at Glasgow the maximum was 73°4°, the minimum 50°0°, and 
the mean 59-7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 70°4°, the minimum 49°89, 
and the mean 56°0%. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 183°inches ; and at Edinburgh — 
0°02 inch. There was na rain at Glasgow.*

The deaths registered include $ from measles, one from scarlet fever, 4 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 15 from diarrheal diseases. In the preceding 3 weeks 
10, 5, and 4 deaths from measles; 3, 3, and 2 deaths from whooping-cough; and 2, 5, and 
5 deaths from diarrheal diseases were registered, respectively. 
Five deaths from broncho-pnenmonia and 4 deaths from pneumonia were registered. 
The 22 deaths due to tuberculous disease include 10 from phthisis, one from tubereu- 


lous meningitis, 2 from tuberculous peritonitis, 2 from tabes mesenterica, and 7 from 
other forms of the disease. 


Two deaths were attributed to carcinoma, one to sarcoma, and 4 to cancer, malig- 
nant disease. 


Premature birth caused the deaths of 2 infants. 


Of 15 deaths from diseases of the nervous system 8 (all of infants under one year) 
were due to convulsions. 


The deaths caused by diseases of the heart and blood-vessels numbered 25. 
There were 14 deaths from bronchitis, 


Of 2 deaths from accidental causes, one was due to burns and one to drowning, 
In 10 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 


attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 8 infants under one 
year old. 


Seventy-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (44 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month old), 


and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 6 were octogenarians. 


Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 


house, 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VII.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 21'2 per 1,000; the rate in 
the City was 22°6 (North City Districts, 197 ; South, 25°6), and in the Suburbs, 16°4, 

lhe deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal anannualrate of 3'4 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 3°9 ($1 in the North City Districts, and 4°8 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 1°8 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, East (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate 
of 14°7 per 1,000. There was one death from epidemic diarrhoea; broncho-pneumonia caused one death, 
and bronchitis caused 3 deaths. . 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 280 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused one death, and diarrhwa caused 2 deaths ; there were 2 deaths 
from broncho-pneumonia, and one death from bronchitis, 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 24°2 
per 1,000. There was one death from diphtheria, and there were 2 deaths from diarrheal diseases, 
and one death from pneumonia. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 165 per 
1,000. There were 2 deaths from diarrhea. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1. part of, 10°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 
part of, 5:2; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 15°6. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 24°5 per 
1,000. Diphtheria and diarrhwa each caused one death; there was one death from phthisis, and there 
were 4 deaths from bronchitis. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal toan annual rate of 399 per 
1,000. There was one death from measles, and there were 3 deaths from diarrhceal diseases, and 3 
deaths from tuberculous disease ; pneumonia caused 2 deaths. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 33°6 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough and diarrhea each caused 2 deaths ; there were 10 deaths from tuberculous 
disease, and 2 deaths from bronchitis, 

No. 4 South City District(Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 13°4 
per 1,000. Measles caused one death, diarrhea, phthisis, and bronchitis, each caused 2 deaths. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 11°7 per 1,000. : 

Uroan Districts.—The annual death-rates per 1,000 inhabitants represented by the deaths recorded 
last week are :— Rathmines and Rathgar, 11:0; Pembroke. 200; Blackrock, 119; and Kingstown,

From this it appears that :— : 

Ten cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 22 were discharged, 
one died, and 72 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Five cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 8 cases were discharged, 
and 40* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Three cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 8 were discharged, 2 died, and 
10 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

__ Five cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 9 cases were discharged, 2 

died, and 36 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 3 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 5 patients were discharged, and 11 cases remained under treatment at the 
end of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
6th August, 1904 :— 

“Summerlike, if changeable, weather held through the greater part of this week. In England torrid 
heat was felt, the thermometer rising to 91° in London on Thursday, the maxima on the previous days 
being 76°, 79°, 85°, and 88°. Until Thursday slight atmospheric gradients for southerly to south-westerly 
winds existed in the British Isles,and accordingly temperature gradually rose day by day under the 
combined influence of a warm equatorial air-current and bright sunshine. Along the extreme western 
and northern shores of Ireland clouds and rain were preva'ent, and on Wednesday the rainfall became a 
downpour—1°73 inches being measured at Valentia and 1°45 inches at Malin Head on Thursday morning. 
Such rains in summer are usual along the western border of an aérial region of clear skies, sunshine, and _ 
warm S. winds. So it was on Wednesday, when the thermometer nearly touched 78° in Dublin (777°) and 
rose above 80° over the greater part of England. At8 a.m. of Thursday a complex V.-shaped depression 
was found off the W. of Scotland and over Ireland, Thunderstorms of great severity broke out all over 
Great Britain and in the extreme north of Ireland. Scarcely had this thunderstorm depression passed 
away when a deep cyclonic system advanced suddenly from the Atlantic, causing a fresh to strong south- 
westerly gale on Saturday. This storm was accompanied by warmth, but comparatively little rain fell. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29933 inches, pressure ranging between 30°061 inches at 
9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.S.W.) and 29°548 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 63°6°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 62°6°. On Wednesday 
the screened thermometers ro-e to 777°, on Friday they fell to 54°5°. Bright sunsbine was estimated at 
39 hours, 10 falling on Sunday. The prevalent wind was 8.8S.W. Rain fell on three days to the amount of 
.298 inch, ‘259 inch being measured on Thursday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-948 inches. The highest reading (30°071) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind S.S.E., and the lowest (29°551) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 61°5°, being 2°6° above the average for the corres- — 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 74°3° and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 49°2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 61-39, and of the Wet 
Bulb 56°6°. The mean humidity of the air was -73, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 42°9 hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured °290 inch. : q 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 68:]°, the maximum 91°, 
and the minimum 53°; at Glasgow the maximum was 76°2°, the minimum 52:89, and 
the mean 63:0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 751°, the minimum 52°29, 
and the mean 61°8°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:08 inch; at Glasgow 


1:08 inches; and at Edinburgh 1,29 inches.*

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METEOROLOGY.

- Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1., F.R.MET.80C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks.on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
13th August, 1904:— © 

-“ Although much cooler than in the previous week, and somewhat changeable and showery, the 
weather may be described as generally favourable. At 8a.m. of Sunday the cyclonic depression, which 
had caused a severe gale on Saturday, Augus; 6, was central over the extreme south of Norway. But its 
gradients had become much less steep, and its northwesterly winds were of moderate strength, dry and 
cool. A sheet of cirrus cloud covered the extreme southern sky as seen from theS H. of Ireland, and this 
proved to be connected with a shallow depression over the Bay of Biscay and Brittany, which brought a 
rather heavy rainfall to those districts and to the shores of the English Channel. During the next two or 
three days moderate to fresh W. and N.W. winds prevailed, with rather low night temperatures, fair and 
bright mornings, and showery afternoons. In the course of Wednesday a cyclonic system of no great 
intensity passed across the N. of Ireland reaching the S. of Scotland on Thursday morning. The 
disturbance caused heavy rain in the N. of Ireland (Donaghadee getting 103 inches), parts of Lancashire, 
and Scotland: a shallow secondary V-shaped depression brought rain also to the S. of England on 
Thursday. Friday was fair, bright and warm; but on Saturday a new and deep depression advanced 
upon Ireland from the Atlantic, and a rainstorm spread over this country in the course of the day—its 
violence being reduced as it reached the east coastin the evening. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30007 inches, pressure ranging between 30°250 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.N.W.) 
and: 29°722 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 59'1°, the 
mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. being 585%. On Thursday the screened thermometers fell to 
48°22, on Friday they rose to70‘0°. Sunshine was estimated at 494 hours, 12 falling on Sunday and 11 on 
Saturday. Rain fell on 4 days to the amount of ‘302 inch, ‘172 inch being measured on Saturday. The 
prevalent winds were W.N.W and S.W.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°043 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°260) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°730) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S, 

’ The mean temperature for the week was 57°1°, being 0-2° above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Friday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 68:19 and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 45°4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°69, and of the Wet 
Bulb 53°6°. The mean. humidity of the air was -82, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 46°3 hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured ‘350 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61:0°, the maximum 75:09, 
and the minimum 45°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 67°8°, the minimum 46°09, and 
the. mean 57°0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66°3°, the minimum 46-99, 
and the mean 56°3%, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°06 inch; at Glasgow 


0:90 inch; and at Edinburgh 1°20 inches.*

During the thirty-three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 25°], 
aa below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years

fever. In the 3 preceding weeks the deaths registered from measles were 4, 8, and 
5; from whooping-cough, 2, 4, and 4; from diphtheria, one, 2, and 2; and from diar 
rheeal diseases the deaths were 5, 15, and 38, respectively. Of the 33 deaths which 
were registered from diarrhceal diseases during the period under notice, 22 deaths were 
those of infants under one year old. : 

There was one death from infective endocarditis and 4 deaths from pneumonia, 

The 39 deaths from tuberculous disease include 2 from tuberculous phthisis, 19 fron 
phthisis, 6 from tuberculous meningitis, 3 from tuberculous peritonitis, one from tabe 
mesenterica, and 8 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

Two deaths were attributed to carcinoma, and one io cancer, malignant disease. 

Prematurity occasioned the deaths of 4 infants. 

Of 17 deaths assigned to diseases of the nervous system, 9 (8 being those of infant; 
under one year old) were ascribed to convulstons. 

There were 25 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

There were 3 deaths from bronchitis. 

Of 4 deaths tabulated to violence 3 were accidental and one was suicidal, Of th 
former, one was due to burns, one to drowning, and one to suffocation by carbon dioxid 
(carbonic acid gas). 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,”’ there having been no medica 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under 
years of age (including 4 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons age 
60 years and upwards. ; 

Highty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were unde 
5 years of age (60 being infants under one year, of whom !1 were under one month old 
and 29 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 14 persons aged 70 and upwards, o 
whom 8 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and othe 
public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Work 
house and 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns fo 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from whic 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated o 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 24°5 per 1,000; the rate i 
the City was 25°9 (North City Districts, 24°2 ; South, 278), and in the Suburbs, 19°5. 

‘The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal anannualrate of 59 per1,00 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 62 (58 in the North City Districts, and 66 in the South 
and for the Suburbs, 49 per 1,000. . 

No.1 North City District, Hast(Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (20) are equal toan annual rat 
of 368 per 1,000. Two deaths from measles, one from influenza, one from enteric fever, 3 fror 
diarrhoeal diseases, one from pneumonia, and one from drowning, were registered. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 28 
per 1,000. Diarrhoeal diseases and tuberculous disease, each caused 5 deaths, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (12) are equivaient to an annual rate of 1 
per 1,000. Phthisis, tuberculous meningitis, and pneumonia, each caused one death ; there was 0 
death due to carbon dioxide (carbonic acid gas) poisoning. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 230 pe 
1,000. The deaths include 2 from measles, one from typhus, 3 from diarrhoeal diseases, 3 fro 
tuberculous disease, and one death from pneumonia.

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest)—Tre deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 293 p

Uroan Districts —The annual death-rates per 1,000 inhabitants represented by the deaths record

237. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts include 0 
from diphtheria and 4 from diarrheal diseases for Pembroke, 2 from diarrhoeal diseases for Rath 
mines and Rathgar, and one from zymotic enteritis for Blackrock. Among the 15 deaths from 
causes tabulated for Pembroke are 2 from tuberculous disease and 2 from diseases of the heart a

Cases or Inrectious Diszaszs Unper Treatment In DvuBLin HosgPITALs. 
‘Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 20th August, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 
The three cases of small-pox admitted during the preceding week remained in hospital 
under treatment on Saturday last. No fresh cases were received during last week. 
Seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 18 were discharged, 
one died, and 53 patients remained under treatment at its close. 
Bight cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 4 cases were discharged, there 
was one death, and 37* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

One death from typhus took place in hospital of a person admitted during the week. 

Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, and 14 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Thirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 5 cases were discharged, and 
46 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 5 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 
5 patients were discharged, 2 died, and 8 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

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: METEOROLOGY. > 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasuE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
20th August, 1904 :— 

“During the greater part of this week the weather was unsettled, squally and showery, and Autumn 
was in evidence. Saturday, however, was a very fine, bright day, and Thursday was also favourable, 
On Sunday morning a large and rather deep depression (293 inches) was central off the N.W. of Scotland. 
Strong 8.W. winds and heavy showers prevailed—especially in Ireland and Scotland. At 8a.m.of Monday 
the primary depression (29°2 inches) was due N. of the Shetlands, while an equally deep secondary lay 
near Peterhead in the N.E. of Scotland. Gales, at first from S.W. afterwards from N.W., were prevalent 
and rainfall was reported from nearly all parts of the British Isles, with thunder at Valentia and 
Holyhead. Hardly had these disturbances passed away to Scandinavia and the Baltic when a fresh series 
of depressions arrived from the Atlantic.. At8 am. of Wednesday one of these systems was found over 
Donegal, a second lay over St. George’s Channel. The latter led to downpours of rain in many parts of 
Great Britain, the measurements on Thursday morning including 1°60 inches at Aberystwyth, 1°30 inches 
at Spurn Head, 1:10 inches at Plymouth, 1°05 inches at Leith, and ‘84 inch at Nottingham. Thunder, 
lightning and heavy rain occurred in Dublin and its vicinity on Wednesday afternoon. hursday proved 
fine, but some shallow local depressions caused heavy showers on Friday afternoon, when the wind drew 
into N.W. and N. Saturday was a beautiful day after a clear, cold night—towards evening Snowdon was 
seen fromthe Wicklow coast. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°878 inches, pressure 
varying from 29°442 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, S.W.) to 30°139 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, 
N.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 68'1°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m, being 
558°, The screened thermometers rose to 70°9°, on Sunday and fell to 44°8° on Saturday. Bright sunshine 
was estimated at 47 hours, 11 falling on Sunday and 104 on Saturday. Rain fellon five days to the amount 
of ‘871 inch, ‘412 inch being measured on Tuesday. The prevailing wind was W.N.W.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°891 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°152) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°458) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55°8°, being 2°5° below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Sunday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 68-6° and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury 
having fallen to 89:°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 54°69, and of the Wet 
Bulb 520°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 47°8 hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured ‘955 inch, : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59°5°, the maximum 75:0°, 
and the minimum 45°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 66°8°, the minimum 41°09, and 
the mean 54°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65°9°, the minimum 43°59, 
and the mean 54°6°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°47 inch; at Glasgow 
0°56 inch; and at Edinburgh 1°68 inches.*

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations sce TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General — 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
27th August, 1904 :— 


“A cool, changeable, showery period occupied the greatcr part. of this week ; but on Friday a decided 
increase in temperature occurred, becoming more pronounced on Saturday, which was atypical summer's 
day. On Sunday morning the distribution of atmospheric pressure over the British Isles and the Low 
Countries was anticyelcnic and uniform, so that fine and quiet weather prevailed. As the day advanced, 
however, a change came—an area of comparatively low pressure drifted in from the Atlantic, the sky 
became overcast, and rain set in, becoming a downpour at night. At Greystones, Co. Wicklow, about an 
inch of rain fell (1:03 inches at Knockdolian, ‘93 inch.at Kiora). In Dublin ‘418 inch was measured on 
Monday morning, but about seven-tenths of an inch at Valentia, Birr, Liverpool, Holyhead and Southport, 
The depression was central near Pembroke at 8 a.m. of Monday. ‘Thence it passed across England to 
Germany, causing broken weather and heavy rains and in places thunderstorms. Cold northerly winds 
prevailed in the rear of the low pressure system, so that temperature fell many degrees—39° was registered 
at Birr on Wednesday, 35° at Wick and 33° at Nairn on Thursday. On the latter day. a mild southerly 
wind set in over Ireland, bring ng clouds, rain, and an increase of temperature. On Friday morning a 
large and rather deep (295) inches depression lay off the N. of Scotland, causing showers in many poe 
and fresh §.W. or W. winds. Saturday was warm and fine, but the amount of cloud was generally large 
and rain fell in the afternoon. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30056 inches, the range 
being to 30°203 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.N.W.) from 29°869 inches at 9a.m, of Monday (wind, N). 
The corrected mean temperature was 564°. ‘The mean dry bulb temperature at $ a.m. and 9 p.m. was 55°42, 
The screened thermometers fell to 44°6° on Wednesday and rose to 71°9° on Saturday. Bright sunshine 
was estimated at 32 hours, 7} falling on Wednesday. Northerly and afterwards westerly winds prevailed. 
The rainfall was ‘527 inch on five days, ‘418 inch being measured on Sunday. A thunderstorm passed over 
the Dublin and Wicklow Mountains on Tuesday afternoon, and lightning was seen 01 Saturday night,” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Lark, the mean height of 

the barometer during the week was 30-069 inches. The highest reading (30-218) was on 
‘Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29°892) on Monday at 9.a.m., wind N. 
- The mean temperature for the week was 54°6°, being 2:9” below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903, The temperature was highest on Saturday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 70-7° and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 40°4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 51:19, and of the Wet 
Bulb 51°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 30-4 hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured *540 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 57:6, the maximum 72°7°, 
and the minimum 43°5°; at Edinburgh the maximum was 62°4°, the minimum 42°59, 
and the mean 53°0%. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°22 inch; and at Edinburgh 
0°25 inch.*

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see.TAsiE. IL.) ..... 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
3rd September, 1904 :— 

“A week of changeable weather—at first very warm and fine though foggy at night ; afterwards breezy 
and showery—the change taking place on Tuesday night with electric disturbances and a downpour of 
rain. On Sunday and Monday the western quadrant of a Continental anticyclone stretched across the 
British Isles, where light southerly breezes and high temperatures prevailed, fog hanging round the 
British and Irish coasts at night ani in the morning. In the London district great heat was experienced — 
up to Wednesday, the thermometer rising to 82° on Sunday, 84° on Monday and 83° on Tuesday. Dublin 
the corresponding maxima were about 10° lower, namely, 74°, 71° and 72°, respectively. During Tuesday 
a large and finally V.-shaped depression developed over Ireland, spreading eastwards. It caused dull, 
close and sultry weather, thunder and lightning in many districts and downpours of rain—at first in the 
N. and E. of Ireland (Malin Head, 0°98 inch ; Dublin, 0°90 inch) and later in the S.E. of England (London, 
081 inch, and Oxford, 0°51 inch). By Wednesday morning the trough of the V. stretched across Great 
Britain from .Caithness.to the English Channel. Strong and squally_N. and N.W. winds sprang up in 
Ireland, bringing a much reduced temperature and a clearing sky. By Friday a new set of disturbances 
had arrived from the Atlantic, renewing the clouds and rain, but Saturday was again bright and bracing, 
with a brisk N.W. wind, the week closing with a touch of Autumn in the air. In Dublin the mean 
atmospheric pressure was 29976 inches, the barometer ranging from 30'114 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, 8S.) to 29°703 inches at 9 p.m, of Tuesday (wind, E.S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 611°, 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9a.m. and 9 p.m, being 589°, The screened thermometers rose to 74°02 on 
Sunday and fell to 505° on Wednesday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 404 hours, of which 10 fell on 
Monday and1030n Saturday. The wind was variable, chiefly W.N.W. Rain fell on three days, the total 
measurement being 1°003 inches, of which ‘903 inch was registered on Tuesday. Lightning was seen on 
Tuesday night.” i

HS and DEATHS, and Rate of MORTALITY in LONDON, EDINBURGH, 
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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
10th September, 1904 :— : 


“The weather was generally changeable and ursettled, with fresh or squally southerly to north-— 
westerly winds, frequent showers and unsteady temperature. In the course of the week several 
atmospheric depressions travelled northwards or north-eastwards over the Atlantic off the coasts of 
Treland and Scotland, while their subsidiaries passed in a more easterly direction across tlie British Isles 
to Holland, Germany and Denmark. Sunday morning broke fair and cold, but clouds soon overspread the 
sky, the wind backed to &. and freshened _ and rain fell heavily in the S. and W. ofIreland, Valentia getting 
‘91 inch, Blacksod Point ‘89 inch, Roche’s Point ‘67 inch, and Birr ‘51 inch. On Monday night a subsidiary ~ 
brought ‘58 inch of rain to Holyhead and ‘57 inch to Pembroke—Dublin getting 14 inch only. Tuesday 
and Wednesday were chiefly fine in this clty, the mornings being especially brilliant. On Wednesday 
night, however, a sharply-defined V-shaped depression arrived from the Atlantic, causing heavy rain 
and squally S. to S.W. winds—the rainfall measurement in Dublin was only ‘11 inch, but it amounted to 
1°52 inches at Valentia, 1°20 inches at Blackpool, 1°15 inches at Roche’s Point, and ‘76 inch at Pembroke. 
Thursday and Friday were windy days, but otherwise fine and dry in Dubiin. Over England, on the 
other hand, clouds and showers were prevalent owing to the presence of shallow secondary depressions. 
The wind moderated on Saturday, having drawn towards N. From cumulus clouds some showers fell, 
being heavy in places. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29922 inches, pressure falling to 
29°576 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, S.E.), and rising to 30°201 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, calm), 
The corrected mean temperature was 579°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m.and 9 ipa being 56°8°. 
On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 47°2°, on Monday they rose to 716°. The dominant winds 
were S.S.H., S.W., and W.N.W. Bright sunshine was estimated at 41 hours, 93 falling on Friday, 9 on 
Wednesday, and 8 on Tuesday. Rain fell ond days to the amount of ‘320 inch, ‘136 inch being measured 
on Monday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:927 inches. The highest reading (30-217) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°584) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55:5°, being 0°3° above the average for the corres= 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903, ‘The temperature was highest on Monday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 68°39 and was lowest on Sunday, the mercu 
having fallen to 39:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°39, and of the Wet 
Bulb 53:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 40:0 hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured ‘360 inch.

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METEOROLOGY. ; 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
17th September, 1904 :— Sisenips’ 


“Very broken weather was felt in Ireland during the greater part of this week. Conditions were more 
favourable in Great Britain. Sunday no doubt was a beautiful day—a ridge of high atmospheric pressure 
lying over Great Britain and Ulster in the morning. As the day advanced cirrus cloud spread across the 
sky from W.S.W., a partial solar halo appeared, and at night the wind freshened from EK. In Dublin rain 
set in at 8.40 a.m. on Monday and by 9 p.m, 1'215 inches had fallen at Fitzwilliam Square. At 8 a.m. of 
the same day the barometer stood at 30°21 inches at Aberdeen, the reading at Valentia (29°61 inches) being 
six-tenths of an inch lower. The depression subsequently travelled away northwards along the west. 
coast of Ireland, finally passing off to the northwestward over the Atlantic. Tuesday was very fine and 
at first bright—at 530 p.m. a rainbow-coloured parhelion was seen to W.N.W. At8a.m. of Wednesday a 
new depression was central over the S. of Ireland, travelling eastwards. This disturbance brought squally 
S.E. to E. winds and a considerable rainfall to most districts. It gradually filled up as it travelled and at 
last dispersed over the Netherlands and Belgium on Thursday. An anticyclone now formed over 
Scandinavia (where temperature was low all through the week), while an Atlantic depression hovered 
off the W. coast of Ireland. The result was a prevalence of strong S.E. and S. winds, elouds, and a good 
deal of rain in Ireland, whereas the weather became fine and warm in Great Britain. In Ireland also 
these improved conditions were enjoyed on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29'904 inches, pressure ranging between 30°207 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.) and 29°583 inches at 
9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, E.S E.). The corrected mean temperature was 57'9°, the mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 56°6°. The screened thermometers fell to 489° on Tuesday and rose to 
66.92 on Friday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 284 hours, 93 falling on Sunday and 9} on Tuesday. 
S.S.E. winds prevailed. The rainfall was 1°452 inches on 5 days, 1197 inches being recorded on Monday. 
This was the heaviest downpour in 24 hours in Dublin since September 2, 1902. In Trinity College 1°285 
inches fell during the week.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:908 inches. ‘The highest reading (30-203) was cn 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29-590) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55°9°, being 0°9° above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. ‘The temperature was highest on Friday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 69°2° and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 39-8°. T'ke mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°69, and of the Wet 
Bulb 53°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 28°3 hours. The rainfall 
during the week measured ‘725 inch.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.R.MET.S0Cc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
24th September, 1904 :— 


“A large anticyclone of great staying power and considerable intensity brought fair weather to the 
whole of Western and Northern Europe—only on Sunday did a little rain fall at exposed stations along 
the western shores of Ireland, Scotland, and Norway ; and again, on and after Thursday conditions were 
unsettled in the east and south-east of England and some rainfall occurred there. On Sunday morning 
the central area of the anticyclone embraced Denmark, the South of Sweden and the Baltic, in which 
regions the barometer stood above 306 inches. The wind circulated round the high-pressure system 
with the hands of a watch, being E. or N.E. over Germany, France and the Netherlands, S.E. over 
England and Ireland, but S. or §.W. over Seotland and Scandinavia. There was very little change on 
Monday, and fine bright weather prevailed during both days. Under the combined influence of a clear 
sky, a dry atmosphere, and an easterly wind, temperature now became very low over Central Europe, 
and by night also at inland stations in the British Isles—32° was recorded on 8 successive nights at 
Munich ; Nairn reported 33° in the course of Wednesday night, Nottingham 36° and Birr 37° on Tuesday 
night, Clouds showed a marked increase on Thursday, Friday and Saturday, but on the other days the 
amount of bright sunshine was very large, reaching 10 or even 11 hours at many stations. Rain fell in 
England on and after Thursday, and the appearance became unsettled in Ireland also on Saturday. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30'204 inches, pressure increasing to 30°308 inches at9 p.m, — 
of Friday (wind, N.E.) and decreasing to 30'079 inches at 9 p.m, of Saturday (wind, N.N.E.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 55°5°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. being 549°. On Sunday the © 
screened thermometers rose to 660°, on Thursday they fell to 443°. The prevalent winds were at first 
S.E., afterwards N.H. Bright sunshine was estimated at 56 hours, a daily average of 8hours. On Tuesda 
there were 114 hours of sunshine, The week was rainless for the first time in Dublin since the wee 
ended Saturday, June 6, 1903.”

Whooping-cough and influenza each caused one death, enteric fever 2, and diarrheal 


diseases 16. In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from diarrheal diseases numbered 26, 14, 
and 28, respectively. 

Broncho-pneumonia caused one death, and pneumonia 4. 

Tuberculous disease caused 23 deaths, including 3 from tuberculous phthisis, 8 from 
phthisis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, one from tuberculous peritonitis, one from 
scrofula, and 6 from other forms of the disease. 

Carcinoma caused 2 deaths, and cancer, malignant disease, 6. 

The deaths of 8 infants were attributed to premature birth. 


Diseases of the nervous system caused 9 deaths, including 2, of children under 5 
year of age, from convulsions, 

There were 20 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

Bronchitis caused 8 deaths, 

In 5 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,’”’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 4 children under 5 
years of age (including 3 infants under one year old), 

Fifty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (37 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), 
and 82 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 5 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 91 years, 

Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 19'0 per 1,000; the rate in 
the City was 210 (North City Districts, 21°1 ; South, 208), and in the Suburbs, 12°2. 


The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal anannualrate of 2°6 per 1,000 


inhabitants, the rate for the City being 2°5 (24 in the North City Districts, and 2°6 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 30 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast(Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annualrate 
of 18°4 per 1,000. Diarrhea caused one death, diseases of the nervous system 3, and bronchitis 2. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—'he deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 
per 1,000. Among them are 4 from diarrhceal diseases, 2 from tuberculous disease, and 2 from diseases 
of the heart and blood-vessels, 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths:(18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 31°2 
per 1,000. There was one deuth from diarrhea, 6 from tuberculous disease, and 2 from diseases of the 
heart and blood-vessels. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 165 per 
1000, They include one from tuberculous disease, and 2 from diseases of the heart and blood- 
vessels. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 21°7 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 
part of, 52; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 7°8. The only death from any of the principal

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.S0Cc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
Ist October, 1904 :— ; 


“The anticyclonic conditions which held during the greater part of the previous week were succeeded 
by an unstable state of the atmosphere and consequently changeable, showery weather. In the course 
of Sunday and the following night a barometric depression travelled from the Thames Estuary north-" 
wards to the Pentland Firth. It caused rain or showers in most districts, the largest measurement being © 
‘69 iiich at Aberdeen. During the next two days local irregularities in atmospheric pressure kept the 
weather in a showery condition, but as gradients were slight and the sky clear by night, temperature 
became very low at inland stations in the early morning hours and dense fogs formed. On Tuesday — 
morning 4 separate area of low pressure and 3 separate high pressure systems existed over North-western 
Europe. At noon of this day a heavy bank of cumulus cloud formed over Dublin in consequence appa- 
rently of a strong upward current of air—a downpour of rain followed, amounting to ‘254 inch at Fitz- 
william-square and to ‘322 inch in Trinity Oollege. Two fine days ensued. On Thursday afternoon cirrus 
cloud spread across the sky from W.and init asolar halo appeared. These proved to be the forerunners 
of a large Atlantic depression which was central off the Hebrides on Friday morning. The system was — 
attended by fresh.to strong S. to W. winds, a brisk increase of temperature and a good deal of rain 
(Valentia getting ‘86 inch and Stornoway 1°00 inch up to 8 a.m. of Friday). As the disturbance and its 
secondaries passed away to the N.E., the sky cleared, temperature fell and the air became crisp and dry ~ 
on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'947 inches, pressure rising to 30°160 
inches at9a.m of Thursday (wind, calm) and falling to 29°734 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, 8.S.W.).. 
The corrected mean temperature was 52°8°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. being 51°39, 
The screened thermometers rose to 64‘0° on Thursday having been down to 41°1° during the previous night, — 
Bright sunshine was estimated at 33 hours, 9 falling on Thursday and again on Saturday. Westerly winds 
were the most prevalent. Rain fell on 5 days to the amount of ‘469 inch, ‘254 inch being registered on — 
Tuesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:956 inches. The highest reading (30°172) was on 
Wednesday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°741) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 50°6°, being 2°8° below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. Both extremes of temperature—highest 65:19 
and lowest 34°6°, were registered on Thursday. ke mean of the Dry Bulb for the week — 
was 508°, and of the Wet Bulb 48°8°. Themean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week - 
was 37'5 hours. The rainfall measured 0°315 inch. * 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52°1°, the maximum 65:79, 
and the minimum 38°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 64°5°, the minimum 37°0°, and 
the mean 51°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61°4°, the minimum 44:09, and 
the mean 51:0°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°14 inch; at Glasgow 0°87 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0°75 inch.* :

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The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last 
quarter was 826, representing an annual mortality of 21:°9 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; and the number in the South City districts was 816, equivalent to a 
rate of 22°9 per 1,000.

Diseases._T'he number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases} registered 
in the Dublin Registration Area during last quarter was 351, being 201 above the 
number for the preceding quarter; and the annual rate per 1,000 of the population 


represented by the deaths from these diseases was 3°7, being 2°1 above the rate for 
the preceeding three months. : 


Small-pox.—No fatality from small-pox occurred; from Table I. it appears that 
4 cases of the disease were admitted to hospital, and discharged therefrom upon 
recovery during the-quarterly period ending on October Ist, 1904. _ 


Measles.—The deaths which were registered from measles, 43 in number, exceed 
those of the quarter preceding by 11; of the 43 deaths 16 appertained to North City 
districts, 23 to South City districts, 3 to the Urban District of Rathmines and 
Rathgar, and 1 to the Urban District of Kingstown ; in the three quarterly periods 
(December, 1903, and March and June, 1904) deaths from measles were 3, 19, and 
32, respectively. It may be seen in Table I. that the total number of cases admitted 
to hospitals suffering from measles was 195, that 198 were discharged, that 13 


deaths occurred in hospitals, and that 45 patients remained under treatment at the close 
of the quarter. 


Scarlet Fever.---The deaths from scarlet fever, 3 in number, are below the average 
(15) for the third quarter of the 10 years, 1894-1903, and also below the number 
registered in any of the three preceding quarters, which were 10, 8, and 7, respectively. 
It may be seen from Table I. and note, that 50 cases of scarlet fever were under 
treatment in hospitals at the close of the quarter, and that 9 patients were at 
Beneavin, the Convalescent Home of Cork Street Fever Hospital. - 
Typhus.—The death from typhus was the only one as yet recorded in the Dublin 


Registration Area during the present year, 1904, and appertains to the district of 
North City, No. 3. | 


Influenza.—In the three quarterly periods preceding, deaths from influenza were 
25, 48, and 24 respectively, but in the period ending on October Ist the deaths 
attributed to this disease declined to 7, the average for the corresponding quarter of 
the 10 years preceding being 12. 


Whooping-cough.—Although the deaths (36) from whooping-cough show a decrease 
of nearly 50 per cent. when compared with those (71) which were registered in the 
preceding quarter, they are above the average for the corresponding quarterly period 
of the 10 years preceding ; the number of deaths from whooping-cough registered in 
the December quarter of 1903, was 45, and during the March quarter of 1904 there 
were 110 deaths registered. Of the 36 deaths, 9 appertained to the district of South 
City, No. 1, and 10 to the district of South City, No. 3. .

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 Diphtheria.—Of the 10 deaths from diphtheria, 7 were tabulated for City Districts, 
2 for Pembroke Urban District, and one death occurred of a person admitted to an 
"institution from without the Dublin Registration Area. From Table I. it appears 
that at the close of the previous quarter 14 persons suffering from diphtheria were 
under treatment in the Dublin Hospitals, that 64 cases were admitted during the 
quarter, that 53 were discharged, that 6 deaths occurred in hospitals, and that on 
the 1st October 19 cases remained under treatment. . 
The 10 deaths are under the average (11) for the corresponding quarter of the 10 
years preceding. The number of deaths registered from diphtheria in the three 
quarters preceding were 9, 7, and 12, respectively. 


Cerebro-Spinal Fever.—Iwo deaths trom cerebro spinal fever were recorded, 


Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric fever, 14 in nnmber, are less by 50 per’ 
cent. than the average (31) for the corresponding period of the 10 years preceding. 
In the three quarters preceding deaths from enteric fever were 28, 30, and 16, 
respectively, Ofthe 14 deaths 7 were assigned to North City Districts, 5 to South 
City Districts, 1 to the Urban District of Rathmines and Rathgar, and 1 to the 
Pembroke Urban District. ‘Table [. indicates that 50 cases of enteric fever were in 
hospitals at the close of the preceding quarter, and that 52 were under treatment at 
the close of the period now the subject of review, during which 102 cases were 
admitted, 92 were discharged, and 8 fatalities occurred in hospitals. 


Diarrheal Diseases. —The deaths from diarrheal diseases form a feature of the 
mortality statistics, this being a usual coincidence at the period of the year included 
in this report. The total number of deaths assigned to above causes was 243, 
namely 104 deaths from epidemic diarrhcea, epidemic enteritis, and 139 deaths from 
diarrhea, \ysentery. The total equals a rate of 2°6 per 1,000 of the population 
(estimated) of the Dublin Registration Area, and exceeds the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the past 10 years by 33 deaths. Of the total deaths, 204, eq ual 
to an annual rate of 2°8 per 1,000, appertained to City Districts, and 38, equal to 
an annual rate of 1:8 per 1,000, appertained to the Urban Districts which, with the 
City, constitute the Dublin Registration Area. 


_ Pneumonia.—Of &8 deaths, 2 were attributed to croupous pneumonia, 28 to broncho- 
pneumonia, and 58 to pneumonia, not otherwise defined. 


Tuberculosis. —The number of victims to tuberculous disease amounted to 389 ; 
this figure includes the following deaths—48 from tuberculous phthisis, 193 from 
phthisis, 40 from tuberculous meningitis, 20 from tuberculous peritonitis, 10 from 
tabes mesenterica, 4 deaths from scrofula, and 74 from other forms of tuberculous 
disease. The total, 3389, is equal to an annual rate of 4:1 per 1,000 of the 
population of the area, the rate for the pulmonary forms of the disease being 2°5 per 
1,000; in the three preceding quarterly periods the corresponding rates were 
respectively 4-6 and 3:2, 5:3 and 3-6, and 5:0 and 3:2 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population of the area. . 


Cancer; Malignant Disease.—The deaths include 25, attributed to carcinoma, 2 to 
sarcoma, and 56 to cancer, malignant disease. 


Premature Birth.—Fifty-five deaths were assigned to this cause. 


The following deaths from general diseases occurred amongst others :—One from 
tetanus, one from infective endocarditis, and six from erysipelas. 


Diseases of the Nervous System.—The total deaths(157) include 80 from convulsions ; 
of the latter, 68 were of infants under one year old. 


Diseases of the Heart and Blood Vessels—Seven deaths from aneurysm were 
registered ; the total number of deaths assigned to above heading was 275. 
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Bronchitis, Je.—-The deaths from bronchitis which were registered amounted to 
131 ; there were 19 deaths from other diseases of the respiratory organs. 





Accidental Deaths.—The deaths attributed to accidental violence numbered g 
these include 4 deaths by burns or scalds (1 being that of a child aged 3 years), an 
two deaths by poisons or poisonous vapours. 


Homicide, Suicide.—One death from homicidal violence, and two deaths by suicide 
were registered.

From this Table it will be observed 
that the deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equa! 
to an annual rate of 15-6 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to th: 
Census of 1901 ; in the “ Middle Class ” the death-rate was 12-5 per 1,000; among 
the “Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 17-8 ; and in the “ General 
Service Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 30°5.

Diarrheal Diseases.—-Of 243 deaths 158 appertained to Belfast, 22 to London 
derry, 21 to Waterford, 12 to Cork, and 5 to Limerick.

Tuberculous disease caused 32 deaths, including 4 from tuberculous phthisis, 20 frow 
phthisis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, 2 from tabes mesenterica, and 4 from othe 
forms of the disease. | =. 

Carcinoma caused 2 deaths, and cancer, malignant disease, one. 

The deaths of 2 infants were attributed to premature birth.

Bronchitis caused 11 deaths, 

In one instance only (that of a person aged 63 years) the cause of death was ‘‘uncerti 
fied,” there having been no medical attendant during the last illness. | 

Forty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were unde: 
5 years of age (29 being infants under one year, of whom 2 were under one month old). 
and 31 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 13 persons aged 70 and upwards, o: 
whom 4 were octogenarians. + 

Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last. week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 17°5 per 1,000; the rate in 
the City was 187 (North City Districts, 16:9 ; South, 205), and in the Suburbs, 13'4, 


The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2'1 per 1,009 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 2°5(1°7 in the North City Districts, and 33 in the South), 
aud for the Suburbs, 0°6 per 1,000. 3 

No. 1 North City District, East (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate 
of 14°7 per 1,000. They include one from tuberculous dis case, and one from pneumonia, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill). -The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 174 


per 1,000. Diarrhea caused one death, tuberculous disease 4, diseases of the heart and blood-vessels Hy) 
and broncho-pneumonia one. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-stree:).—The deaths-(12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20% 


per 1,000. One death was caused by scarlet fever, 4 by tuberculous disease, and one by croupous 
pneumonia, 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 181 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough caused one denth, and tuberculous disease 2, 


Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 32°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 
part of, 00; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 156.

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METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasuE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F-R.MET.s0c., has favoured the Registrar-General . 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
8th October, 1904 :— 


“ Autumn advanced with no uncertain steps in the course of this week. In the Dublin district, although 
temperature ruled low, the weather was chiefly fine and dry, but in the south of England conditions were 
especially unsettled and stormy and rain fell in abundance. Sunday was very fine in Dublin but a sheet ~ 
of cirrus cloud covered the southern sky untilevening. This cloud formation was related to a subsidiary 
depression, which formed at the mouth of the English Channel and developed great energy in.the course 
of afew hours. Downpours of rain accompanied the disturbance as it travelled south-eastwards across 
France—at 8 a.m. of Monday the largest rainfalls recorded were 2:44 inches at Brest, 2°12 inches at Jersey. 
1'14 inches at LOrient, 1:06 inches at Portland Bill, and ‘92 inches at Scilly. Monday was brilliant, but 
Tuesday proved unsettled and showery owing to the passage of a large and deep atmospheric depression 
across the North Atlantic to the N.W. of Norway. Temperature rose fast for the time being. On Wednes- 
day a still deeper and more serious depression came in from the Atlantic, crossing Scotland in an easterly ~ 
direction during the following night. At 8 a.m. of Thursday the barometer was below 28'8 inches in the 
SW. of Norway. This system caused strong S W. to N.W. gales and rain in all districts. On Thursday —~ 
evening a hs Lomo appeared off the S. of Ireland, thence passing rapidly eastwards, and reaching the 
Straits of Dover on Friday morning. It brought heavy rain to both sides of the English Channel. The 
wind now drew into N.N.W. or N., and the weather remained cold, though it became finer and drier in 
Treland. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30006 inches, pressure ranging between 30354 
inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.) and 29364.inches at 6 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.S.W., a gale). 
The corrected mean temperature was 502°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 48'6°. 
On Monday the screened thermometers fell to 382°, on Wednesday they rose to 614°. Bright sunshine 
was estimated at 314 hours, of which 8 fell on Sunday, Monday and Friday severally. The dominant 
winds were W. and N.W. Rain fell on 3 days to the amount of ‘116 inch, ‘069 inch being measured on 


Tuesday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30021 inches. The highest reading (30°377) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29-422) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 483°, heing 2°9° below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
when the thermometer registered 59°6°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having 
fallen to 329°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47-09, and of the Wet 
Bulb 45:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 30:6 hours. ‘The 
rainfall measured 0°150 inch. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50°3°, the maximum 58:0, 
and the minimum 43°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 598°, the minimum 38°7°, and 
the mean 49°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 55°9°, the minimum 36°89, and — 
the mean 48°3°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°86 inch; at Glasgow 0°57 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0°35 inch.*

Ting the forty-one weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24°,

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and was 1:4 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 
1894-1903. 

The deaths registered include 3 from whooping- cough, one death from enteric fever, 
and 8 deaths from diarrhoeal diseases. In the 3 weeks preceding, diarrheal diseases 
caused 28, 16, and 10 deaths, respectively. 

Croupous pneumonia caused one death, broncho-pneumonia caused 4 deaths, and 5 
deaths were registered from pneumonia. 

The total (21) deaths from tuberculous disease, include 2 deaths from tuberculous 
phthisis, 6 deaths from phthisis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, one from tuberculous 
peritonitis, and 8 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

One death was attributed to carcinoma, and 6 deaths to cancer, malignant disease. 

Premature birth caused the deaths of 7 infants under one year of age. 


The deaths (17) assigned to diseases of the nervous system include the deaths of 13 
children under one year from convulsions. 

There were 26 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

Bronchitis caused 23 deaths. . 

Of two deaths from accidental causes, one was due to drowning. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having ‘been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 10 children under one 
year old and the death of one person aged 87 years. 

Sixty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (49 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month old), 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 


whom 5 were octogenarians, and 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 90 years, 
respectively. . 


Forty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 


house, 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 21°6 per 1,000; the rate in 
the City was 22°6 (North City Districts, 190 ; South, 263), and in the Suburbs, 18°3. : 

Tne deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,009 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 1°6 (10 in the North City Districts, and 22 in the South), 
aad for the Suburbs, 1'8 per 1,000. ' 

No.1 North City District, East(Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (9) are equal toan annual rate 
of 166 per 1,000. Tuberculous meningitis caused 2 deaths, bronchitis caused 2 deaths, and one acci- 
dental death by drowning was registered. ; . 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—Vhe deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 200 
per 1,000. There was one death from diarrhwa; phthisis caused 2 de aths, tuberculous peritonitis 
caused one death, and bronchitis caused one death, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (8) are equivalent to an annual rate of 139 
per se There were 3 deaths from ‘convulsions, and one death from accidental violence was 
registered. ; 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 23°0 per 
1,000. There were 2 deaths from diarrhaa; phthisis and tuberculous meningitis each caused one death; 
there was one death from pneumonia. ~ 

Other North City Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Olontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 10°8 per 1.000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 
part of, 26:0 ; and Finglas nnd Glasnevin, part of, 23°5. There was one death from pneumonia tabulated 
for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 285 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, there were 3 deaths from tuberculous disease ; broncho- 
pneumonia and pneumonia each caused one death. aM 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of A56 per 
1,000. Epideraic diarrhoea caused 4 deaths; there was one death from tuberculous meningitis ; 
there was one death from pneumonia, and bronchitis caused 5 deaths. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest)—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 24°9 per 
1,000. There was one death from epic mic diarrhcea, there were 5 deaths from tuberculous disease, 
there was one death from broncho-pn eumonia, and bronchitis caused one death. , 

IVo.4 South City District(Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent toan annual rate of 208 
per 1,900. There were 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, and bronchitis caused one death. _ 

New Kilmainham District—The one death registered is equal to an annua! rate of 5°9 per 1,000. 

Uroan Disiricts.—The annual death-rates per 1,000 inhabitants re presented by the deaths recorded 
last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 204; Pembroke, 10:0; Blackrock, 417; and Kingstown, 
14°8.. ‘Lhe deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts include one death 
each from whodping-cough for Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke and Kingstown. ‘Lhe 13 deaths 
from all causes tabulated for Rathmines and Rathgar include 3 from diseases of the brain an 
neryous system, 3 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, one from bronche-pneumonia, and one 
from pneumonia ; and the 5 deaths for Kingstown include 2 from diseases of the brain and neryous 
system, and one from broncho-pneumonia.

' Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 15th October, 1904. 

_ From this it appears that :— 

‘Twenty-seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 12 were dis= 
charged, and 71 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Eleven cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 11 were discharged, and 43* 
‘cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

' Two cases of typhus fever were admitted to hospital, and 3 cases remained under treatment 
at the end of the week. 

Three cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, and 18 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Nine cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 1i were discharged, and 50 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

‘In addition to the above-named diseases, one case of pneumonia was admitted to hospital, 
8 patients were discharged, and 14 cases remained under treatment at the end of the weex. 
ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. : ; 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, inclucing London (in which the 
tate was 14°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15:2 per 1,000 persons living ; 
the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 15°8 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow 
being 16°6, and for Edinburgh 13:4.

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METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABiE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.s0c., has. favoured the Registrar-Genera] 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
15th October, 1904 :— 

“ Fine, quiet, autumnal weather characterised this week. During the first three days gradually lessening 
gradients for S.W. or W. winds were in evidence over the British Isles and Scandinavia, and the weather 
was accordingly somewhat changeable andshowery. In thecourse of Tuesday, however, an anticyclone 
spread over our Islands from the Atlantic, s0 that by 8 a.m. of Wednesday the barometer had risen to 
30°41 inches at Blacksod Point, Co. Mayo. The change in atmospheric pressure had been preceded in 
Dublin by some rain early on Tuesday and a damp air—as the day advanced, the weather beoame fine 
and warm, the thermometer rising to 61'8° in the screen. Wednesday was brilliant, cool and dry, with 
light to moderate N. to N.E. winds—after 5 p.m. much cirrus cloud spread across the sky from the west- 
ward, but no bad weather followed. By 9 pm. of this day the barometer had risen to 30°49 inches ia 
Dublin, and at 8 a.m. of Thursday the isobar of 305 inches embraced the greater part of England, Oxford 
reporting a reading of 30°55 inches with a temperature of 35° and Nottingham one of 30°54 inches, and 
temperature 30°. The previous night had.been very cold in the inland and eastern districts of Great 
Britain, Nairn recording 28°, Nottingham 29°, Leith 30° and Aberdeen 31°. After Thursday the anti- 
cyclone drifted slowly north eastwards to Scandinavia and gradients for S.E. winds appeared over Ireland. 
The weather remained dry, although haze prevailed and clouds increased, especially on Saturday. In 
-Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°183 inches, pressure ranging from 30°485 inches at 9 p.m. 
of Wednesday (wind, N.E.) to 29900 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 507°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m.and9p.m. being 505°. The screened ther- 
mometers rose to 61'°8° on Tuesday and fell to 36°0° on Thursday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 193 
hours, 9 of which occurred on Wednesday. The prevalent winds were W.S.W. and S.S.E. Rain fell on 
2 days to the amount of °045 inch, ‘025 inch being measured on Monday.” : 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°193 inches. The highest reading (30°505) was on 
Wednesday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°918) on Saturday at 9 p.m,, air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47:99, being 1°2° below the average for the Srna 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on ‘Tuesday, 
when the thermometer registered 60:7°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having 
fallen to 27°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°69, and of the Wet 
Bulb 47°5°. The mean humidity of the air was °86, complete saturation being repre 
sented by 10. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20:3 hours. The 
rainfall measured 0:(80 inch. - 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 47°8%, the maximum 59:29, 
and the minimum 31°9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 582°, the minimum 28°9°, and 
the mean 46°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57°6°, the minimum 37-7°, and 
the mean 46°8°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°02 inch; at Glasgow 0°12 


inch ; and at Edinburgh 0:08 inch.*

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MBTEOROLOGY.

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1., F.R.MET.80C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
22nd October, 1904 :— . 


“Dull, muggy weather prevailed till Friday, but that and the following day were fair and bright ag 
well as dry and bracing. From Monday to Friday inclusive temperature ruled high, the mean height. 
of the thermometer on Tuesday (St. Luke’s Day) being 60°, or some 12° above average for the time of year, 
Sunday, indeed, was the only really cool day of the week, the thermal range in Dublin being from’ 44-99 
to 54:2°. Throughout that day the barometer fell steadily, as a large and deep depression advanced to 
the N.W. of Scotland from 8,W. This disturbance caused clouds and rain and at night a fresh south- 
westerly gale. By 8 a.m. of Monday the barometer was down to 28'90 inches at Sumburgh Head in the 
Shetlands, whereas it stood at 30°32 inches at Biarritz. Hence gradients for S.W. and W. winds were steep 
over North-Western Europe, and gales from these points were felt in many districts. Rain fell heavil 
in the S.W. and N.W. of Ireland, Valentia recording 1:20 inches, Blacksod Point ‘86 inch, and Birr ‘75 ine! 
on Monday morning. The barometer rose fast as the depression travellel away to the North of Europe, 
so that at 8a.m.of Wednesday the isobar of 303 inches included the whole of the British Isles except 
Sutherland and Caithness—over England and Wales pressure exceeded 304 inches. Slight gradients for 
S. winds held till Friday, and the weather was dull, warm and damp in Ireland, but fine and bright in 
eastern England, the thermometer rising to 69°_at Clacton-on-Sea. The last two days were bright and 
bracing in the east of Ireland, with freshening S.W. winds and a showery tendency. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29956 inches, pressure ranging between 29°460 inches at 4 a.m. of Monday 
(wind, 8.W,) and 30389 inches at 9a.m. of Wednesday (wind, E.). The corrected mean temperature was 
556°, or about 7° above the average ; the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was55'0°, On Sunday 
the screened thermometers fell to 448° ; on Friday they rose to 640°. Bright sunshine was estimated at 
134 hours, 7 falling on Saturday and 5 on Friday. The dominant wind was S.W. Rain fell on 5 days to 
the amount of ‘285 inch, ‘216 inch being measured on Sunday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-967 inches. The highest reading (30°399) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°603) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind W. 
;: The mean temperature for the week was 53°9°, being 6°3° above the average for the corres- _ 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 63:5°, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury having 
fallen to 41°7°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 54:19, and of the Wet 
Bulb 52°5°. The mean humidity of the air was -90, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 10:1 hours. The 
rainfall measured 0°430 inch. a 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54:9°, the maximum 66°59, 
and the minimum 36°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 61'9°, the minimum 40°5°, and 
the mean 52°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57-9°, the minimum 388°, and 
the mean 51°2°, ‘he rainfall’ at Greenwich measured 0°44 inch; at Glasgow 0°28 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0:01 inch.* 1?

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
29th October, 1904 :— ; 


“Singularly fine, mild and dry weather for the time of year prevailed in the Dublin district during 
this week. Ov Thursday night and Friday morning, however, a heavy fall of rain occurred over the 
greater part of Ireland—the measurements at 8 a.m. of Friday being ‘93 inch at Valentia, 80 inch at 
Blacksod Point, ‘77 inch at Roche’s Point, ‘51 inch at Malin Head and ‘27 inch at Birr, King’sCo. On 
Sunday morning-atmospheric pressure was uniformly low throughout Ireland—the extreme readings at 
8 a.m. being 29°62 inches at Malin Head and 2968 inches at Donaghadee. At 1°30 p.m. a little rain fell in 
Dublin (008 inch), but the weather held up well and the barometer rose briskly. ‘The next three days 
were very fine, the barometer standing high and being remarkably stead y—brilliant sunsets occurred on 
Tuesday and Wednesday. During the night of the latter day the thermometer fell to 34 3° in the screen 
in Dublin—the grass minimum in Trinity College being 27°49. On Thursday a rapid recovery of tempera- 
ture took place as a light southerly air-current set in, the maximum being 55°8°, or a range of 21°5° ina 
very few hours. At8a.m. of this day a very steep temperature gradient existed over the British Isles, 
Valentia in Kerry reporting 60° and Nottingham only 35°. The latter station was in the centre of an anti- 
cyclone and also inland—hence its coldness. On Thursday and Friday the barometer was relatively low 
over Ireland and the adjoining Ocean, and under these conditions the heavy rainfall already described 
took place. On Saturday a brisk E.N.E, wind prevailed with cirrus cloud in an upper S.W. current, but 
the weather was fine and dry. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30148 inches, the range 
being from 29'638 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, 8.S. W.) to 30°341 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, 
E.N.E ). The corrected mean temperature was 499°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m, 
being 482°. On Thursday the screened thermometers sank to 343°, on Friday they rose to 595°. Bright 
sunshinewas estimated at 195 hours, 5 occurring on both Monday and Thursday. Rain fell in measurable 
amount only on Sunday, when ‘008 inch was registered. The most prevalent wind was W.N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:154 inches. .'The highest reading (30°34() was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°693) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S. 7 

The mean temperature for the week was 476°, being 1:1° above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 58:89, and .was lowest on ‘Thursday, the mercury having 
fallen to 29°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°89, and of the Wet 
Bulb 45°5°. The mean humidity of the air was °92, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20:0 hours. There 
was no rain during the week. 7 ’ : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°9°, the maximum 59:99, 
and the minimum 36:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 57°5°, the minimum 37-0°, and 
the mean 49°6°°; and ‘at Edinburgh the maximum was 55:2°, the minimum 41°59, and — 
the mean 48°5°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°20 inch; at Glasgow 0:08 
inch ; and at Edinburch 0:06 inch.*

In the 2 weeks, ended 29th October, measles caused 6 and 4 deaths 
respectively, and in the 4 weeks ending on the same date the deaths registered from 
diarrheal diseases were 10, 8, 11, and 6 respectively. | 

There was one death from croupous pneumonia, there were 9 deaths from broncho- 
pneumonia, and there were 2 deaths from pneumonia. . 

The total (32) deaths from tuberculous disease include 8 from tuberculous phthisis, 
12 from phthisis, 8 from tuberculous meningitis, 2 from tabes mesenterica, and 7 deaths 
from other forms of the disease. 

Two deaths were assigned to carcinoma, one to sarcoma, and 3 to cancer, malignant 
disease. . 

The deaths of 4 infants were attributed to premature birth. 

Of 12 deaths from diseases of the brain and nervous system 4, of infants under one 
year old, were caused by convulstons. 

Twenty-three deaths were due to diseases of the heart or blood-vessels. 

Bronchitis caused the deaths of 17 persons. 

Two deaths trom accidental causes, one being that of a child aged 4 years from burns, 
and 2 deaths by suicide were registered, 

In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 7 children under one 
year old, and the death of one person aged 69 years. | 

Sixty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (40 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old), 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 6 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 25 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VII.) : 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 21'5 per 1,000; the rate in 
the City was 231 (North City Districts, 20°4 ; South, 260), and in the Suburbs, 158. 

‘The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annualrate of 18 per L,90) 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 1'6(1'0 in the North City Districts, and 22 in the South), 
aod for the Suburbs, 2°4 per 1,000. ; 

No.1 North City District, Hast(Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate 
of 184 per 1,000. The deaths include 5 from tuberculous disease, one from croupous pneumonia, and 
one from broncho-pneumonia. ; 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an aonual rate of 186 
per 1,000. There was one death from epidemic diarrhea, there were 4 deaths from tuberculous 
disease, and 2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths-(17) are equivalent toan annual rate of 29°4 
per 1,000. There were7 deaths from tuberculous disease ; pneumonia caused one death, and bronchitis 
caused 2 deaths. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 21°4 per 
1,000. Measles caused one death; there was one death from phthisis, there were 2 deaths from 
broncho-pneumonia, and 2 deaths from bronchitis ; one death was due to burns. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 10°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1. 
part of, 156; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 7°8. Of the 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
the district of Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1 (part of), one was from measles and one from phthisis. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—Ihe deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 299 per 
1,000. There were 2 deaths from measles, there was one death from diarrhea, there were 4 deaths 
from tuberculous disease, there was one death from broncho-pneumonia, and 4 deaths from bronchitis; 
one death was caused by suicide. J 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal toan annual rate of 285 per 
1,000, There was one death from measles, there were 2 deaths from tuberculous diseuse, and one 
death from bronchitis. A 

No. 3 South Qity District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 211 per 
1,000. Measles and epidemic diarrhoa each caused one death; there were 2 deaths from tuberculous 
disease, there were 2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 3 deaths from bronchitis. im 

No.4 South City District(Grand Canal-street),—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 28:2 
per 1,000. There was one death from influenza, there were 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, broncho- 
pneumonia caused one death, and bronchitis caused 2 deaths. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (3) are equal to an annua! rate of 17°6 per 1,000. 

Uroan Districts—The annual death-rates per 1,000 inhabitants represented by the deaths recordea 
last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 141; Pembroke, 140; Blackrock, 298; and Kingstown, 
14:8. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts include one from 
whooping-cough for Rathmines and Rathgar, one from scarlet fever and one from diarrhea for Pem- 
broke, and one from diarrhea for Blackrock. Of the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines 
and Rathgar, one was due to tuberculous phthisis, 4 to diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and one 
to pneumonia. The 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for Pembroke inzlude one from phthisis.

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MBETHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasiE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.80C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
5th November, 1904 :— } 

“Until Saturday the sky was densely overcast in Dublin, only three-quarters of an hour of bright 
sunshine being observed during the first six days of the week. On Saturday, however, there was bright ~ 
sunshine between 8a.m and 3 p.m. Early on Sunday morning a local area of cold lay over the centre, 
west and south-west of Ireland, the thermometer standing at 38° at both Birr and Valentia—on the east 
coast it was 10° higher, although it had been down to 39°9° in Dublin during the preview night. A 
succession of dull, cheerless days with leaden skies and moderate easterly winds followed. In England 


mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 510°. The screened thermometers fell to 39'9° on Sunday 
and rose to 58°0° on Thursday. The prevalent winds were—at first, E.N.E., afterwards W. Only 6 hours 
of bright sunshine were observed, of which 53 occurred on Saturday. The rainfall was ‘011 inch, of which 
010 inch fell in a shower on Saturday evening, constituting one ‘rainy’ day.” Be 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:279 inches. ‘The highest reading (30-478) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (30-043) on Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 49-0°, being 1°7° above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Thursday, 
when the thermometer registered 57°3°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury having 
fallen to 32°8°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°5°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 47°6°. The mean humidity of the air was :87, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 4:7 hours. The 
rainfall during the week measured ‘010 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 493°, the maximum 56°49, 
and the minimum 44°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 56:9°, the minimum 37°0°, and 
the mean 48°7°; and at. Edinburgh the maximum was 54:9°, the minimum 38-49, and 
the mean 47:4. ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°11 inch; at Glasgow 0°15 
inch ; and at Edinburgh 0°05 inch.*

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METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE TE) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., ¥.R.C.P.1., F.R.MET.80C., has favoured the Registrar-Genera, 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
12th November, 1904 :— | 

“ Although this week opened and closed with fine, bright weather, the intervening period from Monday 
to Thursday inclusive was very unsettled, dull, rainy, and often stormy. At 1 p.m. of Sunday a solay 
halo appeared in a sheet of cirriform cloud which finally developed into nimbus, from which rain fel] 
abundantly at night. On Monday morning a well-defined cyclonic system was central over Ireland, 
travelling in an east-north-easterly direction. As it advanced, it became more energetic, so that whereas 
the barometer read 29°46 inches in the centre at Birr, King’s County, at 8 a.m. of Monday, the minima] 
reading was 28°82 inches at Wisby, Gothland, in the Baltic, on Wednesday morning. During the interya] 
this depression caused a widespread rainfall over North-Western Europe, gales in many districts, and 
extensive variations of temperature. On Tuesday night another low-pressure System advanced to the 
North of Scotland from the Atlantic ; this disturbance brought a renewal of storm and rain to Ireland 
and England, with high temperatures. In Scotland baric gradients were slight, and so the weather wag 
colder and finer. A new but shallow depression approached Scotland from the Atlantic on Thursday, 
produced heavy rains in many places, but no great wind. As this system passed away, the sky cleared 
and the weather became fine, bright and mild. In London the rainfall up to 8 a.m. of Friday was as 
much as 133 inches. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29°860 inches, the barometer falling 
to 29'440 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.N.W.) and rising to 30261 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday 
(wind, calm). The mean temperature was 48°8°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 
477°. The prevailing winds were W.S.W. and W., gale force being reached on Tuesday and Wednesday. 
Bright sunshine was estimated at 13 hours, of which 8 occurred on Saturday. Rain fell on 5 days to the 
amount of ‘695 inch, ‘362 inch being measured on Sunday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°871 inches. The highest reading (30-264) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°440) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind W. : 

The mean temperature for the week was 46:7°, being 0:2° above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on W ednesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 57:3°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the merc 
having fallen to 37-4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°2°, and of the Wet 
Bulb 450°. The mean humidity of the air was -91, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 11°6 hours. The 
rainfall during the week measured ‘970 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 488°, the maximum 59:09, 
and the minimum 36°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 54°8°, the minimum 31°2°, and 
the mean 42-7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°1°, the minimum 33:39, and 
the mean 41°39, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:4 inches; at Glasgow 1:27 
inches ; and at Edinburgh 0°85 inch.*

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METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasxE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., ¥.R.C.P.I., ¥.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturdays, 
19th November, 1904 :— 


“A general tendency to anticyclonic conditions was observed over the British Isles and Central Europe 
during this week. In the far North and also to a less extent over the extreme south-east of Europe, on 
the other hand the distribution of atmospheric pressure was usually cyclonic and the weather accordingly 
was disturbed in those regions. On Sunday morning a very steep thermometric gradient existed in the 
British Isles—at 8 a.m. the thermometer read 31° at Oxford, but 51° at Dungeness an 55° in the West of 
Ireland : dense fog hung over central and south-eastern England. Clacton-on-Sea had a temperature of 
36° compared with 51° at Dungeness. On Monday morning the barometer ranged from 3076 inches at 
Berlin to 29°64 inches at Bodé in Norway, and the wind swept round in a broad anticyclonic curve from 
E. in Germany, S.E. in the south of England, S. in Ireland, to S.W. in Scotland and Seandinavia. At8a.m. 
of Tuesday the thermometer read 29° at Nottingham and Oxford, but 54° at Valentia and Roche’s Point. 
A shallow depression at this time formed within the limits cf the anticyclone causing rain in Ireland, 
Wales, and parts of Scotland. With a renewed rise of the barometer calms and fogs prevailed on 
Wednesday and Thursday. On Friday morning a large depression was central near Bodé in Norway, — 
where the barometer was down to 29°03 inches compared with a reading of 30°46 inches at Portland Biil. 
This northern depression brought freshening westerly winds, clouds, showers and high (followed by 
much lower) temperatures to the British Isles. Saturday was crlee and dry—in the evening there waa 
a lunar halo and a close conjunction of the moon, and the planet Jupiter was well seen. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 30°371 inches, the range being from 30°527 inches at 7 p.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, N.N.W.) to 30131 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W). The mean temperature was 484°, the 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 47:3°. The screened thermometers rose to 57'8° on 
Tuesday and fell-to 381° on Thursday. The dominant wind was W. Bright sunshine was estimated at. 
13'5 hours, 5 occurring on Sunday. Rainfall was ‘019 inch, ‘018 inch falling on Friday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°379 inches. The highest reading (30°540) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (30°129) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45:8°, being 1°5° above the average for the corres- _ 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. Both extremes of temperature—highest 67°5°, 
and lowest 30°6°, were recorded on Tuesday. The meanof the Dry Bulb for the week was 
46°19, and of the Wet Bulb 44:9°. The mean humidity of the air was -91, complete - 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 9°0 hours. The rainfall during the week measured ‘050 inch. ps 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°2°, the maximum 53°69, 
and the minimum 30°0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 57:2°, the minimum 38°4°, and — 
the mean 48.9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56°4°, the minimum 39°89, and — 
the mean 48°5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°(t inch; at Glasgow 0°39 
inch; and at Edinburgh 0-01 inch.* '

_ The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 2:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
fifteen of the districts to 4°7 in Wexford. Among the 135 deaths from all causes regis- 
tered in Belfast are 7 from measles, 5 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrheal diseases.

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to

DEATHS. 


The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 23:4 in every 
1,000 of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons aamitted 
into public institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 22°6 per 1,000. 

uring the forty-seven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24:3, 
Ae 1:4 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years

e deaths registered during the week include 12 deaths from measles, one death 
from scarlet fever, 4 deaths ‘rom whooping-cough, and 4 deaths from diarrhea, dysentery.

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There was no registered mortality from small-pox, typhus, diphtheria, or enteric fever. 
The deaths registered from measles in the preceding four weeks were 4, 6, 7, and 8, respec- 
tively ; and those from diarrheal diseases were 6, 5, 5, and 5, respectively. 

One death from croupous pneumonia, 9 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 5 deaths 
from pneumonia were registered, : 

Of a total of 28 deaths from tuberculous disease, 4 were attributed to tuberculous 
phthisis, 1} to phthisis, 5 to tuberculous meningitis, one to tuberculous peritonitis, and 
7 to other forms of the disease. ; 

Five deaths from carcinoma, and 2 deaths from cancer, malignant disease, were registered. 

The deaths of 3 infants (under one month old), prematurely born, were registered. 

The deaths from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 15 in number, include those 
of 6 infants (under one year old) from convulsions. 

Twenty-three deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels were registered. 

Bronchitis caused 21 deaths. 

Of 8 deaths registered as having been caused by accidental violence, 3 were due to 
pees or scalds (one being that of a child aged one year) and 2 deaths were caused by 

rowning. 

In 8 Faheahads the cause of death was ‘“‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 6 children under 5 
years of age (including 4 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. ; 

Sixty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month old), 
and 50 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 28 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 6 were octogenarians. 3 

Sixty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated. on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 22°6 per1,000; the rate in 


the City was 25°2 (North City Districts, 249 ; South, 25°6), and in the Suburbs, 13°4. : 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal anannualrate of 29 per1l,00) 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 3'2 (2'1 in the North City Districts, and 44 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 1'8 per 1,000. .

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent toan annual rate of 260 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough and diarrhwa each caused one death ; there were 3 deaths from tuber- 
culous disease, and one accidental death. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. Measles and whooping-cough each caused one death; tuberculous disease caused 2 deaths, 
broncho-pneumonia caused 2 deaths, pnewmonia caused one death, and bronchitis caused 2 deaths. _ 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 7°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 
0:0 ; and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of, 0°0. :

1,000. Measles caused 4 deaths, whooping-cough caused one death; there were 4 deaths from 
tuberculous disease (including 2 from tuberculous meningitis), one from pneumonia, and 3 from 
bronchitis ; one death due to accidental violence was registered. q 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 257 per 
1,000. There were 2 deaths from measles ; there were also 2 deaths from bronchitis registered. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest)—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 24°9 per 
1,000. Measles and dysentery each caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 2 deaths, broncho- 
1 hema caused one death, and bronchitis caused 4 deaths ; there was one death due to accidental 
violence, 

Wo. 4 South City District(Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 312 
per 1,000. Measles and whooping-cough each caused one death. Of 4 deaths due to tuberculous 
disease 2 were caused by tuberculous meningitis; there was one death from broncho-pneumonia, 
there were 4. deaths from bronchitis, and 2 deaths were due to accidental violence. 

; New Kilmainham District—The one death (equal to an annua! rate of 5°9 per 1,000) was from scarlet 
ever. 

Uroan Districts—The annual death-rates per 1,000 inhabitants represented by the deaths recorded 
last week are :—Rathmines and Rathgar, !4°1; Pembroke, 180; Blackrock, 60; and Kingstown, 
89. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts comprise 2 from 
measles for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one from diarrhea for Kingstown. The 9 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Rathmines and Rathgar include 2 irom tuberculous disease, and one from 
croupous pneumonia ; and the 9 deaths from all causes for Pembroke include 2 from pneumonia, and 


one from accidental violence.

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METEOROLOGY. : om 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TAsue II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1., F.R.MET.Soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, — 
26th November, 1904 :— 


* Many years have passed since so cold a week has been experienced in November. The intensity of 
the cold was determined by a heavy snowstorm early in the period, the thermometer giving way quickly 
as is usual over @ snow-covered country. On Sunday morning a large and very deep atmospheric 
depression was central over Lapland and the extreme North of Norway where the barometer was down 
to 28°64 inches at Bodé. Polar winds from N.W.swept down upon the British Isles, coming from Iceland 
and first reaching the Scottish and Irish coasts. By 8 a.m. the centre of a subsidiary depression had 
arrived off the N.W. of Ireland, travelling southeastwards. This system was accompanied by a severe 
snowstorm, the North of Ireland and Northern and Central England receiving the brunt of the storm, 
At 8 a.m. of Tuesday this disturbance, which had developed much energy as it moved, was central off 
the mouth of the Humber, where the barometer had fallen to 29°17 inches (at Spurn Head). From this 
point it passed slowly eastwards across the North Sea, leaving the British Isles plunged into mid-winter 
with snow and frost. At8a.m.of Thursday the thermometer marked 15° at Nottingham, 17° at Oxford, 
and 22° at Bath,—even at Manchester the minimum was 16° ; at Nottingham it was 13°: Friday morning — 
brought a change—a new baric depression had reached the N.W. of Scotland, and affected the weather 
in that country and in Ireland, causing a shift of wind to S.W., a rapid rise of temperature and rain: 
at 8 a.m. the highest and.lowest temperatures reported in.the British Isles were found in Ireland and at 
no great distance from one another, the maximum being 44° at Blacksod Point, the lowest 24° at Birr, 
King’s Co. On this day hailand wet snow fell in Dublin, quickly changing torain. Saturday was calm, 
with dense fog in the forenoon, but clear sunshine later—frost returned in the evening. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29'859 inches—highest, 30°095 inches at 9 a.m.of Sunday (wind, W.); 
lowest, 29°627 inches at 9am. of Wednesday (wind, W.). The mean temperature was 35'9°, or 12'5° below 
that of the previous week. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 pm. was 339°. The screened 
thermometers rose'to 44°3° on Sunday and fell to 27°3° on Tuesday. W. and N.W. winds prevailed. Bright 
sunshine amounted to 15 hours, 5 falling on Sunday. The rainfall was 346 inch on 2 days, ‘292 inch being 
measured on Friday.” : ; - 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°875 inches. ‘The highest reading (30:09 ) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest*®(29°627) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind N.W. — 

The mean temperature for the week was 33°6°, being 9°8° below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 45°0°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury — 
having fallen to 23:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 32:29, and of the 
Wet Bulb 31:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 24°3 hours. 
The rainfall during the week measured ‘385 inch. a 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 33°79, the maximum 46°99, 
and the minimum 23°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 40°8°, the minimum 21°8°, and 
the mean 32.1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 38°5°, the minimum 24°59, and 
the mean 31°9°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°18 inch; at Glasgow 0°46 
inch; and at Edinburgh 0°12 inch.* —

| In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
82—107 boys and 125 girls; and the deaths to 204—105 males and 99 females. 
; DEATHS. 
The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 28:1 in every 
3000 of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted 
nto public institutions from localities outside the Area, tne rate was 27:0 per 1,000. 
Juring the forty-eight weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 244, 
ng. was 13 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 
894-1903. — , 

The deaths registered from measles numbered 12; there were 3 deaths from whooping

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cough, one death from diphtheria, 2 deaths from enteric fever, and 3 deaths from 
diarrhceal diseases. In the three weeks preceding, deaths from measles were 7, 8, and 
12; and deaths from diarrheeal diseases were 5, 5, and 4, respectively. | 

Three deaths from croupous pneumonia, 5 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 1]. 
deaths from ‘pneumonia were registered. 

The deaths due to tuberculous disease comprise 10 from tuberculous phthisis, 19 from 
phthisis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, one from tabes mesenterica, and 10 deaths from 
other forms of the disease. 

Six deaths were ascribed to carcinoma, and 3 to cancer, malignant disease. 

The deaths of 2 infants prematurely born were registered. 

Fifteen deaths occurred from diseases of the brain and nervous system; of these, 5 
were caused by convulsions, 3 of the latter being infants under one year old. 

There were 20 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

Of 40 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of the pneumonias), 
37 were attributed to bronchitis, 

Of 2 deaths from accidental causes. one was that of a child, 3 months old, caused by 
suffocation in bed. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 3 children under 5 
years of age (including 2 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (32 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), 
and 55 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 98 and 103 
years, respectively. ) | | 

Seventy-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other. 
public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 21 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 27:0 per1,000; the rate in 
the City was 284 (North City Districts, 27°7 ; South, 29'2), and in the Suburbs, 21°9. 

I'ne deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal anannualrate of 2°8 perl,00) 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 3:2 (07 in the North City Districts, and 5°8 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 1'2 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast(Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate. 
of 386 per 1,000. There was-one death from diarrhea, tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths, broncho- 
pneumonia caused one death, prewmonia caused 2 deaths, and there were 5 deaths from bronchitis, 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—I'he deaths (17) are equal to an annuai rate ot 22'6 
per 1,000. Tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths, and bronchitis caused 3 deaths. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (11) are equivalent toan annual rate of 191 
per 1,000. There were 5 deaths from tubereulous disease, one death from croupous pneumonia, and- 
one death from pneumonia registered. 

No. s North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 29°6 per 
1,000. Five deaths were due-to tuberculous disease, and diseases of the heart and blood-vessels 
caused 3 deaths. 

Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 21°7 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.. 
1, part of, 41°6, and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 23. There was one death from diphtheria 
tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 35°3 per 
1,000. There were 6 deaths from measles, one death from diarrhea, 4 deaths from tuberculous 
disease, and 10 deaths from bronchitis. a 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 314 per 
1,000. One death from enteric fever, 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, one death from broncho-= 
pneumonia, and one death from pneumonia were registered. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual] rate of 286 per 
1,000. Measles and whooping-cough each caused one death, there were 5 deaths from tuberculous 
disease, one death from broncho-pneumonia, 2 deaths from pneumonia, and 5 deaths from bronchitis. 

No.4 South City Districi(Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 267 
per 1,000. Three deaths from measles, 2 deaths from whooping-cough, and one death from epidemic 
diarrhoea were registered ; there were 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, one death from croupous 
pneumonia, one death from broncho-pneumonia, 5 deaths from bronchitis, and one death from 
accidental violence. ~ 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (2) are equal to an annua! rate of 11°7 per 1,000. * 

Uroan Districts —The annual death-rates per 1,000 inhabitants represented by the deaths recorded 
last week are :— Rathmines and Rathgar, 267 ; Pembroke, 20:0; Blackrock, 179; and Kingstown, 
173. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts consist of 2 from 
measles for Rathmines and Rathgar. The 17 deaths from al). causes for this district include 2 from 
tuberculous disease, one from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from pneumonia, and 4 from bronchitis. The 10 
deaths from all causes for Pembroke include 2 f:0m phthisis, 3 from diseases of the nervous system, 
one from broncho-pneumonia, and one from pnewmonia. There was one death from accidental 
violence tabulated tor Kingstown,

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METEOROLOGY. 
_ (For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations sce TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
3rd December, 1904 :— 


“Opening with severely cold weather—erpecially in England—this week ultimately proved chiefly fine 
and mild. The change was brought about by the gradual extension of a warm westerly wind from the 
Atlantie over the British Isles and finally over Europe at large. At 8 a.m. of Sunday the thermometer 
read as low as 22° at Bath, 23° at Oxford, 24° at Nottingham, and 26° in London: at 9a.m. the reading in 
Dublin was 387°5° (it had been down to 30° during the previous night). By Monday morning a further 
rise of temperature was pretty general—-in Dublin, however, the thermometer again read 37'5° at 9 a.m. 
Some rainfall was reported from most of the Irish and Scottish stations. The barometer fell generally— 
most in'the N.—during Tuesday, and at 8a.m. of Wednesday was down to 29°30 inches on the west coast 
of Norway. A decided warm westerly current now came in from the Atlantic, leading to a marked rise 
of temperature, 55° being the maximum at North Shields and in Dublin on Thursday, when also 53° was 
recorded at many British andIrish stations. This day turned out rainy in Dublin, but the rainfall was — 
only ‘079 inch. Early on Friday a shallow secondary V-shaped depression was found lying over St. — 
George’s Channel. This system equalised atmospheric pressure in Ireland and caused fair, bright but 
cold weather. Saturday was at first fine and bright, but afterwards cloudy and changeable. In Dublin 
the mean height of the barometer was 29'874 inches, pressure ranging between 30°114 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.) and 29°580 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 43°7°, the mean dry bulb temperature at9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 430°. On Sunday the 
screened thermometers fell to 30°0°, on Thursday they rose to 54°7°. Bright sunshine was estimated at 
104 hours, of which 4 hours fellon Friday and 3 hours on Thursday. The dominant wind was W.S.W. 
The rainfall was ‘103 inch on 2 days, ‘079 inch being measured on Thursday. 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of © 
the barometer during the week was 29°879 inches. ‘The highest reading (307118) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29-584) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.S.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 41°3°, being 1-0° below the average for the corres= 
ponding period of the 10 years_ 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Thursday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 53°49, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 24-9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 41:89, and of the 
Wet Bulb 40:0°. The mean humidity of the air was -93, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15°6 hours, 
The rainfall during the week measured °100 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°5°, the maximum 523°, 
and the minimum 25°9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 51°4°, the minimum 26°0°, and 
the mean 41.3° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 49°8°, the minimum 27-4°, and 
the mean 41°0°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°07 inch; at Glasgow 0°43 
inch; and at Edinburgh 0:07 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases fregistered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equa! to an annual rate of 2°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
thirteen of the districts to 6°9 in Armagh. Among the 167 deaths from all causes in 
Belfast are 18 from measles, one from simple continued fever, and 2 from enteric fever ; 
and the 36 deaths from all causes in Cork include 2 from measles and one from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
185—99 boys and 86 giris; and the deaths to 192—92 males and 100 females. 


. DEATHS. 

‘The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 26:4 in every 
1,000 of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons aamitted 
into public institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 25:2 per 1,000. 
During the forty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 244, 
and was 1:3 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 
1894-1903.

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There were 10 deaths from measles, one from scarlet fever, one from influenza, one 
from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea. In the three weeks pre- 
ceding, the deaths from measles numbered 8, 12, and 12, respectively. 

One death from croupous pneumonia, 6 from broncho-pneumonia, and 8 from pneu= 

-monia were registered. , ae 

There were 39 deaths from tuberculous disease, includmg 9 from tuberculous phthisis, 
18 from phthisis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, 2 from tuberculous peritonitis, and 8 
from other forms of the disease. 

Five deaths were ascribed to carcinoma, and 3 to cancer, malignant disease. 

The deaths of 9 infants were attributed to premature birth. 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system caused 8 deaths, including 4 (all of infants 
under one year old) from eonvulstons. 

There were 32 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

Of 23 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of the pneumonias), 
18 were attributed to bronchitis, ; 

There were 2 deaths from accidental violence, including one of a child, aged 9 years, 
from burns. . 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under one 
year old and the death of one person aged 68 years. 

Sixty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (35 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month old), 
and 49 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 10 were octogenarians. : 

Eighty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 19 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. j 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See ‘Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 25°2 per 1,000 ; the rate in 
the City was 268 (North City Districts, 22°5 ; South, 31°4), and in the Suburbs, 19°5.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
10th December, 1904 :— 


“This week opened with a day of unusual warmth for December—the mean temperature in Dublin 
being 54'0°, and the range from 49:12 to 59°0°. By Monday, however, a change to normally cold weather 
for the season had begun and from Wednesday inclusive onward the thermometer ruled low in most 
districts. The warmth at the beginning was connected with the southerly winds of a vast atmospheric 
depression, of which the centre reached the Shetlands from §.W. at 8a.m. of Monday, when the barometer 
read as low as 28°38 inches at Sumburgh Head. At the same moment the reading at Lyons was 30°21 
inches, so that very steep gradients for S.W. winds existed over N.W. Europe. Gales were prevalent on 
Sunday night and Monday morning. In the afternoon of the latter day ai new depression advanced to 
the mouth of the English Channel, causing heavy rains in the S. of England, but fine, bright weather 
in Ireland and Scotland, where temperature fell. In London °94 inch of rain was measured at 8 a.m. of 
Wednesday. Thursday was.very frosty, and at night the screened thermometer fell to 20° at Nairn, 
91° at Nottingham, and 22° at Wick and Aberdeen. But meanwhile a large and deep cyelonic system 
rapidly spread across Ireland from W., bringing a dangerous E. to 8.E. gale and heavy rain—at Liverpool 
snow fell on Friday morning, but it was soon followed by a thaw and rain. By Saturday morniog the 
disturbance was passing off to the eastward, and a clearing sky and northerly winds brought a renewed 
fall of temperature to Ireland, frost setting in towards evening. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 29'438 inches, the barometer falling to 29°098 inches at 5 p.m. of Sunday (wind, S.W.) and 
rising to 29°822inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was}42°6°, 
the mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. being 40°5°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose 
to 59:0°, on Thursday they fell to 30°7°. Variable winds prevailed, W. being dominant. Bright sunshine 
was estimated at 26:5 hours, 6 hours-falling on Thursday. Rain fell on 5 days to the amount of ‘731 . 
inch, ‘439 inch being measured on Friday and ‘232 inch on Thursday.” : 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height. of 
the barometer during the week was 29-449 inches. The highest reading (29°847) was cn 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°204) on Sunday at 9p.m., wind S.W. ° 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°4°, being 2°2° below the average for the corres 
_ ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 53°5°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury” 
haying fallen to 26°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 39°59, and of the 
Wet Bulb 37°7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 28:0 hours 
The rainfall during the week measured "485 inch. oe ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°3°, the maximum 53°79, 
and the minimum 26°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 56°8°, the minimum 27°5°, and ~

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1., F.B.MET.SOC., has. favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
17th December, 1904 :— - 


“The weather of this week was very unsettled as regards atmospheric pressure, Lapel Pade wind, 
and precipitation. Sunday broke fair and cold—a very intense frost prevailing in Scotland, where the 
thermometer had been down t9 13° at Nairn, 19° at Aberdeen, and 22° at Leith, during the previous night. 
A large and deep atmospheric depression was already spreading in from the Atlantic. It was of strangely 
irregular shape, appearing at8 a.m. of Monday as a large quadrilateral, central over Scotland, the northern 
half of England and the Irish Sea, in all of which districts the barometer stood a little below 28°90 inches. 
Strong S. winds blew in Belgium, Holland and Norway, squally W. winds over France, and equally strong 
N. winds along the W. coast of Ireland. In the central area of the depression barie gradients were 
slight and the winds therefore were weak and variable. By Tuesday morning this disturbance had 
reached Holland but was quickly filling up. This day was quiet and very cold in Ireland—in Dublin 
the thermometer did not rise above 38°6°. But a remarkable change now set in—a new depression 
arrived off the north-western shores of the British Isles, causing S.W. winds, clouds, rain and a brisk 
increases of temperature. It was quickly followed by another low-pressure system, which sent the 
thermometer in Dublin up to 578° in the course of Thursday night and, to 58°0° on Friday. This wave 
of warmth lasted till 2 p.m. of Saturday when the wind shifted to N.W. in a V-shaped depression, and 
rain fell with a decrease of temperature from 58°5* to 49°7°at9 p.m. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 29°517 inches, the range being from 28°90) inches at 4 a.m. of Monday (wind, S8.W.) to 30°016 
inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 44°5°, the mean dry 
bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 44°0°. On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 31°2°, on™ 
Saturday they rose to 685°. Brightsunshine was estimated at 115 hours, of which 45 were observed on — 
Wednesday. S.W. winds prevailed. Rain fell on six days to the amount of ‘507 inch, 190 inch being — 

recorded on Tuesday and ‘173 inch on Saturday.” ma ag : 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°522 inches. The highest reading (30°030) was .n ~ 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind §.W., and the lowest (28-951) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°6°, being 0:4° above the average for the corres- . 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903. The temperature was highest on Friday, — 
on which day the thermometer registered 57°0°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury ~ 
having fallen to. 26°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°8°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 41°49. The mean humidity of the air was °88, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 11:0 hours 
The rainfall during the week measured °740 inch.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases {registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 2°0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
thirteen of the districts to 6:9 in Armagh. Among the 142 deaths from all causes in 
Belfast are 14 from measles, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and one from 
diarrhea ; and the 30 deaths from all causes in Cork include 2 from measles, one from 
diphtheria, and one from enteric fever.

During the fifty-one weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24°5, anc 
was 1:2 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903 

There were 10 deaths from measles, one from enteric fever, and one from epidemi 
enteritis; the deaths from measles in the 2 preceding weeks numbered 12, 10, and 6 
respectively. 

Broncho-pneumonia caused 9 deaths and pneumonia 7. 

The 23 deaths from tuberculous disease include 6 from tuberculous phthisis, 8 fron 
phthisis, one from tuberculous peritonitis, and 8 from from other forms of the disease. 

Three deaths were caused by carcinoma, and 2 by cancer, malignant disease. 

The deaths of 6 infants were attributed to premature birth. 

Eighteen deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system, includin, 
9 (all of children under 5 years of age) from convulsions. 

There were 42 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, 

Of the 31 deaths attributed to diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of thi 
pneumonias), 26 were caused by bronchitis, 

Six deaths from accidental causes were registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medica 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under on 
year old and the death of one person aged 78 years. 

Fifty-pine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were unde 
5 years of age (38 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month old) 
and 57 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 29 persons aged 70 and upwards, o 
whom 6 were octogenarians.

From this it appears that :— 

Twenty-four cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 33 were dis- 
charged, there were 6 deaths, and 102 patients remained under treatment at its close, 
_ Thirteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 16 were discharged, and 65* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Three cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 10 were discharged, and 19 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Eight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 4 were discharged, there was one 
death, and 44 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 3 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 
patients were discharged, and 22 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations sce TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
24th December, 1904 :— ? 

“ Rainless, but generally dull and foggy, weather held throughout this week. Only on Sunday wag 
the sky free of cloud—afterwards dense fogs and clouds blotted out sun, moon and stars to the end of 
the week. Already on Sunday a brisk increase of atmospheric pressure was taking place over the West 
of Europe, and by Monday morning the barometer had risen to or above 30°4 inches all over the British 
Isles, and to. or above 30°6 inches over the greater part of England, Holland, Belgium, the W. of Germany, 
and Northeastern France. A complete anticyclonic circulation of air developed round the high-pressure 
area. As [reland got the southerly and Scotland the southwesterly winds of the system, the weather - 
was mild in those countries and remained so for the most part. In England, however, calms prevailed 
so that temperature fell many degrees—frosts and dense fogs being the result. So brisk was the fall 
o: temperature at Oxford that the thermometer read 27° at 8a.m. of Monday, or 25° below the reading ~ 
of twenty hours previously, namely 52°. Tuesday showed a considerable rise of temperature, but on 
and after Wednesday fog and frost prevailed over the greater part of England. In Dublin a brief frost 
was felt very early on Thursday morning, when the thermometer fell to 28°2° in the screen in the south- 
eastern district of the city. The dense cloud and fog canopy afterwards checked terrestrial radiation, so 
that the diurnal range was very small—only 3°7° on Friday and 3°82 on Saturday. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30°361 inches, the barometer rising to 30°550 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday | 
(wind, calm) and falling to 30057 inches at 9 p.m of Saturday (wind, calm). Thecorrected mean tempera-_ 
ture was 41°8°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 40°42. On Monday the screened 
thermometers rose to51‘2°, on Thursday they fell to 282°. Light variable winds—at first from S.E. then 
from W.—or calms prevailed. Only 6? hours of sunshine were observed, of which 6 fell on Sunday. 
No rain fell, but ‘007 inch of water was collected in the rain-gauge, the result of damp fog.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°372 inches. ‘The highest reading (80°562) was cn 
Sunday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (30°045; on Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 382°, being 1°7° below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 9 years 1894-1899 and 1901-3. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 49°5°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 25:°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 38:09, and of the 
Wet Bulb 37:49. The mean humidity of the air was ‘93, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 7°] hours 
There was no rainfall during the week. : , 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 34:1%, the maximum 54:09, 
and the minimum 24°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 48°4°, the minimum 31°*5°, and 
the mean 40°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 46°5°, the minimum 33:49, and 
the mean 391°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°04 inch; and at Edinburgh 
00:1 inch. There was no rainfall at Glasgow*

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During the fifty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24°, and 
was 1‘3 under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1894-1903. 
There were 16 deaths from measles, one from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, 
2 from enteric fever, and 6 from diarrhceal diseases ; the deaths from measles in the 3 
weeks preceding numbered 10, 6, and 10, respectively. ; 

Croupous pneumonia caused 2 deaths, broncho-pneumonia 5, and pneumonia 5. 

The 30 deaths from tuberculous disease include 6 from tuberculous phthisis, 15 from 
phthisis, 3 from tuberculous meningitis, one from tabes mesenterica, and 5 from other 
forms of the disease. 

Five deaths were caused by carcinoma, and 2 by cancer, malignant disease. 

The deaths of 2 infants were attributed to premature birth, 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system caused 9 deaths, including 6 (all of children 
under 5 years of age) from convulsions. 

There were 23 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

Of the 35 deaths attributed to diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of the 
pneumonias), 30 were caused by bronchitis. 

There were 2 deaths caused by accidental violence and one by homicide. 

In 8 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 4 children under 5 
years of age (including 3 infants under one year old). 

Sixty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (40 being infants under one year, of whom 4 were under one month old), 
and 49 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 91 and 110 
years respectively. | 

Seventy-nine of the deaths registered durmg the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 21 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 25'0 pert,000; the rate in 
the City was 279 (North City Districts, 24°2 ; South, 31°8), and in the Suburbs, 152. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal anannualrate of 36 per1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 43 (24 in the North City Districts, and 62 in the South), 
and for the Suburbs, 1'2 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, East(Olarence-street, North).—The deaths'(12) are equal toan annual rate 
of 221 per 1,000. There was one death from epidemic enteritis, tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths, 
pneumonia caused 2 deaths, and bronchitis caused one death, 

No. 1 North City District, West (Qummer-hill).—‘i'‘ne deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 24°0 
per 1,000. One death was due to diarrhea, tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths; there was one death 
from broncho-pneumonia, and there were 3 deaths from bronchitis. j 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent toan annual rate of 346 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough and diarrhea each caused one death, phthisis caused 4 deaths, pneumonia 
caused one death, and bronchitis caused 2 deaths. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 280 per 
1,00'._ Measles, whooping-cough, enteric fever, and pneumonia, each caused one death ; 5 deaths were 
caused by bronchitis, and one by accidental violence. 

Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 10°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 
1, part of, 10°4; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0. \ 

0.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (30) represent an annual rate of 408 per 
1,000. Eleven deaths from measles were registered ; there was one death from diarrhwa; tuberculous 
phthisis and tuberculous meningitis each caused one death, there was one death from croupous- 
pneumonia, and bronchitis caused 4 deaths. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 342 per 
1,000, There was one death from measles ; there were 6 deaths from tuberculous disease, one from 
broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 323 per 
1,000. Measles and diarrhea each caused one death ; there were 4 deaths from tuberculous disease of 
the lungs, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 7 from bronchitis, and one death from homicide. 

No.4 South City District(Grand Canal-street),—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 23°7 
per 1,000. Two deaths from measles, 4 deaths from tuberculous disease of the lungs, one death from 
broncho-pneumonia, and 3 deaths from bronchitis, were registered. 

New Kilmainham District,—The deaths (3) are equal to an annua! rate of 17°6 per 1,000. 

Uroan Districts.—The annual death-rates per 1,000 inhabitants represented by the deaths recorded 
last week are :—Rathmines and Rathgar, 14'1 ; Pembroke, 14:0 ; Blackrock, 60; and Kingstown, 23°T. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts consist of one from scarlet 
fever and one from diarrhea for Pembroke. Among 9 the deaths from all causes tabulated for 
Rathmines and Rathgar are 4 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels and one from pneumonia ; 
and the 8 deaths for Kingstown include one from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the heart and

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 31st December, 1904. 

From this it appears that :— 

Forty-eight cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 9 were dis- 
charged, there were 10 deaths, and 131 patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Nine cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 4 were discharged, there was one 
death, and 69* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Two cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, there was one death, and 29 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 8 were discharged, there was one 
death, and 46 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 5 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 
8 patients were discharged, there were. 2 deaths, and 17 cases remained under treatment 
at the end of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. )

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.B.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
31st December, 1904 :— . 


“ Mild, but dull, damp weather prevailed during the greater part of this week—only a little more than 
3 hours of sunshine being observed in Dublin. The monotony of cloud, gloom and fog was broken on 
Thursday when the atmosphere became much drier in front of a dangerous cyclonic storm which raged 
during the succeeding night. At the beginning of the period the anticyclone, which had caused such 
fog and frost in England during the previous weex, was still in evidence though fast dispersing. Areas 
of relatively low atmospheric pressure were found on Sunday and Monday both in the Baltic basin and 
off the S.W. of Ireland, but as gradients were slight the weather remained quiet and dull. On Tuesday 
the barometer rose very generally and after some rain the sky cleared for a while with a lower tempera- 
ture. On Wednesday there was a change—a large depression passed southeastwards across Lapland, 
while the centre of high pressure shifted to France, where the barometer rose to 30°5 inches. Hxtra- 
ordinary changes of temperature occurred in Sweden, the thermometer rising about 30° in front of the 
depression, only to fall even more abruptly as the centre passed. On Thursday, the air became dry over 
the British Isles and temperature rose to 55° o1 56° at many stations. At night a very energetic cyclonic 
system passed rapidly eastwards across Scotland, reaching the southern coast of Norway at 3 a.m. of 
Friday, when the barometer read 28°96 inches at Skudesnas, being at the same time 39°51 inches at 
Lyons. Strong §.W. to N.W. gales accompanied the disturbance, which also caused high tides in the 
North Sea and floods on the adjoining coasts. On Saturday an anticyclone formed over Ireland, spreading 
eastwards, and the week, month and year closed with cool, dry but cloudy weather. In Dublin the — 
mean barometer reading was 30°179 inches, the mercury falling to about 29'390 inches at 2 a.m. of Friday 
(wind, 8.W.) and rising to 30°459 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 46°3°, the mean dry bulb reading at9a.m. and 9 p.m. being 45°4°. The screened ther- 
mometers fell to 39°0° on Sunday and rose to 565°1° on Thursday. Sunshine lasted for only 3} hours. S8.E. 
and W.S.W. winds were the most prevalent. Rain fell on 4 days tothe amount of ‘1¢0 inch, ‘072 inch 
being measured on Thursday.” ¢ 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°194 inches. The highest reading (30°469) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°928}) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44°1°, being 3°3° above the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1894-1903, ‘The temperature was highest on Friday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 52°99, and was lowest jon Tuesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 36°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°39, and of the 
Wet Bulb 429°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘91, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 1:7 hours, 
The rainfall during the week measured 0°210 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41°6°, the maximum 55°79, 
and the minimum 30°5°. The rainfall measured 0:09 inch.* ‘

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- DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Births.—In the Dublin Registration Area, 
which consists of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, 
Pembroke, Blackrock, and Kingstown, the total area thereof being 13,757 
statute acres, and the population estimated to the middle of 1904, 378,994, 
there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 31st 
December, 1904, 2,604 births—1,299 boys and 1,305 girls—being equal to an 
annual ratio of 1 in 36-4, or 27-5 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,213, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°2 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the urban districts named 
above, 391, equal to an annual rate of 18-3 in every 1,000 of the population. 


There were registered in London during the same period 31,471 births—heing equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 27:1 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 5,865, being equal to 29:4 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,879 
—a number affording an annual birth-rate of 22°6 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population. 


Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter was 2,274—1,132 males and 1,142 females—affording an annual ratio 
of 1 in 41-7, or 24-0 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; omitting the deaths 
(93) of persons admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Area, 
the rate was 23:0 per 1,000. ‘The annual mortality represented by the deaths 
registered during the fourth quarter of the ten years 1894-1903 in the Dublin 
Registration Area as then constituted, was 25:3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years, ,

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last — 
quarter was 831, representing an annual mortality of 22-1 in every 1, ,000 of the 
population ; and the number in the South City districts was 972, equivalent to a 
rate of 27°3 per 1,000. In the urban districts the number of deaths registered was. 
378, being equal to an annual death-rate of 17-7 in every 1,000. 
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The number of deaths registered in London during the same period was 19,675—a | 
number equal to an annual rate of mor tality of 16-9 in every 1,000 of the inh abitants ; 
in Glasgow the number was 4,027, equal to 20-2 in every I, 000 ; and in Edinburgh, 


1,341, affording an annual death-rate of 16-2 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population. 


Diseases._The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases} registered 
in the Dublin Registration Area during last quarter was 215, being 136 below the 
number for the preceding quarter; and the annual rate per 1,000 of the population 


represented by the deaths from these diseases was 2°3, being 1:4 below the rate for 
the preceding three months. 


Small-pox.—The returns show that no mortality from small-pox was recorded 
during the quarterly period for the Dublin Registration Area: moreover from 


Table I. it would appear that nobody suffering from the disease was admitted to or — 
treated in Dublin Hospitals during the period under notice. 


Measles.—The total deaths which were caused by measles numbered 97. This 
figure is above the average (64), for the fourth quarter of the 10 years, 1894-1903, 
and equal to an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Area, — 
In the preceding quarters of 1904, namely, March, June, and September, deaths 
from measles were 19, 32, and 43 respectively. Of the total deaths, 9 appertained 
to North City Districts, 81 to South City Districts, 6 to the Urban District of Rath- 
mines and Rathgar, and 1 to Pembroke Urban District. Of the 81 deaths which 
appertain to South City Districts 45 were for South City No. 1 District, 6 for South 
City No. 2 District, 14 for South City No. 3 District, and 16 for South City No, 4 
District. From Table I. it appears that at the close of the quarter preceding 45 — 
cases of measles were under treatment in Dublin Hospitals; that during the period — 
now under notice 389 patients were admitted, 260 were discharged, "43. died in 
hospitals, and 131 remained under treatment at ‘the close of the quarter.

Scarlet Fever.—Although the deaths registered from scarlet fever (8 in number), | 
are below the average (22) for the corresponding period of the 10 years ending in 
1903, they show an increase of 5 deaths over the preceding quarter. In the ‘first 
three quarters of 1904, deaths registered from scarlet fever were 8, 7, and om 
respectively. 

From Table. I. it appears that 5 deaths from scarlet fever occurred in Dublin 


hospitals, and that 140 cases were admitted for treatment. during the quarterly 
period. 


Typhus.—The records do not contain any entry of death from typhus during the 


quarter. Six cases of typhus which were under treatment during the period were 
discharged from hospital, 


Influenza.—The deaths attributed directly to influenza were 7 in number, the 
average for the corresponding quarterly period of the 10 years, 1894-1903, being 20. 


Whooping-cough. —Of 22 deaths from whooping-cough, 8 were assigned to North 
City Districts, 10 to South City Districts, and 4 to the Urban Districts which, with 
the city, constitute the Dublin Registration Area. The: 22 deaths represent am 
annual rate of 0-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the area, and are 8 under 
the average for the corresponding quarterly period of the 10 years preceding.

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 Diphtheria.—Deaths from diphtheria, which numbered 7 in the March quarter of 
1904, rose to 12 in the June quarter of that year, declined to 10 in the September 
quarter, and to 6 in the December quarter of the year—the average for the Dece nLez 
quarter of the ten years, 1894-1903, being 14, From Table I. it would appear that 
89 cases of diphtheria were under treatment in Dublin Hospitals, that 7 deaths 
occurred during the quarter, and that 20 cases remained under treatment at its 
close. 


Cerebro-Spinal Fever.—Three deaths from cerebro-spinal fever were recorded, 


Enteric Fever.—Deaths registered from enteric fever in the first three quarters of 
1904 show a decrease in each succeeding period; they numbered 30, 16, and 14 
respectively ; in the period now the subject of review, the number registered was again 
14, the average for the December quarterly period of the 10 years 1894-1903 being 48. 
Of the deaths 6 appertained to North City Districts, and 5 to South City Districts. 
No deaths from enteric fever were registered during the quarter for the Urban 


_ Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, or Kingstown ; three 


deaths were, however, registered of persons who died of enteric fever, who were 
admitted to Institutions from without the Dublin Registration Area. From Table L. 
it may be gathered that 164 cases of entevic fever were under treatment during the 
quarter, 9 deaths occurred in hospitals, and 46 patients were under treatment in 


hospitals at the close of the period. 


Diarrheal Diseases.—The deaths from diarrho:a (68) show a marked fall, when 
compared with the number (243) registered in the September Quarter of 1904, 
but are slightly above the average (64) for the corresponding period of the 


10 years preceding. Of the deaths 57 appertained to City Districts, and 10 to the 


Urban Districts, one death from diarrhea being registered of a person admitted to 


an institution from without the area. 


Pneumonia.—The deaths from pneumonia (161) include one from epidemic

Tuberculosis.—The deaths in the quarterly period registered and attributed to 


“tuberculous disease for the Dublin. Registration Area amount to 420, the total from

the infective diseases discussed in the preceding text amounting to 386. 
The above total (420) includes 87 deaths ascribed to tuberculous phthisis, 195 


to phthisis, 29 to tuberculous meningitis, 10 to tuberculous peritonitis, 11 to 
- tabes mesenterica, and 87 to other forms of the disease. The 420 deaths represent 
ap annual rate of 4:4 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Dublin Registra- 


tion Area, the rate for the pulmonary forms (tuberculous phthisis and phthisis) being 


3.0 per 1,000. In the three quarters preceding the annual rates for the total deaths 


from tuberculosis were 5-3, 5:0, and 4:1, and for the pslmonary forms 3°6, 3-2, and 
—2°5 per 1,000 respectively, of the estimated population. 


Cancer, Malignant Disease,—Forty-seven deaths were attributed to carcinoma, 3 to 
sarcoma, and 39 to cancer (undefined). 

Premature Birth.—The deaths of 62 infants registered during the quarterly period 
were attributed to premature birth. 7 
| Other General Diseases. —Amongst the deaths from “‘ other general diseases,” 1 death 


from infective endocarditis, and 3 deaths from erysipelas were registered. 


Diseases of the Brain and Nervous System.—The deaths, 169 in number, include 79 


registered from convulsions, all but one of the latter being of children under five years 


oom 


of age. 


Diseases of the Heart and Blood Vessels.—The deaths tabulated to this group 
amount to 336, and include 4 from aneurysm. . | | 
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Diseases of the Respiratory System.—The total, 316 (exclusive of the pneumonias), | 
includes 280 deaths attributed to bronchitis. 


Accidental Deaths.—Of 49 deaths assigned to accidental violence, 11] (4 being of 
children under 5 years of age) were caused by burns, scalds or explosions, and 9 were 
due to drowning. 


Homicide, Suicide.—One death was referred to homicide, and two deaths by suicide 
were registered. - ee

In 103 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness, Of the 103 cases, 70, or 68-0 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 70 deaths form 8:7 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 127 infants under one 


month old registered, there were 32 (or 25-2 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 


From Table II., on. page 8608, it will be seen that, excluding 93 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
Area, the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,181, equal to an 
annual rate of 23-0 per1,000 of the estimated population, and that 209 of these 
deaths, representing an annual rate of 2:2 per 1,000 persons, were caused by the — 
principal epidemic diseases.t The death-rate for the city (from all causes) was 
24:6 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 17-7 per 1,000. The death-rate 
represented by the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the city was 
2°5, and in the urban districts 1-3, the rates for the several districts varying from 0‘4 in 
New Kilmainham'to 6:3 in South City, No 1, the 298 deaths from all causes registered 
in that district including 45 from measles, one from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, and 11 from diarrhceal diseases, | 


Occupations._—_Table IIT., on page 861, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality 
in the several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed 
that the deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal 
to an annual rate of 16:3 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the 
Census of 1901 ; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 16-5 per 1,000; among 
the “ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 18-8; and in the “General 
Service Class ” and the “ Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 33°1.

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ages.—Of the 2,274 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area during the quarter, 801 were under 5 years of age, this number being 
equal to an aunual mortality of 84:0 in every 1,000 children at that age (according 
to the Census of 1901); 136 were between the ages of 5 and 20, representing an 
annual rate of 5:1 per 1,000 persons of that age period ; the total number under 20 
years being equal to an annual mortality of 25:9 per 1,000 of the population at that 
age (according to the Census of 1901) ; 347 or 10-2 per 1,000 persons were between 
20 and 40; 407 or 23°7 per 1,000 between 40 and 60; 480 or -79°1 per 1,000 
between 60 and 80; 103 or 216°4 per 1,000 were aged 80 and upwards, including 
10 persons aged 90 and upwards, of whom 2 were females whose ages were stated 
to be 103 and 110 years respectively. 


Public Institutions.—Of the 2,274 deaths recorded during the quarter, 841, or 
37°0 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 485 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums; 170 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse; 182 in 
the South Dublin Union Workhouse; and 4 (those of persons admitted from within 
the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


Ww eather.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly 
temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park, was 44°6°. 
At Greenwich for the quarter, it was 44°5°; at Glasgow, 44:3° (average for 12 
weeks) ; and at Edinburgh, 43°1°. 
The rainfall at Dublin ‘during the thirteen weeks measured 3°610 inches; at 
Greenwich, 5:48 inches ; at Glasgow, 6°67 inches (average for 12 weeks); and at 
Edinburgh, 3-96 inches.

Enteric Fever._In Belfast 42, and in Cork 4 deaths from enteric fever wet 
registered, also one death in each of the Urban Districts of Limerick, Ballymena an 
Sligo was registered. 


Diarrhceal Diseases.— Fifty four of the deaths (82) registered appertained to Belfast 
7 to Cork, and 5 to Limerick. 





Phthisis.—The death-rate for phthisis for the 22 towns in the aggregate, for th 
Dublin Registration Area, for Belfast County Borough, and for the Urba 
Districts collectively (exclusive of Belfast and Dublin Registration Area), were 2"
